Kellam was our Sunday School 
Superintendent and about that 
time he married Miss Eaton, a re- 
fined sweet person, who became 
the mother of fourteen children, 
twelve sons and two attractive 
daughters. The Holy Spirit can 
be described as God working in 
the hearts of these men and ac- 
complishing the results sought in 
their mission socially, religiously 
and politically. It is a benediction 
to mi to visit them in their homes.

LAWN SPRINKLERS 

There is a very wide selection I 
of lawn sprinklers on the market 
this year with many outstanding 
features that were not seen a few 
years ago. Basically there are two | 
styles to choose from . . . the 
sprinkler that distributes the wa- J 
ter in a circle and the one that , 
waters in a square or rectangle. 

The sprinklers that water in a 
circle have a base or pedestal up- 
on which are mounted a set of 
two or more arms which rotate 
due to the principle of there be- 
ing a reaction for every action— 
i.e.. the water flowing out of the 
sprinkler arm displaces it in the 
opposite direction. This same 
principle is evident if a light- 
weight plastic hose with nozzle is 
laid upon the ground and the wa- 
ter turned on wth moderate pres- 
sure, as the water moves forward 
the action will result in the hose 
reacting by pushing away from 
the direction of flow.

They 
may be adjusted with a thumb 
screw so that instead of oscillat- 
ing over 180 degrees, they will 
cover simply 90 degrees and thus 
may be placed next to a sidewalk 
or next to your neighbor's pro- 
perty without getting the unwant- 
ed area wet.

The first meeting of the Board 
of Supervisors of the Virginia 1 
Dare Soil Conservation District 
was held on December 18, 1945, 
for the purpose of organization, 
with the following results: 

A. K, Roach was chosen chair- 
man of the board; W. B. Mundeir 
was elected vice chairman; H, 
W. Ozlin, secretary; J. C. Ivins 
and E, T. White as the other two 
members. Messrs. Roach and 
Ivins are still serving on the 
board. 

The Soil Conservation Service 
staffed both Norfolk and Prin- 
cess Anne Counties in May, 1946. 
with employees possessing an en- 
gineering background that had 1 
been with the service since 1934. 
John T. Crenshaw and Aubrey 
N. Holmes are still assisting the 
district supervisors in Norfolk and 
Princess Anne Counties. 

"All my previous experience in 
soil conservation work was spent? 
In the hilly and steeper lands 
around Chatham, Lynchburg, Lex* 
ington and Harrisonburg," relates 
Mr. Holmes. "When I returned 
from the armed forces in 1948, 
Dr. Lyman Carrier, State Conser- 
vationist, informed me that 1 
was to be assigned to Princess 
Anne County. I was reared in this 1 
county and I knew all of our land 



was level, so the conservation 
problem here was a little of a 
puzile to me. By the fall of 1946, 
at harvest tirre I knew my con- 
servation number one problem — 
drainage. I was with B. A. Man- 1 
nlng when he harvested his corn 
that yrar from a SO-acre stand. 
The net yield was two wagon 
loads of 'nubbins' from the field 
50 acres, and it was necessary to 
•scrape* the field to complete the 
second wagon load. 

"This area has now been pro- 
perly drained and Mr. Manning 
now is able to harvest from 4,000 
to 4,250 bushels of corn from this 
same 50 acres. There 'used to be* 
several farmers operating under 
similar adverse conditions in our 
county, but the landowners and 
the Soil Conservation employees 
working together have solved the 
problem in many of our troubled 
areas. I think we have done a 
pretty good job toward combat- 
ing adverse drainage on the up- 
land or higher lands. The problem 
we now face is to provide drain- 
age on a community basis for 
those areas that are below the 
six-foot contour . . . land that is 
not more than six feet above sea 
level. 

"The accomplishments to date, 
I think, represent one of the fin- 
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est examples I know of of the 
people working together for a 
permanent agriculture through 
good land use and soil and water 
conservation. This is most appro-' 
prite because the only way to do 
the soil conservation job la thru 
the efforts of lacal people car- 
rying out their own conservation 
program through democratic soil 
conservation district. 

"I believe you can wen imagine 
how they get the soil conserva- 
tio njob done in Russia. Even in 
England, the government tells the 
farmer how he must use his land. 

"I believe that unless we farm- 
ers do the conservation Job and 
do it well through our soil con- 
servation district, the day will 
come when our government will 
be forced for self-preservation to 
order us to do this work." 

There has been considerable 
drainage work completed in the 
county, which has meant a sav- 
ing of many dollars to farmers 
from crop losses due to excessive 
water. Over 115 miles of com- 
munity main lead canals involv- 
ing two or more owners have been 
completed. To feed these canals 
945 miles of lateral ditches have 
been improved or new ditches 
constructed., 

Thirty-five ponds and lakes, 
varying in size from four-tenths 
of a nacre to 35 acres, have been 
constructed under the supervi- 
sion of the soil conservation and 
stocked with bream and bass by 
the Pirsh and Wildlife Service. 
One acre properly managed will 
provide from 250 to 400 pounds 
of fish per year and will afford 
500 man-hours of relaxation by- 
fishing with rod and reel or pole. 

Three new irrigation systems 
have been installed since the first 
of this year to help combat the 
lack of rainfall the farmers have 
experienced the past three years. 
One hundred and two group ir- 
rigation and drainage jobs In- 
volving two or more landowners 
have been completed, which bene- 
fits 68,375 acres of Princess Anne 
County's 92,370 farm acres. 

"Some of us." says Mr.. Holmes, 
"may wonder why our govern 
ment controls the Soil ConscTva 



tion Service on a national level. 
I believe that we can use this as 
the answer: Because the things 
that you as an American enjoy, 
your food, your clothing, shelter, 
health and your standard of liv- 
ing, all depend on Mother Earth. 
This 'good earth' has made it 
possible for us to have a strong 
nation. Let's keep it strong and 
pass on to our children the 'good 
earth' that it has been our privi- 
lege to use, in an even better con- 
dition than we found it."

Here is the progress that goes 
back almost 340 years, for the 
restoration of Rose Hall has giv- 
en this area a fine new historical 
attraction.

tracking of planes by radar from 
as far-away as New York. 

Although Norfolk's aviation his- 
tory has been greatly accelerated 
in the years since the war, It dates 
back to 1938, when Pennsylvania 
Central Airlines' (now Capital) de- 
cided to serve the city. What had 
been Truxton Manor Golf Course 
was chosen for an airport. The 
first combined mail, express and 
passenger service began on April 
7, 1938 following completion of 
a terminal building. 

World War II brought a new 
operator to the airport. The Army 
Air Force leased the field with 
the proviso that improvements 
would become city property after 
the war. 'At the start of the war 
the field's only runway was only 
3500 feet long, it was only 100 feet 
wide. The Army turned back three 
concrete runways 5000 feet long 
and 150 feet wide. 

Capital Airlines met with offi- 
cials of the Norfolk Association 
of Commerce in 1938 to initiate 
a service between Norfolk and 
Washington. J. H. Carmlchael, 
now president of Capital, was in- 
strumental in choosing the site 
for the airport. Service to Knox- 
ville was instituted in 1940. 

National began operating in 
1945. In its first month it hand- 
led 100 passengers, five years la- 
ter, in a given month it handled 
5.500. 

Piedmont's first flight from 
Norfolk, which went to Roanoke 
and on to Cincinnati originated 
on May 14, 1948. It now offers 
flights to Richmond in 32 min- 
utes, Roanoke in one hour and 
55 minutes, Charleston in two 
hours and 55 minutes, Cincinnati 
in 4 hours and 6 minutes. Bris- 
tol in three hours and 25 minutes 
and Louisville in 4 hours and 57 
minutes and Columbus in four 
hours and 39 minutes. 

The Norfolk- Virginia Beach a- 
rea is on Capital's mainline run 
to Washington, Pittsburg, Cleve- 
land, Detroit, Chicago, and Min- 
neapolis.

Virginia Beach Federal SavingscV Loan 
Celebrates Highly Successful 20 Years 



The Virginia Beach federal 
Savings and Loan Association 
was established in 1935. This year 
being Its twentieth anniversary, 
its organization meeting was held 
in the office of W. H. Terry and 
Son in the Woodhouse Building 
on August 12th. At that meeting 
the following were appointed to 
represent the shareholders until 
the annual meeting which follow- 
ed in January: P. W. Ackiss, Ed- 
ward M. Hardy, p. E. Kellam, W. 
C. Manor, Roy Smith. W. H. 
Terry, Jr., and C. T. Whitehead. 

It Is difficult for younger peo- 
ple to realise the conditions 
which prevailed at that time. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt had just 
recently been lnauguarted as pres- 
ident of the United States and 



one of the first acts of his ad- 
ministration was to declare a na- 
tional bank moratorium. This was 
followed by the establishment of 
the Home Owners Loan Corpora- 
tion and the Owners Loan Cor- 
poration and the Act of Congress 
in June 1933 which provided for 
the Federal Savings and Loan 
System. Other important legis- 
lative action of the time was pro- 
vision for the insurance of bank 
deposits and accounts in Sav- 
ings and Loan Associations. Or- 
iginally they were insured up to 
$5,000 but this was subsequently 
changed to $10,000.' 

But the provision which led to 
the Virginia Beach Federal Was 
on which authorized the Home 
Owners Loan Corporation to sub- 



scribe to shares in newly formed 
associations in the proportion of 
$3.00 for each $1.00 subscribed 
by local interests. The minimum 
of local capital acceptable for a 
charter was $2,500 and this am- 
ount added to $1,500 subscribed 
by the H.OL.C. launched a new 
business enterprise for Virginia 
Beach. Today its assets exceed 
Two Million dollars. 

Policies of the Virginia Beach 
Federal Savings and Loan Asso- 
ciation are guided by a board of 
ten directors.

This year 25 leading executives 
of businesses located in every sec- 
tion of the state gave an average 
of more than a week to go out- 
side of Virginia and sell Virginia 
and Virginia Beach. Only two of 
this number were representatives 
of the Virginia Beach community, 
Charles Oay and Miss Jean Ker- 
sey. 

These volunteers, staffed by 
five field representatives of the 
Virginia Travel Council, placed 
posters and folders of Virginia 
Beach throughout New England, 
as far south as Atlanta and Bir- 
mingham and Intermediate points 
and throughout Pennsylvania, 
Ohio And Michigan. Every travel 
agent in the territory was fur- 
nished with lists of commission- 
paying transportation and ac- 
commodations and urged to sell 
tours to this area. The industries 
throughout this territory were 
contacted and window, cafeteria 
and counter displays on Virginia 
Installed, backed up by folder dis- 
plays. Every motor club was per- 
sonally visited and supplied plen- 
tifully with materials that these 
retailers of travel could use to 
sell Virginia above other com- 
munities. 

Oil company travel bureaus 
were universally visited, serviced, 
urged to sell Virginia. Several 
hundred photos including a large 
supply of those of Virginia Beach, 
were taken to every travel editor 
in the areas visited and prints 
left with all that would use them. 

Every television station was 
visited and data on the Virginia 
Beach movie, and others, left with 
all stations. 

The immediate results include 
a thirty-minute program devoted 
almost exclusively to Virginia 
Beach in Cleveland, sponsored by 
the Cleveland Automobile Asso- 
ciation. 

Attractions throughout Virginia 
are enthusiastic about the Coun- 
cil's Canadian promotion, which 
centers in the Canadian National 
exhibition at Toronto in August 
and September. Last year fourteen 
volunteers served in the Council's 
one booth, none from Virginia

Beach, and distributed 30,000 
folders on Virginia Beach. 

Through special arrangements 
with the attractions and State 
Highway Commission, the Coun- 
cil has been informed that Cana- 
dian business immediately in- 
creased and has held an increase 
of 30 per cent. The daily average 
nupiber of Canadian cars enter- 
ing Virginia is reported by the 
State Highway Commission as 236, 
carrying daily to this state some 
500 Canadians, who are not only 
good spenders but whose length 
of stay in the state exceeds that 
of most from the States. Virginia 
Beach's advertising at this event 
Was done without one cent of ex- 
pense to the Beach other than 
the membership of some sixty 
business establishments in the 
Council that finances the Coun- 
cil's general program. 

The Council also maintains a 
year 'round representative in Flo- 
rida, working to send business to 
Virginia through the 47 major 
Florida attractions, 28 of whom 
have special racks owned and ser- 
viced by the Council and all of 
whom accept and distribute Vir- 
ginia folders. 



Today the Virginia Travel Coun- 
cil maintains 800 information 
racks at every point of travel 
contact within the state and thru 
them place without cost for its 
members approximately 15 mil- 
lion folders a year. Its field ser- 
vice covers all of the points of 
travel contact from Cincinnati 
and Chicago to and through 
southern Canada and to and 
throughout Florida, selling those 
who sell travel on Virginia. 

During the last six months the 
Council has placed more than 300 
window displays encouraging Vir- 
ginia travel and in many instan- 
ces including Virginia Beach post- 
ers, in points supplying informa- 
tion to travelers. The Council av- 
erages for national distribution a 
story a week to travel editors the 
year 'round, sponsors this year 12 
television subjects for Virginia 
used by more than 200 stations 
with a viewer audience of 25 mil- 
lion. During the last seven years 
the Council has brought for a 
four-day or longer tour of Vir- 
ginia, many of which included 
Virginia Beach, more than 500 
travel directors of oil companies, 
motor clubs, travel agencies and 
transportation groups. These in- 
cluded tour bureau directors of 
both Greyhound and Traibways. 

..One of the great objectives of 
the Council is to hold visitors In 
Virginia longer, another it the 
extension of the season through 
programs of special events and 
advertising for off season busi- 
ness. 

The Council publishes a fishing 
guide for Virginia, being adver- 
tised specifically this month by 
the state Conservation Commis- 
sion in publications with more 
than 9 million circulation. The 
publications ate supplied to the 
state in such quantity 'as it de- 
sires. The Council's Ouide to Sce- 
nic Historyland has been used by 
the state this spring and sum- 
mer at the rate of 2,000 a week. 
The Council also publishes a guide 
to Negro accommodations and 
each season thousands of events 
folders, advertising what goes on 
during the year. 



Today more than 1300 business- 
es throughout the state are af- 
filiated with the Council. During 
the seven years of its existence 
the Council research studies show 
that visitations to Virginia have 
increased almost 100 per cent and 
investments in new and improved 
accommodations facitllities have 
reached $100,000,000. This in- 
cludes only completed construc- 
tion. The figures for the fiscal 
year ending on June 30 slightly 
exceed $25,000,000. 

Travel has become one of the 
major businesses in Virginia, now 
exceeding $000,000,000 a year in 
revenues expended in the state. 
For 79 consecutive months the 
volume of out-of-state licensed 
passenger cars has increased over 
the same month the preceding 
year. 

"Virginia Beach has greater 
competition than ever before in 
its history," the Council points 
out. "Its studies show that expan- 
sion of and improvement of air, 
rail and bus service from the mar- 
kets Virginia has considered its 
own to Florida, has siphoned off 
a great deal of beach business in 
the height of the Virginia sea- 
son. Also the promotion of other 
areas, particularly the Carolina 
beaches, has been at a greater 
rate than that of the Virginia 
Beach area." 

To answer this problem the 
Council believes that it and other 
agencies interested in the future 
of the Beach, must develop new 
markets, must advertise more 
heavily In present markets and 
must increase the appeal of our 
product. 

"The prosperity of Virginia 
Beach is of the utmost importance 
to Virginia as a whole," accord- 
ing to the Council. "Council 
members everywhere are always 
willing and glad to cooperate to 
expand the Virginia Beach mar- 
ket and send it visitors. The state 
is doing a fine job in advertising 
the Beach, but more is needed, 
also transportation agencies must 
be urged to double their efforts 
and the Beach itself must meet 
the competition of other areas." 



Lynnhaven Presbyterian Church Enjoys 
Progressive Growth Since Founding in 1916 



There is a friendly church of 
one hundred and seventy mem- 
bers, located in the village of 
Lynnhaven, which is situated 
about 12 miles from Norfolk Just 
off the Virginia Beach Boule- 
vard. This is the Lynnhaven Pres- 
byterian Church. It was built in 
1919 by the people of the village 
and surrounding neighborhood. 

Much credit is given to the late 



Dr. w, H. T. Squires, then pastor 
of the Knox Presbyterian Church 
of Norfolk; and to Mr. and Mrs. 
John W Cake (now deceased), 
charter members of the church, 
who lived in Princess Anne Coun- 
ty at the time of the founding of 
the church. 

A meeting was called in June, 
1916, to plan the opening of a 
Sunday School in Lynnhaven Vil- 



lage. The Community Hall was 
decided on for the use of the Sun- 
day School. In June, 1917, a meet- 
ing was held to organise a church, 
by a commission of ministers and 
elders appointed by the Norfolk 
Presbytery, drowth of the church 
resulted in the building of the 
present sanctuary in November, 
1919.

at that time an architectural stu- 
dent at Carnegie Tech, drew and 
gave the plans for the church. 

The first pastor was the Rev. 
Hugh Fitzpatrick, and following 
him the Rev. Paul K. Buckles, the 
Rev. Franklin Taylor, the Rev. T. 
D. Wesley, the Rev. John Lar- 
gent, the Rev. John Knight, the 
Rev. D. B. Kerr, the Rev. Robert 
8. Morrison and the present pas- 
tor, the Rev. Raymond C. Flitton. 
The men who filled the pulpit be- 
fore the first pastor took over in 
1020 were Dr. Squires, Frank 
Bain, H. S. Morgan and Dr. Stu- 
art Nye Hutchison. 

The foundation for the educa- 
tional building was laid in July, 
1848, with the Masonic Order of 
Virginia Beach laying the corner 
stone with a very impressive cere- 
mony. This building was com- 
pleted in June of 1951, when the 
building committee officially pre- 
sented the building to the dea- 
cons representing the congrega- 
tion This work was sarted during 
the ministry of Mr. Kerr, who did 
quite a bit of the labor with his 
own hands. After Mr. Kerr ac- 
cepted a call elsewhere, the men 
of the church persevered, with- 
out a leader and labored hard and 
long to complete the building. 

The congregation suffered a 
very personal loss in the death of 
their beloved pastor, the Rev. Mr. 
Morrison. He had served his pas- 
torate at Lynnhaven only a short 
while before he was taken, but his 
love for Christ and His church 
was so treat and so inspiring to 
the mem b e rs, that his presen c e Is 
a* Page Six) 




Virginia Beach today is a far 
cry from the small village it start- 
ed out as before the turn of the 
century, and some residents who 
are still living here may recall 
many changes that have taken 
place during the intervening 
years. 

The first inkling that a settle- 
ment would rise on the Atlantic 
coast here was evidenced prior to 
1890 when Norfolk families built 
modest little summer cottages in 
the vinicity where the Galilee 
Episcopal Church now stands. 
However, even before the few cot- 
tages were built, a small chapel 
occupied the present church pro- 
perty. 

One of the first small cottages 
constructed here^war that^f the 
Barton Myers family, of Norfolk. 
This beginning soon brought on 
the construction of other build- 
ings in the vicinity that is now 
17th Street and Oceanfront. 

As was the case in the early 
days of most cities the growth 
and forward push of Virginia 
Beach as a village was motivated 
by a railroad. 

Famous Before 1900 

Prior to 1900 Virginia Beach 
had become famous as an ocean 
resort and attracted such names 
as the Vanderbilts and Presidents 
Benjamin Harrison and "Teddy" 
Roosevelt. Virginia Beach was po- 
pular with all sets in that early 
age — even as it is today. 

It was In the year' 1908 that 
the village of Virginia Beach re- 
ceived its incorporation papers, 
and from that moment until 1952 
it was the Town of Virginia 
Beach. In 1952 the Town of Vir- 
ginia Beach became the City of 
Virginia Beach. 

The first mayor of the Town of 
Virginia Beach was B. P. Holland, 
who for many years was connect- 
ed with the railroads here. Mr. 
Holland still resides here at the 
corner of 12th Street and Atlan- 
tic Avenue. His memories of Vir- 
ginia Beach and its colorful his- 
story offer a story of great in- 
terest. 

The "Roaring twenties" 

The period of the "Roaring 
Twenties" really saw Virginia 
Beach move into the "big-time" 
as a resort center. It was during 
this period that the Cavalier Ho- 
tel project was undertaken by a 
group of civic-minded business- 
men who sold stock to underwrite 
the first major hotel construction 
in Virginia Beach. I Beach as a resort got its biggest

Cavalier Hotel in 1927. It was the 
pre-construction phase of the 
Cavalier Hotel that brought about 
an investment by the Laskin fa- 
mily in constructing Laskin Road 
and the property known today as 
the Pinewood Hotel. Today Las- 
kin Road is the main highway 
leading into Virginia Beach, while 
it originally served as a cut-off 
from the Virginia Beach Boule- 
vard. 

Boardwalk Built 

It was around 1929 that the 
two-mile long concrete boardwalk 
was completed to give Virginia 
Beach one of its greatest assets. 
An indication of the effect of the 
Cavalier on the Beach's progress 
might be noted in* the fact that 
bids for construction of the board- 
walk were first advertised during 
the initial week of construction 
on the hotel. 

Virginia Beach fTouirished, com- 
paratively speaking, through the 
depression days of the early 30's 
and began to move upward no- 
ticeably in the late 1930's and 
then came World War II. During 
the war period Virginia Beach 
was home to many servicemen 
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Frank Dusch, Mayor

'MILLION DOLLAR BEACH' RESULT OF FINE 
WORK DONE BY EROSION COMMISSION 



Back in 1952 when the very fu- 
ture of Virginia Beach as an 
oceanside resort was seriously 
threatened by an even more ser- 
ious problem of beach erosion 
and it was at that time that the 
Virginia Beach Erosion Commis- 
sion was created by an Act of 
the Virginia General Assembly. 

The purpose of the commission 
as cited in the Act that created 
it was to restore the sand beach 
to its former width and to take 
steps to continue to replenish 
sand that is lost annually. 

The original commission as ap- 
pointed by the then Governor 
John S. Battle included Edward 
H. Church, president of the Bank 
of Virginia Beach; C. T. White- 
head, hotel operator: James G. 
Kontopanos. restaurateur; R. B. 
Taylor, building materials sup- 
plier, and H. E. Halstead. city 
sergeant. Mr. Whitehead has 
since died and has been replaced 
by Herbert A. Holt. Jr., automo- 
bile dealer. 

PftHow Recommendations 

The commission has followed 
closely the recommendations of 
its own engineers as well as those 
of the United States Army En- 
gineers in the work that it has 
authorised. 

One of the first steps to be un-

dertaken in the fight against the 
beach erosion problem was the 
financing of any measures that 
might arrest or eliminate the 
condition. This was done by the 
City of Virginia Beach in special 
taxation on cigarettes, rooms, 
meals and amusements. This gave 
the commission funds with which 
to work. 

Decide to Pump Sand 

After much deliberation, the 
commission decided that it would 
be necessary to pump sand onto 
the existing beach with the pro- 
bability that this pumping would 
have to be done periodically as 
Mother Nature returned the sand 
to the ocean floor. 

Actual pumping operations be- 
gan on June 12, 1962, and after 
the sand had been restored to the 
beachfront the commission went 
to work in repairing the seawall 
and walkway. It was after this 
first year of operation that the 
commission, through its engineers, 
derided that a permanent plan 
of pumping was necessary in or- 
der to insure a wide beach each 
summer season. 

In its first year's report the 
commission listed estimated ex- 
penditures to complete the- ori- 
ginal beach restoration project 
as $1,163,998 06. During the fmt

year's operation the city 
funds totaling $632,000 
commission and the State 
priated $80,000. Since that time 
the Federal government appro* 
priated a sizeable sum to 
project. 

After the initial project 
commission's engineers ret 
mended that a permanent dr 
ing operation be installed. M 
bers of the commission made 
vey trips to Florida and other 
places to view similar mumtml 
in action.

Fine New Home of Forbes Candies 
Is Realization of Life - Long Dream 



i In 1920, when Charles H. 
Porbes, Jr., was eight years old. 
be was visiting a close friend of 
the family, who operated a pea- 
nut plant back of the Union Mis- 
sion on Church Street, Norfolk, 
Virginia. There was present at 

Se time an elderly German by 
e name of "Wetweigh," who 
made candy in his home at 38th 
and Bowden's Perry Road. He was 
driving a horse-drawn cart in 
an endeavor to sell some of this 
oandy to the operator of the pea- 
nut plant where he purchased his 
peanuts. Young Forbes took an 
Merest in the candy and pur- 
ised a box of these S-cent bars 
lth 75 cents he had in his poc- 
which he had earned while 
itting grass that morning. He 
Dk the box of peanut candy 
eross the street to the large 
aundry operating at that time 
ad sold the entire box within a 
itter of just a very few minutes. 

'- He immediately visited the 
Borne of the German family and 
obtained additional candles from 
them and started to establish a 
route through the office buildings 
and stares in downtown Norfolk. 
Jn the winter months the Ger- 
man family made up packages of 
Peanut Brittle, which was the 
eandy featured on Saturdays on 
this candy route, and 5-cent bars 
of all descriptions were sold from 
i market basket after school each 
week day. 

This was continued quite suc- 
cessfully up to the time Mr. For- 
bes married the former Marion 
p. Powell, when they were both 
students at Maury High School. 
* In September 1930, Mr. Forbes' 
mother-in-law granted him per- 
mission to convert the wine cel- 
lar in their home into a candy 
kitchen for the purpose of manu- 
facturing their own candies. The 
|>owell family home at that time 
was the old Burrough Home on 
the corner of Fairfax and Colonial 
^venue, Norfolk, Virginia. This 
young couple started making their 
candies at night and the days 
Mr. Forbes was not working with 
the Ford Motor Company. The 
candies were sold by other school 
children, whom Mr. Forbes en- 
courage!}, and then later to drug 
itores and wholesale houses. 

., In June 1933 The Forbes es- 
tablished their first retail store 
on Atlantic Avenue and 21st St. 
this store was a converted three- 
ear garage, which was a part of 
(he property of the old Rose Cot- 
tage On August 21st that same 
pear Virginia Beach suffered its 
worst hurricane and the business 
was completely wiped out. Be- 
cause of the heavy loss which 
was suffered, Mr. Forbes was 
forced to find employment. In 
1934 he was again able to reopen 
this store on Virginia Beach. 

In 1939 Mr. Forbes obtained 
permission from Mrs. Carrie B. 
Morrison to convert the two-car 
garage she owned at 17th and At- 
lantic Avenue into a retail store, 
where the manufacturing of his 
candies could be seen by the cus- 
tomers. After a year's operation 
fa thto new location, the original 
.store at Mat and Atlantic Ave- 
nue was closed, because of the 
of the property. 

In 1936 Mr. Porbes called on 

William B. Thalhimer, Sr., in 

with the idea he had 



in establishing a manufacturing lantic Avenue, which store was 



plant in his department store. Mr. 
Thalhimer was receptive to Mr. 
Forbes' idea and a manufacturing 
plant was established in the Thal- 
himer Store on March 5, 1938. 
This operation has been success- 
ful from its inception. 

In 1944 Mr. Forbes was called 
on the first day under the Father 
Draft Law. He was commissioned 
in the United States War Ship- 
I ping Administration and served 
for a period of two years. While 
on active duty, Mrs. Forbes was 
again called on to actively engage 
in the business and took over ac- 
tive management of the business 
until such time as Mr. Forbes was 
discharged from service. On his 
return to civilian life, the busi- 
ness had grown to a point where 
a manufacturing plant was es- 
tablished on 21st Street and Pa- 
cific Avenue, Virginia Beach. The 
idea behind the establishment of 
this plant was to supply one retail 
store on Virginia Beach and to 
wholesale the production beyond 
the store's needs. 

It was in 1948 that Mr. Forbes 
was invited to show his candies 
to the Buyers Meeting group in 
the Associated Merchandising 
Corporation Offices at 1440 
Broadway, New York City. Thal- 
hlmers is a member of this asso- 
ciation. At that time it was learn- 
ed by a number of the AMC Buy- 



completed and placed in opera 
tion on May 5th. This store is a 
long awaited "dream come true" 
to Mr. Forbes, as he was able to 
incorporate all of the features in 
his new store which have been 
long desired. The entire store is 
a visual manufacturing operation. 
The exterior of the store is white 
Florida slump brick, with cocoa 
brown mortar, trim in stainless 
steel, with full length glass front 
and sides. Above marque level is 
finished in a red mirror wall, 
which is illuminated at night by 
a newly developed sign. The floor 
is Navaho red abrasive tile, float- 
ed in white mortar. A full length 
glass partition separates the man- 
ufacturing plant from the retail 
store, where the customers are 
able to see every phase of the 
manufacturing opration while 
purchasing their candies. The 
glass partition separating the re- 
tail and manufacturing areas has 
been placed at a very pleasing an- 
gle. The showcases are finished in 



ed and in less than six months 
more than enough was raised for 
this undertaking. The organ was 
dedicated in July, 1952, and Mrs. 
Morrison was present to play for 
the service. 

During the periods the church 
has been without a pastor, the 
pulpit has been filled by the chap- 
lains serving the Oceana Air Base. 
These men have meant a great 
deal to the church — helping to 
hold the congregation together, 
when it was without a leader.

This was much need- 
ed to safeguard the children 
alighting from cars. Mr. Flitton 
has been pastor of the church 
since Sejtember, 1951. He Is a 
young man of great preaching 
and working ability, and like Mr. 
Kerr, when something needs to 
be done, he does the Job himself. 
His wife is a talented singer and 
also a great asset to the church. 
The women of the church have 
played a most important part in 
its history. They are divided into 
four circles with a membership 
of 60 active members. Mrs. T. S. 
Moore is the 1954-55 president. 
Each year certain projects are 
undertaken and always accom- 
plished through voluntary offer- 
ing. 

The church has a rapidly grow- 
ing Sunday School with 240 mem- 
bers on roll. Henry Hunt is the 
present superintendent. The old 
custom of "covered dish" fellow- 
ship suppers is practiced regularly 
at Lynnhaven. These enjoyable 
affairs are held at least four 
times a year, when all ages get 
together. 

The church's most acute prob- 
lem is that of growing faster than 
It can build.

Forbes established three addition- 
al kitchens in 1948. Plants were 
established that year in Rich's, 
Inc., Atlanta, Georgia, The F. & 
R. Lazarus & Company, Colum- 
bus, Ohio and The Rike-Kumler 
Company, Dayton, Ohio. The fol- 
lowing year additional offers 
were made to Mr. Forbes and he 
was so encouraged he decided to 
specialize in this type plant and 
discontinued his manufacturing 
plant at Virginia Beach all to- 
gether. In 1949 three more plants 
were put into operation in The 
John Shilhto Company, Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, The Higbee Company, 
Cleveland, Ohio and Crowley, 
MUner & Company, Detroit, Mich- 
igan.

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WBOF, Taking to Air in December, 
Features Programs of Local Interest 
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Radio, which celebrated its 30th 
anniversary this year, has joined 
the progress of Virginia Beach in 
the form of a new standard radio 
broadcasting station for Ameri- 
ca's seashore resort. WBOP offi- 
cially began broadcasting Decem- 
ber 11, 1954, The station is now 
just seven months old, although 
the planning and construction 
goes back two years. 

WBOP, which broadcasts on a 
frequency of 1600, is a 1000-watt 
daytime standard broadcast sta- 
tion located next to the Southern 
Materials Company cement plant 
at 17th Street and Seatack Road, 
and in the remodeled former of- 
fices of the Southern Materials 
Company. The station, broadcast- 
ing from 5:30 a. m. to 7:30 in the 
evening, basically programs mu- 
sic, news and sports, and is in- 
dependent, with the accent on lo- 
cal coverage. 

WBOP was first officially turned 
on at 2 p. m., December 11, 1954, 
when Mayor Frank S Dusch 
threw the transmitter switch, put- 
ting the station on the air for the 
first time. Prior to that time the 
station had been broadcasting 
without public notice for test pur- 
poses for three weeks while final 
tuning adjustments were made. 

Among the first voices to be 
heard were those of Mayor Dusch, 
the Rev. R. B. Davis, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church, 
who represented all Protestant 
churches in the area: Father Ni- 
cholas J. Habets, pastor of the 
Star of the Sea Catholic Church; 
Rabbi Azriel O. Weissman of 
Temple Emanuel; Judge Floyd E. 
Kellam; Chamber of Commerce 
President Claiborne Bryant, and 
Mrs. Oilmore Tilbrook, president 
of the Council of Garden Clubs. 

WBOF is licensed by the Vir- 
ginia Beach Broadcasting Corpor- 
ation, which is wholly home-own- 
ed and operated. Its officers are 
Sidney Banks, president of the 
Cavalier- Jefferson Corp.. -vice 
president; James Guzzy, operator 
of the Traymore Hotel, treasurer; 

W. W. McClanan, Jr., president 
of the City Council and former 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce,; James Sadler, vice-presi- 
dent of Southern Materials Com- 
pany, Inc., and Leo Hoarty, presi- 
dent and general manager, who 
Is the only member of the board 
working full time in the business.

Huge Population Increase 
Brings Many Problems for 
Supervisors; Schools Grow 



Many years prior to 1607 the 
Spaniards sailed into Chesapeake 
Bay. probably establishing a set- 
tlement on the banks of the Po- 
tomac River, but this settlement 
did not become permanent. It fell 
to the lot of the English to estab- 
lish the first permanent colony in 
Virginia. 

The fleet, in command of 
Christopher Newport, contain- 
ing these first permanent col- 
onists, sailed Into Chesapeake 
Bay on the morning of April 
26. 1607, and anchored oif Cape 
Henry. Thirty men composed 
the party who first landed on ; 
the shores of the Cape. 

After prospecting around the 
Bay, on the 29th, the fleet re- I 
turned to Cape Henry, another | 
landing party was sent ashore, j 
and then it was a cross was erect- 
ed, thereby giving notice to all i 
the world that this country was 
claimed for God and England. 
. Thus the first landing of the 
first permanent English colon- 
ists was had upon the soil of 
what is now Princess Anne 
County. 

It was not far distant, at James- 
town, that the colonists settled, 
and there was held the first elec- 
tive legislative assembly in Am- 
erica; not far distant, at York- 
town, English government ended 



In 1755 the Court House had 
been removed to Newtown, on the 
Eastern Branch. In 1781 it was re- 
moved to Kemp's Landing — 
Kempsville — and about 1824 it 
was moved to its present loca- 
tion, near the geographic center 

of the county.

j Many Tories 

Prior to the Revolution there 
were many rich and influential 
people in the county. Many of 
these remained loyal to the Eng- 
lish government. The county was 
predominantly Tory. 

Daring the War of 1812 there 
i was stationed at Pleasure House 
I Beach — now called Chesapeake 
Beach — a large body of troops 
to protect Norfolk from any i 
landing the Enbllsh might make 
on the shores of the Bay sjde. 

There were a number of settle- 
ments, villages or towns in the 
county In these early days, only 
one of which remains. The first 
was at or near the mouth of the 
Lynnhaven River, the inlet then 
being through Lake Joyce, a por- 
tion of which was known as "Pi- 
rate's Cove," from the tradition 
that pirates made this lake or in- 
: let their rendezvous.

North Landing — which was plat- 
ted into 240 lots by the Colonel | 
Tatham previously mentioned. In j 
making his plat the Colonel re- I 
served 1 10 feet for the right of 
way for a canal which was to 
connect the North River with the 
Southern Branch. The canal for 
which the right-of-way was re- 
served was not completed until 
about 1857. and is now govern- 
ment property, known as the Al- 
bemarle and Chesapeake Canal. 

Probably the most important 
of these early towns, because It 
has continuously existed, is 
Kemp's Landing, or Kempsville! 
Situated at the head of navi- 
gation of the Eastern Branch, it 
became quite a busy place, and 
was the shipping point for 
practically all the tobacco, corn, 
wheat and lumber produced in 
the county. 

Lord Dunmore, at the head of 
! his British Grenadiers, in No- 
vember. 1775, captured the town

No account of the county would 
be complete without mention of 
its ocean frontage, extending in 
an unbroken line from the North 
Carolina line to Little Creek In- 
let, the terminal of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. Eighteen miles 
east of Norfolk on this ocean 
front is Virginia Beach — the 
state's great seaside resort. A few

Princess Anne County, from its 
humble beginning back in 1691, 
has grown into what many con- 
sider today to be the "fastest 
growing county in Virginia" and 
certainly one of the brightest 
business spots in the entire na- 
tion. 

The county has enjoyed its 
greatest period of growth 
during the past ten years, 
following World War II. Its 
population today is reported 
to be approximately 80,000, 
as compared to a mere 42,000 
just five short years ago. 

Princess Anne County has 
grown from a substantial ru- 
ral county into an urban area 
that has prompted many to 
feel that the area should be 
incorporated into one large 
city. 

in the early beginning what is 
now known as Princess Anne 
County was a part of Elizabeth 
City County. In 1691 what was 
Lynnhaven Parish in Norfolk 
County, created out of a part of 
Elizabeth City County, was set 
apart and called "Princess Anne," 
after the daughter of King James 

n. 

The old court house which la 
located today at Princess Anne, 
was first proposed for London 
Bridge, but the proposal was re- 
considered and a year later, it 
was decided to build the court- 
house on the land ef the Brick 
Church, now Old Donation 
Church. 

Princess Anne County has sur- 
vived wars and strife during its 
colorful history. Kempsville, In the 
early days, was the hub of acti- 
* 



vity in the county. 

Since the turn of the cen- 
tury, the county has grown 
trenmendously in all aspects 
with the resort community of 
Virginia Beach a shining light 
in that development. 

During and after World War II 
Princess Anne's population en- 
joyed a phenomenal growth that 
brought on many problems, some 
of which, at times, seemed insur- 
mountable. 

SCHOOLS 
One of the most pressing 
problems faced by county offi- 
cials was in the -educational 
field. With building restric- 
tions during the war it was im- 
possible to add to the existing 
educational facilities and the 
school population had swelled 
considerably. 

The county's five-man Board of 
Supervisors and the County School 
Board have made tremendous 
progress in whipping the prob- 
lem. Few communities, if any, of 
similar population, have met their 
responsibilities to the children In 
their midst as has Princess Anne 
County. 

The school program has 
been greatly expanded during 
the past ten years and much 
new construction has taken 
place. The school authorities 
at the present time have a 
continuing building program 
at work. 

The present Board of Supervis- 
ors has probably faced more ser- 
ious problems than any previous 
board, and their accomplishments 
have been many As an 



some of the action that has been 
taken in recent years to keep 
step with the greatly expanded 
population of the county are the 
following:

5. Have authorised the em- 
ployment of a comptroller. In- 
cluding the over-all bookkeep- 
ing of the county's funds. 

6. Have authorised purchase 
of necessary equipment to fa- 
cilitate work In various county 

offices. 
1 Have established a Police 

Trial Board. 

8. Have authorised funds for 
erection of a new police head- 

Trters building. 

County officials have been 
awake to the great problems that 

ve faced the county, and while 
Princess Anne has enjoyed an 
historic and a prosnerous past, it 
can look ahead to an even greater 
future.

Supply French 

It was from the cape lands that 
the French fleet, while besieging 
Yorktown. obtained their wood 
and water, and from what was 
known as Pleasure House Beach 
this fleet obtained its fresh meat, 
poultry, etc., which the natives 
were anxious to sell for the hard 
cash. Within sight of Cape Henry 
the British ship of war. Leopard, 
in command of Captain Hum- 
phries, fired upon the U. S. ship 
Chesapeake, in command of Com- 
modore James Barron, killing and 
wounding a number of men on the 
Chesapeake. It was this attack 
that was the immediate cause of 
the War of 1812. 

During this war. Colonel Wil- 
liam Tatham dubbed "an old 
Revolutionary soldier, enthus- 
iastic and romantic," submit- 
ted to the federal government 
plans for the fortification of the 
Cape and the shores of the Bay. 
Only in recent years has the 
federal government adopted 
what would appear as some of 
Colonel Tatham s plans.

Newtown, on the Eastern 
Branch, was another town of 
considerable importance. The 
Court House with other public 
buildings was moved here in 
1751, and remained until 1783, 
and here were concentrated a 
large number of the refugees 
from Norfolk after its destruc- 
tion.

Rurltan was founded at Hol- 
land, Virginia, in 1926, and since 
that time, with a very small be- 
ginning, has had a wonderful ex- 
pansion, and at this time is the 
sixth leading civic organization.

For many years the Princess 
Anne Ruritan Club raised and 
spent m the county about $6,000 
to $10,000 a year. It has a most 
active group of members, and 
whenever called upon, always is 
ready to help in any community 
undertaking.

militia and made his headquarters 
at George Logan's, a* Scotchman 
and loyalist.

Kempsville was for many years 
an educational and social center. 
I and its Independence BaH, held 
July 4th, each year after the Re- 
volution, was the great social 
event of the year. The building in 
which these balls were held is 
still standing, although now con- 
verted into a dwelling. The Court 
House remainded here until 1821, 
when removed to its present lo- 
cation. 

Grace 
Sherwood 

The county has obtained con- 
siderable notoriety because of the 
many fanciful and untrue tales 
about the trial of Grace Sher- 
wood in 1706. who was prosecuted 
for witchcraft. 

She was tried by a Jury of 
eight women. By her own con- 
sent she was tried in the water 
of John Harper's plantation, 
about one mile north of Dona- 
tion Church, which ever since 
this event has been called 
"Witch Duck."

Cape Henry, the site of one of 
the great forts of the Federal 
Government.

poultry, wild geese, canvas back 
and red-head ducks, as weU as 
many other wild water fowl, 
and the products of Its truck 
farms. 

Developments in Princess Anna 
County during more recent years 
has been nothing less than pre* 
nomenal. Particularly has tht>. 
county grown since World Wat *JT 
with its commercial and residen- 
tial development. Its future seems 
even brighter than its glorious 
past, and not only can it boast of 
being the beginning of American 
history, but one of the fastest 
growing sections in the entird.

the summers of 1921 and 1922, re- 
spectively, as student pastors to 
the group. 

A Sunday School and Woman's 
Auxiliary were organized. With 
the aid of interested friends, the 
northeast corner of 22nd Street 
and Pacific Avenue was purchas- 
ed, and an old army barracks was 
bought and reconstructed on this 
site. An application signed by 21 
persons was presented to the 
Presbytery on December 30, 1922, 
for the organization of a church, 
which was approved, and the 
church was organized on January 
28. 1923. 

The Rev. Paul K. Buckles, who 
had taken charge of the work in 
June, in connection with his pas- 
torate in Lynnhaven, became the 
first pastor, serving until July 6, 
1925. The first statistical report, 
March 31, 1923, recorded seven- 
teen resident and four non-resi- 
dent members. Supplies under the 
direction of Mr. Ramsey served 
until June, 1928. when the Rev. 
Frank H. Scattergood became 
pastor, serving until June, 1928, 
when the Rev. Frank H. Scatter- 
good became pastor, serving until 
July, 1933. In 1929. the barracks 
was moved to the rear of the lot 
for Sunday School space and a 
Spanish styled, stucco building 
was erected for a new church. The 
Rev. Joseph B. Clower, a fellow- 
ship student at Union Seminary, 
supplied the church from time 
to time, beginning in October of 
1933, until he was installed pas- 
tor on July 15, 1934. In 1940, the 
church was relocated on the 
southwest corner of Pacific Ave- 
nue and 36th Street, the new 
building being occupied in March, 
1941. The next year the house at 
303 36th Street was purchased for 
a manse. Mr. Clower ended his 
pastorate on October 17. 1943. It 
was during his pastorate that the 
church became self-supporting. I 



The Rev Robert P. Davis be- 
gan his work on July 15, 1945. 
Crowded conditions in the Church 
School brought about the addi- 
tion of a south wing to the ori- 
ginal building which was occu- 
pied on December 6, 1949. 
Hold Identical Servkes 



Identical services were begun 
for the summer months in 1951 
in order to relieve crowded con- 
ditions in the sanctuary. Each 
summer, these services were con- 
tinued later into the fall until 
1954. when identical services were 
begun in February and will con- 
tinue until a larger sanctuary is 
constructed. Construction of the 
west wing of the educational 
building was completed in Oc- 
tober. 1953, although the building 
had been used for several months 
before this. The membership In 
1932 was 60 with a Sunday School 
of 89. In 1942 the records showed 
153 members and 144 in Sunday 
School. Today there are 720 mem- 
bers and 617 in Church School. 
The Church School is well or- 
ganized and graded according to 
school years, with active ladles' 
and men's Bible classes. Charles 
H. Hitchings has served most ef- 
ficiently as Sunday School su- 
perintendent for many years un- 
til January of this year, when M. 
P. Strickler assumed this position. 
Women Organised 
The women of the church were 
organized into an Auxiliary be- 
fore the formal organization of 
the church. Through the years, 
the women have done outstanding 
work in Bible study and leader- 
ship, supporting all of the ad- 
vances the church has made. To- 
day, Mrs. Robert B. Webb. Sr., is 
serving as president of the Wo- 
men of the Church. 

The Men's Club was organized 
about 1942 and has functioned 
continuously since then. R. Brad- 
shaw Pulley is serving as presi- 
dent of the Men's Club. Feeling 
the need of a Bible class, the 
Men's Club sponsored the organi- 
zation of such a group in 1944. It 
appealed to men of all denomin- 
ations, the name is now the Ed- 
ward M. Hardy Bible Class, to 
honor one of the main spirits of 
its organization. Lewis E. Smith 
is now serving as president of 
this class, with W. Harley Ross 



the teacher. 

The young people of the church 
work in two organizations besides 
the Church School, the Senior 
High Fellowship and the Pioneers. 
These' groups meet each Sunday 
evening for fellowship and wor- 
ship. Donald Batchelor is presi- 
dent of the Senior High group 
and Edmond Strickler is president 
of the Pioneers. William E. Renn. 
adult *advisor of the Senior High 
group, was responsible for organ- 
izing an inter-church basketball 



league this year. 

The Scout movements have 
been an active part of the church 
since about 1942. Boy Scout Troop 
60 was taken over" for sponsorship 
by the Men's Club. In 1946, the 
need for another Cub Pack was 
answered by the organizing of 
Pack 61 which was later cnanged 
to Pack 60. Girl Scouts have met 
In the church building from taie 
to time and today there are three 
Brownie troops.

Dedication ser- 
vices for the church were held 
December 10, 1P33. At this time 
J. L. Steele, J. f. Boush and 1 J. 
Carney were elected, ordained and 
installed as elders of Calvary 
Church. The Rev. i. C. Hicks was 
extended a can as the first pas- 
tor on December 17, 1922. On 
December 91, 1923, the Rev. Mr. 
flicks was ordained and installed 
W pastor by the Home Mission 
Board. The Rev. Mr. Couser pre- 
sented the charge to the pastor 
and the Rev. Mr. OroveV present- 
ed the charge to the congregation. 
Paring the period of the Rev. Mr. 



Hick's pastorate, he took special 
pride in building up the church 
choir and encouraging Christian 
Endeavor work. In November. 
1935. the Rev. Mr. Hicks received 
a call to the Phoebus Church and 
submitted his resignation. 

Early in January, 1938, the Rev. 
T. O. Wesley was installed as pas- 
tor and remained in this pastor- 
ate until April 1, 1938. Numerous 
pastors supplied the pulpit during 
the years 1938 to 1949. On De- 
cember 31, 1949, at a meeting of 
the Session of Calvary Presbyter- 
ian Church, it was decided that 
the church would sponsor the 
newly organised Sea Scout Troop. 
At the first meeting 14 me gsbe is 
were enrolled. A flag and staff 
were presented to the church at 
formal dedication services on 
April 9. 1950. The Rev. T. D. Wes- 
ley accepted and dedicated them 
to use on behalf of the congrega- 
tion. The Charter was presented 
by a representative of the Tide- 
water Council. Boy Scouts of 
America on April 18, 1990. Short- 
ly after the ship was organised, a 
"95-foot cabin criuser was turned 
over to them by the District 
Council. Ship 88 was recognized 
as the largest Ship in the Tide- i 
water District. 

In January, IPSO, the Rev. Mr. 
Wesley returned to supply the 
pulpit. The church and Sunday 
School continued to grow during 
this period. On June 35, 1950, 
members of Calvary Presbyterian 
Church gathered to celebrate the 
90th anniversary of its organiza- 
tion. Eleven persons who were 
present at the first service hi 
June, 1920. attended. 



In 1951 a Boy Scout troop was 
orginaed with eleven members. 



After many years of striving, 
the educational building was a 
reality and on July 8. 1951. the 
new structure was dedicated by 
the Rev. T. D. Wesley, the Rev. 
S. K. Emurian, the Rev. Royce 
K, McDonald, the Rev. W. W. 
Williford and N. B. Etheridge. The 
eornerstOKe was laid by W. A. 
Spruill. 

The continual growth of the 
community of Glenrock has re- 
sulted in a corresponding growth 
in the spiritual needs of the com- 
munity. With this in mind, there 
has arisen a strong desire to se- 
cure a permanent pastor for Cal- 
vary Presbyterian Church. In 
this connection a congregational 
meeting was railed for the pur- 
pose of constructing a manse to 
house a permanent pastor and his 
family. On July 18, 1954, ground 
was broken for the new manse at 
the corner of Clark and Fourth 
Streets. The ceremony was con- 
ducted by the Rev. T. D. Wesley, 
assisted by the Rev. W. W. Willi- 
ford of Norfolk and the Rev. S. 
K. Emurian, founder of Calvary 
Presbyterian Church. The ground 
was broken by Ira P. Hatfield, 
senior elder, the the Rev. Mr. 
Wesley. 

Calvary Presbyterian Church is 
looking forward to continued 
growth. This expected continued 
growth necessitates a realistic 
look into the future. Included in 
future planning is consideration 
of enlarging the present church 
huilding to provide a kitchen and 
social hall.

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COMMUNITY METHODIST CHURCH CROWS 
RAPIDLY; NEW BUILDING BEING PLANNED 



On July 20. 1952, Dr. E. A. 
Potts, Superintendent of the Nor- 
folk District, conducted the ini- 
tial service of the Community 
Church in the Kempsville Com- 
munity Hall. Fifty-nine people 
•were present and the church was 
formally organized. Twenty-fqur 
people indicated a desire for full 
membership, and five more said 
"probably." The Rev. M. D. New- 
man, pastor of the Oak Orove 
Methodist Church, was appointed 
pastor. 

Charter memberships were re- 
ceived through September 7 of 
that year. Eighty-four charter 
members were enrolled, and on 
the same afternoon, the building 
site donated by John L. Wood 
was dedicated. 

Move to School 

On October 26, 1952, the con- 
gregation moved to quarters in 
the Kempsville School, having 
outgrown the facilities of the 
Community Hall, Pire Station, 
barber shop and office building. 

There were six Sunday School 
classes, with Mrs. A. V. Nuckols 
serving as superintendent, a Wo- 
man's Society of Christian Ser- 
vice, a junior choir, a fully organ- 
ized official board, a budget of 
$3,000 (exclusive of building ac- 
tivities) and a fully functioning 
building committee. 

A tentative plan for the new 
building had at this time been 
adopted. Sketches were being 
drawn and tentative estimates of 
the cost were being secured. A 
plan for financing the building 
program was about to be inau- 
gurated.

Kempsville School Makes Giant Strides 
Since Humble Beginning Back in 1794 



The history of the Kempsville 
Elementary School reflects the 
changing and broadening of edu- 
cational standards in our country 
and also reflects the growth of 
the rural area. 

The first school at Kempsville 
of which we have record was the 
Dickson Free School, erected in 
1794. One Maurice Fitzgerald was 
given the post of schoolmaster by 
commissioners appointed by the 
vestrymen of Lynn haven Parish. 
He agreed to tutor for three years 
twenty-five paying pupils and 
other boys whose families were 
unable to pay for tuition. 

The next established school 
was the Kempsville Academy, or 
the Male and Female Seminary, 
founded in 1836. This school was 
housed in the old jail building 
(Kempsville was at one time the 
county seat). 

Population and School Grow 

in 1910 the O. B. Mears School 

was erected for a price of $5,000 

on land deeded to the School 

Board by the Mears family. It 



was, in great measure, due to the 
farsightedness of Mr. O. B. Mears 
— who was school superintendent 
for forty years — that the one- 
room school house idea was aban- 
doned and schools were consoli- 
dated under one roof. 

As the population hi the 
Kempsville District grew, so did 
the Kempsville School. The need 
was felt for a larger school and 
a second building was added. 

Then came the High School 
bunding, in 1941, and a gymna- 
sium. < 

By 1952 school enrollments had 
jumped to an unprecedented high 
and two temporary Quonset type 
buildings were added. 

In September, 1864, the Kemps- 
ville High School building was 
made available to the grammar 
grade students. This brought the 
number of school buildings to 
five. 

rair years ago, the enrollment 
of students was 826, today it Is 
1.403. A conservative estimate of 
the enrollment in the fall of this 



year puts the number of enrollees 
at 1,620. TO meet the school re- 
quirements, there are a principal, 
thirty-seven regular teachers, one 
full-time music teacher, one full- 
time librarian, and a clerk. 
Luncboorm Serves 566 
The lunchoorm, whose staff 
consists of a manager, assistant 
manager, and six helpers, daily 
serves approximately five hun- 
dred students. 

To transport the students to 
and from school, there are twelve 
buses, each making as many as 
two trips, and each loaded to ca- 
pacity. 

The Kempsville Woman's Club 
has most generously donated a 
dental clinic to the school and 
this year we were most fortunate, 
in securing the services of Dr. A. 
O. White, of the Health Depart- 
ment, as a full-tune dentist. 

For the 1866-66 school term, 
we anticipate having forty-eight 
faculty members, and hope to add 
two special classes, whose func- 
tion will be to help those who are 
slow to learn.

The Cavalier Club at Virginia 
h. which was opened in 1927 
as a major step in the develop- 
ment of the resort, has now 
rounded out two years of opera- 
tion as a private club, and Sidney 
Banks, president of the Cavalier- 
Jefferson Corporation, which owns 
the extensive club properties, is 
enthused over the outlook for op- 
erations under the new policy. 
The club-type operation was put 
into effect on July 1. 1953, and 
now has members in thriyt-two 
states and several provinces of 
Canada. 

Mr. Banks said recently that 
the members are spending more 
time at the Cavalier and making 
fuller use of its recreational fa- 
cilities than did the guests of the 
hotel in earlier years. He said 
his associates, P. E. Watkins, vice 
president of the corporation, and 
Albert Suttle, secretary-treasurer, 
share with him the conviction 
that the change to a club will 
prove beneficial to the entire re- 
sort, area. The three men joined 
forces to acquire the Cavalier pro- 
perties after they were released 
by the Navy in 1945. and later 
the corporation acquired the Jef- 
ferson Hotel in Richmond and 
undertook a program of renova- 
tion there, 

Mr. Banks said that an exhaus- 
tive study of comparable private 
clubs showed that the Cavalier, 
by owning all of its supporting fa- 
cilities, "was in a particularly ad- 
vantageous position to make the 
transition without undue ex- 
pense." He noted that seasonal 
hotel operations are becoming 
progressively more difficult, but 
under the present club setup full- 
er use of the facilities Is antici- 
pated as a result of a diversified 
year-round program of events now 
being planned. 

Long Experienced ' 

Mr. Banks is convntea that the 
original sponsors of the hotel had 
in mind the type of operation in 
which the Cavalier is now en- 
gaged. He should know, for his 
roots in the resort go back to 
1927, when he became manager of 
the Princess Anne Country Club. 
This was the same year the Cava- 
lier was opened. He began his long 
sojourn at the Cavalier four years 
later as the hotel's third manag- 
ing director, and held this office 
until he took over the operating 
direction of the Chamberlain Ho- 
tel at Old Point Comfort in 1936. 
He returned to the Cavalier in 
1946 as head of the corporation 
that acquired it after its wartime 
use by the Navy. Since that time. 
the corporation has spent better 
than a million dollars on plant 
and capital improvements at the 
Cavalier. 

In the conversion to club use, 
the upper floors of the eight-story 
hotel were closed for a time for 
alterations. Many of the rooms 
were enlarged, the corridor ends 
were enclosed to provide the larg- 
er suites desired by family groups. 
The kitchen likewise was expand- 
ed and equipped for club service. 
Many of the bedrooms and public 
rooms were refurbished and air- 
conditioned. During the conver- 
sion, club members and their 
guests were accommodated over- 
night in the Cavalier Lodge and 
Cavalier Inn, which are among 
the new facilities built by the 
present owners since they ac- 
quired the resort property some 
ten to eleven years ago. 

The policy adopted by the 
club prermlts a limited number 
of educational, professional and 
business associations to avail 
themselves of the facilities at cer- 
tain periods of the year. The use 
of the club for such gatherings is 
subject to the approval of the 
membership committee. 

Big Role In Progress 

The role of the Cavalier in op- 
ening up Virginia Beach and its 
environs for the phenomenal de- 
velopment of the last quarter cen- 
tury is well documented, but only 
a few of the older residents recall 
the spirited promotional efforts 



which were taking shape three 
decades ago to set up the hotel 
at the fledgling resort. Virginia 
Beach had no water supply when 
the movement got under way, and 
it was only after the line was laid 
that the stock-selling campaign 
was allowed to proceed. 

Colonel S. L. Stover, chairman 
of the board of Norfolk Newspap- 
ers, Inc., says the resort undoubt- 
edly got its biggest boost from 
the hotel project. He was active 
in all phasis of the Cavalier pro- 
motion and was president of the 
controlling corporation when the 
hotel as opened. Richard D. 
Cooke, a former Norfolk mayor 
and vice president of the hotel 
corporation in the early years, 
says the hotel focused attention 
on the attractions of the resort 
area and more than anything else 
sparked the development of Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

Lasfcin Road. - a cut-off from 
Virginia Beach Boulevard, and 
now the main highway into the 
Beach, and the Shore. Drive, an- 
other approach by way of Cape 
Henry, were built as a result of 
the pre-construction promotion 
given the Cavalier. It is signifi- 
cant that bids on the resort's 
two-mile concrete boardwalk were 
opened during the first week of 
the hotel's operation. An adver- 
tisement in the Norfolk Virginian- 
Pilot of that«ra offered building 
lots at Virginia Beach for $50 
each and noted that the purchas- 
er could pay $10 down and $5 a 
month. Those same lots today 
would cost almost 100 times that 
amount. 

A special edition of the Virgin- 
ian-Pilot, published on April 9. 
1927, to signalize the opening of 
the hotelr traced the genesis of 
what is today the Cavalier back 
to the fall of 1922. when the late 
M. C. Perebee, retired banker and 
financier, returned to Norfolk 
from a world-girdling tour. His 
trip had been prompted by a de- 
sire to spend his declining years 
in pleasant surroundings and a 
congenial climate. 

Mr. Perebee, who later served 
as secretary of the hotel corpora- 
tion, found no setting in his world 
travels that he liked better than 
the Virginia seacoast, with which 
he was so familiar. Immediately, 
upon debarking, he launched a 
determined campaign to develop 
Virginia Beach. His enthusiasm 
was contagious among the offi- 
cials of the Norfolk Chamber of 
Commerce, including the late Dr. 
Southgate Leigh, a former presi- 
dent of the chamber. Elisha iee, 
at that time executive vice presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, also was impressed with Mr. 
Perebee's vision and was prom- 
inently connected with the initial 
phases of the promotion. 

Mr. Lee realized that his own 
railroad, the Pennsylvania, served 
competing resorts, notably Atlan- 
tic City and Asbury Park, but he 
thought so much of the under- 
taking that he personally inter- 
ested N. D. Maher, then president 
of the Norfolk and Western, in it. 
Mr. Maher continued an active 
interest throughout the promo- 
tional and construction period of 
the hotel. He also was instru- 
mental in enlisting the support 
of high officials of steamship 
lines and other railroads. He help- 
ed to organize the resort advisory 
group appointed in March, 1923, 
when it was decided that the tune 
was ripe to do something con- 
crete in the way of capitalizing on 
the resort area. 

Besides Messrs. Slover, Maher, 
and Lee, the committee was com- 
posed of George R. Loyall. presi- 
dent of the Norfolk Southern 
Railway; D. J. Callahan, president 
of the Norfolk and Washington 
Steamship Company; Hugh M. 
Keer, president of the Trust Com- 
pany of Norfolk; J. W. Brownley. 
president of Ames and Brownley, 
a Norfolk department store; R. S. 
Cahoon, president of the Norfolk 
National Bank of Commerce; and 
H. H. Rumble, an attorney.

The purchase 
was consummated in April, 1925, 
and in the same month Neff Ac 
Thompson, architects and engi- 
neers of Norfolk, were retained to 
draw the plans. Oeorge P. Post 
and Sons of New York were re- 
tained as consultants.

For many years the Virginia 
Beach church was linked with the 
Oceana Church in a two-point 
Methodist circuit. In 1939 this ar- 
rangement was abrogated and the 
Rev. 8. E. Donald became the 
first pastor of the Virginia Beach 
charge. In 1947 a spacious educa- 
tional building was erected. In 
1952 the then inadequate sanc- 
tuary was torn down and replaced 
With another seating 550 per- 
sons. Both the educational build- 
ing and the sanctuary were com- 
pletely sir-conditioned at that 
time. This was accomplished un- 
der the leadership of the Rev. 
Oraham 8. Carlton. 

Faci'ities Still Inadequate 
The additional facilities were 
thought to be adequate for many 
years to come. They have already , 
ireved inadequate, however, and 
ifej off.cial board of the church 
is projecting a program to add 
considerably to them. The Rev. 
C. Stanley Lowell assumed leader- 
ship of the Virginia Beach Metho- 
dist Church in July of 1954. In 
March of this year a program was 
put into effect by which most of 
the church's activities are two- 
platooned. Most divisions of the 
Church School hold sessions at 9 
a. m. and again at 10:10 a. m., 
thus making possible a double use 
of the same rooms on Sunday 
morning. At the same time the

[ ftrtor to the year 1833 a tri- 
tijbng .minister presided over a 
large area of the Norfolk district 
and visited the Bayside section 
quarterly to preach. In 1183 a 
small wooden church, was erected 
on or near the present Haygood 
site, to be known as the Ebene- 
zer Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. This building was used for 
more than thirty years; then it 
was sold to George W. Smith and 
moved to his farm nearby. In 
1867 a new church was erected 



during the pastor ate of the Rev. 
J. J. Hall, a local preacher, who 
served faithfully as a teacher of 
day school and preacher and min- 
istered to the needs of the com- 
munity in general. This building 
served as a church edifice until 
18M when it was moved and made 
into a parsonage for the minister. 
The foundation of the present 
building was laid in Jtfarch, 1885.

Within 100 yards of the country 
club building are the Cavalier 
stables, with show rings and bri- 
dle paths through tall pines and 
other woodland.

George Lott, one of the top 
tennis professionals In the coun- 
try, is on the Cavalier staff. There 
is a regulation pool and a game 
room in the main clubhouse, and, 
for the less active, there is shuf- 
fleboard. croquet, bicycling, and 



The msdn clubhouse, sitting on 
a prominence about a quarter of 
a mile from the Atlantic shore, is 
of Colonial architecture. Formal 
gardens and graceful terraces 
and well-kept lawns surround the 
building. 

Mr. Banks Is chairman of a spe- 
cial committee of the Virginia 
Beach Chamber of Commerce that 
administers an advertising fund 
for promoting the resort. He is 
president of the Ocean Hi-Way 
Association and chairman of a 
state commission that is working 
to link Virginia Beach and Haas 
Head. North Carolina, with a toil 
highway skirting the ocean front. 

The Cavalier president took to 
his life's work naturally, since his 
father operated various hotels be- 
fore he left a managerial career 
co become a state hotel director. 
Before making Virginia Beach 
the focal point of his career, he 
and his brother, Frank, owned 
and operated the Roosevelt in 
Washington. During his stay at 
the Chamberlain, Mr. Banks su- 
pervised operations of the Bon 
Air Hotel In Augusta, Georgia, for 
the owners, and built and manag- 
ed the Rehoboth Indian Beach 
Club at Rehoboth, Delaware, for 
.he Dupont family. At Rebohoth 
deach, he also bought the Hen- 
lopen Hotel, which he remodeled. 
He was the lessee of the Ocean 
Forest Hotel at Myrtle Beach, 
South Carolina, for a number Of 
years. 

Mr. Banks Is a former president 
of the Virginia Hotel Association, 
and has been vice president of 
the Southern and Delaware hotel 
associations at different times. 
He is one of three owners of the 
Birdneck Realty Company, presi- 
dent of Oakland Dairies in War- 
wick County, a director of the 
Bank of Virginia Beach, and at 
one time was vice president and 
treasurer of the Virginia Beach 
Publishing Corporation. 

Employs 360 Persons 

The Cavalier Club, which pro- 
vides employment f or up to 300 
.persons at the peak of the- sum- 
mer season, is today Virginia 
Beach's biggest revenue-produc- 
ing business.

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Junior Women's Welfare Bank Example of 
Fine Projects Affecting County's Betterment 



The Junior Woman's Club of 
Princess Anne County was organ- 
ised in April, 19*7. It's purpose: 
to promote self culture, education 
and public welfare. Mrs. William 
P. Kellam was first president and 
Mrs. Wallace Clark the first spon- 
sor from the Senior Woman's 
Club. The Junior Women have 
contributed not only their finan- 
cial support but their time to a 
wide range of civic undertakings 
in the past eight years. 

The first five years a "Beach 
Follies" was presented as the one 
big money-raising event. It was 
staged and directed by a New 
York company. For the past three 
years the Juniors have produced 
their own variety shows. Proceeds 
from these annual productions 
have been used for many civic 
projects: Purchased eye and ear 
testing equipment now in use by 
all Princess Anne County and 
Virginia Beach elementary schools; 
contributed $500 to the Oceana 
High School athletic field, do- 
nated approximately $1000 to the 
Community House during the past 
eight years, gave $300 for the 
North Atlantic Boulevard beauti- 
fies tion program, presented $1,- 
825 to the Virginia Beach High 
School for equipment, donated 
$1,175.28 for playground and 
equipment at the Seatack Ele- 
mentary School for the Negro 
children, contributed toward the 
Virginia Beach Fire Department's 
iron lung, and gave $792.85 to the 
Rescue Squad. 

The Welfare Bank 

One of the most Important con- 
tributions to the. community has 
been the Junior Woman's Club 
Welfare Bank, which was started 
In June, JMl. It was first located 
In a IfMnlttlldlng near the City 
Hall, but in September, 1952, was 
moved to larger quarters in the 
back of the Community House. 
The purpose of the "bank" is to 
furnish clothing, furniture, house- 
hold articles and canned goods to 
persons in need. The Welfare 
Bank Is staffed by club members 
on Tuesdays and Saturdays and 
may be opened at any time for

emergency cases. Work is done In 
cooperation with the Princess 
Anne County Welfare Depart- 
ment, the Red Cross, local school 
authorities, civic clubs and the 
churches of the community. This 
year the "bank" clothed 223 adults 
and 541 children, and helped 10 
burned-out families. The club re- 
ceived the Corrine Murray State 
Welfare AWard for this project 
for two years. This award la pre- 
sented to the Junior club In the 
state that does the most outstand- 
ing welfare work. Bach year a 
substantial amount is put into the 
Welfare Bank from the money- 
making project, for the continued 
operation of the "bank." The club 
also maintains a hospital loan 
closet with hospital bed, wheel 
chair, etc., loaned on a tempor- 
ary basis.

The Woman's Club of Princess 
Anne County is one of the oldest, 
largest, and most active organiza- 
tions in the county. 

On October 20, 1925. all wo- 
men who were interested in the 
formation of such a group were 
invited to join. There were 35 
charter members, many of whom 
hold membership today. 

It was through the combined 
efforts of Mrs. A. E. Ewell and 
several members of the Kemps- 
ville Home Demonstration Club 
that the club was organized. 

In the words of the first presi- 
dent, Mrs. Ewell. "This group met 
a challenge and the needs for 
better community services thru- 
out the county, and with this ba- 
sic idea in mind the women from 
all sections of the county broad- 
ened their services for humanity." 

Creating interest in welfare, 
education, music, fine arts, gov- 
ernment and philanthropic acti- 
vities of all kinds has been the 
program of the Woman's Chib 
through the years. As the growth 
of Virginia Beach and the county 
demanded, additional objectives 
and departments have been add- 
ed within the club. 

Incorporated in 1927 

During the term of the second 
president. Mrs. R. B. Taylor, a 
tract of land in Ubermeer was 
donated by Mrs. Arthur Masury 
as a site for a clubhouse. 

In 1927 a certificate of incor- 
poration was issued to the club 
by the State Corporation Com- 
mission. Under the capable lead- 
ership of Mrs. R. W. Pitzgerald 
and Mrs. H. O. Brown, the mem- 
bership increased rapidly. Spring 
festivals were held at Witchduck 
and the Thoroughgood Parm, both 
historically famous. The pageants 
for these festivals were written 
by Mrs. John D. Leitch, one of 
the active members of that period. 

Mrs. E. J. Smith, library chair- 
man in 1929. reported that fifty- 
six books had been collected and 
placed in the library of Oceana

Mrs. Robert J. Stelnhllber join- 
ed the table and added other 
names of friends to the list. Many 
of these people were new resi- 
dents of Princess Anne County. 

Mrs. Reed suggested the club 
be named the Cape Henry Wo- 
man's Club. 

It was on February 11, 1954, 
that Mrs. Stelnhilber, Mrs. James 
Darden, Mrs. R. W. Ashworth, 
Mrs. James E. Garrett, Mrs. Ev- 
erett K. Wilson and Mrs. Reed 
met with Mrs. Clark in the liv- 
ing room of her home on 53rd 
Street, Virginia Beach, and plan- 
ned the call to go out to friends 
for a meeting on February 16 at 
Thalia Acres Inn to organize a 
woman's club. 

Thirty-three women assembled 
at two o'clock on the afternoon 
of that date at the Inn. The meet- 
ing was called to order by Mrs. 
J. D. W. Cassada, and nomina- 
tions were called for to name 
temporary officers. 
. Mrs. Clark was elected tempor- 
ary chairman, with Mrs. Steinhil- 
ber chosen temporary recording 
secretary. 

Resolutions 

Mrs. Reed was appointed to 
draw up the following resolutions, 
which were presented by Mrs. R. 
W. Ashworth: 

(1) Resolved, that we shall 
form a woman's club to be affil- 
iated with the General and State 
Federation of Women's Clubs; to 
be known as the Cape Henry Wo- 
man's Club.

(4) Resolved, that the women 
present today who desire mem- 
bership in this club affix their 
signatures to the attached sheets. 

Mrs. Clark appointed as a com- 
mittee to draft the by-laws: Mrs. 
Cecil H. Reed, chairman; Mrs. W. 
W. Connell, Jr., Mrs. E. L. Coop- 
er, Mrs. R. W. Ashworth and 
Mrs. Everett K. Wilson. 

A nominating committee was 
nominated from the floor, and 
was composed of Mrs. James Dar- 



den, chairman; Mrs. J. D. W. Cas- 
sada, Mrs. John Collins, Mrs. R. 
8. Creamer and Mrs. Robert T. 
Wynne, who were to agree upon 
a ticket and report at the meeting 
on March 9 to perfect the organ- 
ization. 

The March 9th meeting was 
called to order by Mrs. Clark, the 
temporary dhairmam, and Mrs. 
Stelnhilber, temporary recording 
secretary, read the minutes of 
the previous meeting. 

The by-laws, presented by Mrs. 
Reed, chairman of the by-laws 
committee, were adopted. 
First Officers Chosen 

Mrs. Darden, chairman of the 
nominating committee, offered 
the following slate of officers for 
the new organisation: 

Mrs. W. W. Cormell, Jr., presi- 
dent; Mrs. Everett K. Wilson, 
first vice president; Mrs. William 
P. Kellam. second vice president; 
Mrs. R. W. Ashworth, third vice 
president; Mrs. Robert J. Steln- 
hilber, recording secretary, and 
Mrs. R. S. Creamer, treasurer. 

The officers were unanimously 
elected, and were installed im- 
mediately thereafter by Mrs. R. 
Richard Schweitzer, president of 
the Virginia Federation of Wo- 
men's Clubs. 

Mrs. Connell appointed Mrs. F. 
B. Nichols as corresponding sec- 
retary, and Mrs. Cecil H. Reed as 
historian. 

A new club, with 100 charter 
members, the Cape Henry Wo- 
man's Club was welcomed into 
the Federation of Women's Clubs 
by its president, Mrs. Schweitser, 
who congratulated the organisa- 
tion and said by the very large 
membership it was apparent that 
there was a real need for a new 
club. She wished the club a very 
real success. 

Mrs. James A. Wbodard. presi- 
dent of the Tidewater District of 
Women's Clubs, spoke briefly and 



congratulated the club on the 
large number of charter members 
and the excellence of its by-laws. 

Miss Hilda White, parliamen- 
tarian for the National Associa- 
tion of Parliamentarians, Inc., and 
president of the Tidewater Unit 
of Parliamentarians, who assisted 
by the by-laws committee in the 
drafting of the by-laws, spoke on 
the choice of the club name, 
"Cape Henry," and predicted the 
club would make history that 
would bring honor to the name. 

Mrs. Cecil H. Reed was elected 
as the first club delegate to the 
Federation of Women's Clubs, 
State Convention, Jefferson Ho- 
tel, Richmond, April 20-22, 1954, 
and Mrs. Everett K. Wilson was 
elected as the first club delegate 
to the Tidewater District meet- 
ing, Chamberlain Hotel. Old Point 
Comfort, March '27, 1954. 

The club voted that the regu- 
lar meetings of the club should 
be held on the second Thursday 
of each month, except during the 
months of June through Septem- 
ber, at the Princess Anhe Country 
Club, Virginia Beach. 

Following adjournment. Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert J. Steinhilber en- 
tertained the club members and 
guests at tea, with Mrs. Wallace 
T. Clark and Mrs. Reed as host- 
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The first regular meeting of the 
club was held April 8. 1954, at 12 
o'clock noon, at the Princess Anne 
Country Chib, with Mrs. Connell, 
president, presiding, Mrs. Elias 
Etheridge, Regent of the Virginia 
Society, Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Colonists, was the club's first 
speaker, and told of the colonial 
history of Princess Anne County. 

The club honored Miss Hilda 
White with an honorary member- 
ship for her outstanding services 
in aiding the by-laws committee 
in the drafting of the club's by- 
laws.

In order to further broaden its 
scope of activities, the member- 
ship voted to join the Virginia 
Federation of Women's Clubs, and 
became a member of the Federa- 
tion in 1939.

With Mrs. Walter Gresham 
as chairman of the American Ci- 
tizenship ' Department and Mrs. 
Sidney Kellam as Chairman of 
War Service, members sold War 
Bonds and stamps at each meet- 
ing, served at the "Virginia Beach 
USO on numerous occasions, as- 
sisted in Red Cross programs and 
were highly commended, for their 
efforts.

The lunch room or cafeteria of 
the present building, modsrn in 
every detail, is a far cry from the 
"cloak room diner" which the old 
building housed.

The importance ct parent edu- 
cation has been recognized in re- 
cent years and study groups are 
organised to consider certain sub- 
jects which specialists consider 
important to parent - teacher - 
child relationships.

A definite music promotion pro- 
gram was launched in 1M6-47, 
and a PTA committee requested 
that two days a week be given to 
tend work instead of one.

In 1892 and 1893 Mr. Meredith, 
was in charge of the apothecary 
shop at the Naval Hospital In 
Portsmouth. He Is a native of 
Stafford County, Virginia, but has 
been associated with the growth 
of the Virginia Beach area for 
so many years that he is regard- 
ed as one of the pioneers in the 
Virginia Beach - Princess Anne 
County area.

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GROWTH OF WELFARE DEPARTMENT 
KEEPS PK E WITH COUNTY EXPANSION 



The pr e s e n t board members of 
th» Princess Anns County • Vir- 
ginia Beach Department of Wel- 
f ire wJ.L Hargrove, chairman-, 
Elkrtt Williamson, vice chairman; 
C. W. Oaahman, Fred Haycox, 
am. P. H. Allen. Hon. J. Davis 
Reed. Jr., Judge of the Juvenile 
and Domestic Relations Court, 
and Judge John Lelteh. assistant. 

The Welfare Department was 
organized in the office of the 
Clerk of the Court in Princess 
Ahne County August, 1938, and at 
that time a budget of $22,200 81 
was approved, the larger percent- 
age of which, as now. was allocat- 
ed by the Federal and State gov- 
ernment. Shortly after organiza- 
tion the entire case load consist- 
ed of 102 eases in all categories, 
including Service eases. The staff 
consisted of a superintendent, one 
case worker and two WPA clerks. 

The budget request for 1955-56 
Is $241,358.00 for the county and 
$25,862.00 for Virginia Beach. 
This amount will be made up of 
Federal, State and local funds 
'and is exclusive of the mount to 
be allocated by the State and lo- 
cal government for hosiptalization 
for the indigently ill. 

Case Load Heavy 

Today the case load is 667 cases, 
representing many more persons 
as cases, not members of fami- 
lies who benefit, are mentioned. 
There are 24 < children in foster 
care and 73 children receiving 
varied services of the department 
under the Child Welfare program. 
These include children referred 
by the Court for supervision who 
have been placed on probation, 
adoptions, neglected children. 

The depaitment also partici- 
pates in family counselling with 
donrstic problems and works 
closely with other agencies in the 
area and in other states. The de- 
mands on the local Welfare De- 
partment increases as the popu- 
lation of Princess Anne County 
and Virginia Beach increases and 
the growth of the Welfare De- 
partment is reflected throughout 
the* State of Virginia as statistics 
snow an increase of assistance 
cases of 4.3% in 1954. 

Financial assistance to those 
In need is necessary, however 
meeting such need with a monthly 
grant Is by no means the ultimate 
goal and purpose of the Welfare 



Department. Every effort is made 
to develop resources whereby per- 
sons can become self-supporting. 
This is frequently accomplished 
by referral to the Vocational Re- 
habilitation Program which pro- 
cesses the referral through medi- 
cal examinations and when feas- 
ible refers them to employers who 
give employment to the rehabili- 
tated handicapped person. This 
applies to adults of all race*. 

Not a Relief Agency 

Many people are of the opin- 
ion that the welfare' Department 
Is principally a relief agency. 
This Is an incorrect assumption 
as one of the primary functions is 
to help people help themselves 
through any resources which may 
be found suitable to alleviate ex- 
isting conditions. 

It is the desire of the Welfare 
Department that everyone have 
the opportunity to have a decent 
home with healthy family ties, 
and an opportunity to work, hav- 
ing the type work available to 
them which will furnish the most 
satisfaction according to their 
capabilities. When our people are 
no longer able to provide for 
themselves, we hope they can be 
assured of the interest in their 
welfare of the people of Princess 
Anne County and Virginia Beach, 
and that funds are available to 
meet at least their basic need. 

The Welfare Department Is 
hoping that the near future will 
bring to the residents of this 
community a home for the chron- 
ically indigent ill and a detention 
home for the children committed 
by the Juvenile Court to the State 
Department of Welfare and In- 
stitutions in Richmond, who are 
awaiting transfer to one of the 
State schools. Unfortunately there 
are occasions when children have 
to be held in the county Jail. 

Although the Welfare Depart- 
ment is the custodian of Federal, 
State and local funds for those in 
need, the accent of the depart- 
ment is on service to the com- 
munity and the public welfare 
field is forced to respond to the 
changing needs of the public 
which it serves. Working with 
children and their problems is 
fast becoming time consuming of 
the welfare program. More end 
more people are becoming aware 
of the services of the agency and 
therefore referrals are rapidly in- 
creasing.

Mass Relief Thing ef fast 

The staff consist of « superin- 
tendent, child welfare worker 
(who also representy the Juvenile 
and Domestic Relation Court); 
two case workers, a secretary and 
a clerk. Over three thousand miles 
a month are covered by the staff 
in the county and the Beach, as 
this Is a far-reaching territory. 

The Princess Arme County-Vir- 
ginia Beach Welfare Department 
has membership in the American 
Public Welfare 'Association and 
the professional staff hold indi- 
vidual memberships in the Vir- 
ginia Conference of Social Work- 
ers. 

The mass relief of the 1930's Is 
a thing of the past. Nevertheless, 
the department has to be con- 
stantly on the alert to local sit- 
uations. Virginia Beach, an en- 
tirely urbanised locality, Is differ- 
ent from the county and needs of 
the people are vastly different. 



Princess Anne County, however, 
is unique in that many areas are 
urbanised and other areas strict- 
ly agricultural. 

Out of a small group meeting 
in August, 1938, to discuss and 
organize a Welfare Department, 
at the time possibly accepting 
such a new department half- 
heartedly, has grown one of the 
most important depa rt ments of 
this county and city government, 
whose services are widespread. 

The interest of the department 
is in helping others, and especial- 
ly to protect children from im- 
proper home environment In an 
effort to give them an opportun- 
ity to became better citizens and 
to provide security to the aged, 
the blind and the permanently 
disabled, and to explore every pos- 
sibility to make a better commun- 
ity for the citizens of Princess 
Anne County and the City of Vir- 
ginia Beach.

ST. JOHN'S BAPTIST CHURCH 
HAD ORIGIN BACK IN 1853 



On Holland Swamp Road, near 
the Princes* Anne Court House, 
is a snail church known as St. 
John's Baptist Church. This 
church waa constituted October 
16, 1853. Elders J. Hendren. H. J. 
Chandler and T. Hume, Sr.. con- 
stituted the presbytery. 

Its membership consisted of 22 
people, dismissed by letter from 
London Bridge Baptist Church, 
who then proceeded at once to 
build their church. The church 
secured the services of H. J. 
Chandler as pastor. 

Up to the breaking out and 
during the early part of the Civil 
War. they were served by the Rev. 
N. M, Munden and H. Petty. As 
the war progressed, the members 
became scattered by death and 
removal, so that at its close, there 
remained but a small remnant of 
the original church. 

In July. 1869, under the aus- 
pices of the Norfolk and Princess 
Anne Union Meeting, Elders J. F. 
Tuttle, R. H. Baylor and N. B. 
Cobb held a series at meetings 
which revived Interest. 

After that time the church 
struggled for existence, a portion 
of the time being fostered by the 
Union Meeting of the Lower Dis- 
trict of the Baptist Association; 
Elders J. A. Speight and E. M. 
Buyrn preaching for them, the 
remainder of the time having the 



pastoral oversight of Elders Tut- 
tle. Baylor, Repiton and Luke. At 
this time Che church numbered 
twenty-five members. 

Sneer — k in of Pastors 
From the 1880 s until 1943 there 
was a succession of pastors. Much 
of the following information was 
obtained from Mrs. J. C. Saw- 
yer of Lynnhaven, who has at- 
tended St. John's church all of 
her nfe. She is teacher of the wo- 
men's class, and has been for 
many years. She was also church 
treasurer for many years. 

Two other women of Princess 
Anne, who have been long-stand- 
ing members, are Mrs. Leola 
Woodhouse and Mrs. Ola Seneca. 
Mrs. Woodhouse is still very ac- 
tive but Mrs. Seneca has been 
unable to attend the past year 
due to ill health. These three wo- 
men have helped much to keep 
St. John's Church on its feet, 
through their loyalty and devo- 
tion. Their families are active 
church members at the present 
time. - 

In 1889 the pastor was Frank 
Clark, who was also pastor at the 
London Bridge Baptist Church. 
There were other pastors who on 
alternate Sundays preached at 
Oak Grove, Creeds or the Center- 
ville Baptist Church in Norfolk 
County.

Virginia Beach High School Makes Tremendous Strides 



In Three Years Existence; On State Accred ited School List 



Virginia Beach High School re- 
cently came to the close of three 
very successful school years. It is 
a school of which the whole city 
is justly proud. It is a school 
which is the realisation of years 
of dreams and anticipation on the 
part of many of the permanent 
residents of Virginia Beach. It is 
not a large school as far as num- 
bers go, having a faculty of only 
twenty-three. 

Three years ago when Virginia 
Beach High School first opened 
its doors to welcome an enthus- 
iastic group of students, the build- 
ing was far from being completed 
— as the 'auditorium, the gym- 
nasium, lockers and athletic field 
had not been finished. 

When representatives from the 
State Department of Education 
examined the school at the be- 
ginning of its second year, they 
found it good. They expressed sat- 
isfaction and surprise that a new 
school had progressed so rapidly 
and recommended that the State 
Department place Virginia Beach 



schools. This was done and now 
the school has applied for mem- 
bership in the Southern Associa- 
tion of Junior Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools. 

Approved Curriculum 
Virginia Beach High School has 
a curriculum that is set up to 
reach the standard requirements 
for college entrance. The twenty- 
three faculty members, whose re- 
sponsibility the curriculum is, are 
all well trained and carefully se- 
lected to carry out the alms set 
for them. Though not as exten- 
sive as might be desired, the 
plan of study is thorough, as the 
achievements of the last few 
years show. In the Latin depart- 
ment there was one "maximum 
cum laude" medal awarded in the 
national Latin test, as well as 
several other medals. In competi- 
tive examinations for scholarships 
and essays, two young people won 
scholarships amounting to more 
than one thousand dollars. 

In the Domestic department 
during the last two years, the

The Debating team has made 
creditable showing during the last 
few years. 

The school has shown marked 
development also in its' Journal- 
ism department, having published 
a school paper called "The Beach- 
comber," which is written and 
edited by the students. 

Virginia Beach High School has 
a department of Industrial Arts 
and Mechanical Drawing with a 
well-equipped general shop. In 
are Art department are Included 
designing, painting, sketching in 
charcoal and crayon, sculpture 
and ceramics, with even a kiln. 
It may be noted that the local 
school is one of the very few in 
Virginia with a kiln for the use 
of teaching ceramic art. 

Library Grows 

The Virginia Beach High School 
library, under the able direction 
of Miss Edwards, has developed 
from a large room with empty 
shelves, into a beautiful, well-

books, 45 magazine subscriptions, 
and four newspapers, the library 
has globes of the world, colored 
maps, and many audio-visual aids. 
The latter includes movie and 
sound projectors, screens, tape re- 
corder, film strips, radio and pho- 
nograph combination and record 
player. 

The Virginia Beach High School 
Band is also growing, with the 
(backing of an active Band Par- 
ents Club. It has at this time 
more than $6,000 worth of equip- 
ment. Last year the members of 
the band won three first places 
at the Music Festival. 

Athletic Department 

It would take columns to trace 
fully the development of the Ath- 
letic department of the Virginia 
Beach High School. Those in 
charge of athletics have made ev- 
ery effort to provide some type of 
wholesome athletics for every stu- 
dent. Last fall the football team 
lost only one game. In addition 
to football, there is basketball, 
track, tennis and golf. 

There is some form of extra- 
curricular activity for every stu- 
dent. There are the Student Co- 
operative Association, Hi-Y, Tri- 
Hi-Y, Chorus, and many other 
activities. 

Out of the sixty-one members 
of the first graduating class, for- 
ty-two went to college, and of 
this number only two have drop- 
ped out. The others are doing 
creditable work, showing that, al- 
though Virginia Beach High 
School has had only two graduat- 



teaching in the school is already 
helping young people to find their 
places in the world. 



First Permanent 
English Colonists 
Landed in 1607 

Princess Anne County is rich in 
tradition. And well it should be. 
for it was on the beach at Cape 
Henry, Just within the gates of 
what is now Port Story, that the 
beginnings of the first permanent 
English settlement was made — 
with the landing in 1607. 

That was 348 years ago, and to- 
day the pioneers of that great ad- 
venture would think they were 
landing in another universe, 
should their sturdy sailing boats 
approach our beaches in this year 
of 1955. 

But these folk brought a culture 
and a way of life which was to 
make Virginia — and. indeed, all 
America — what it is today. They 
brought a love for family, and for 
religion . . . and for beauty. 

Some of our very earliest re- 
ferences to those days so long ago 
are to the' churches of that time. 
This is not strange, for the early 
church was the center of all 
things,. . . it was in the books of 
the church that births, and mar- 
riages and deaths, were recorded. 

There are references to a Par- 
ish Church in Princess Anne 
County as far back as 1639. This 
place of worship was located at 
what is known as Church Point, 
near the present Bayville Farm. 
Legend has it that this church 
was abandoned when the mouth 
of the Lynnhaven River was al- 
tered and the water rose so as 
to make accessability difficult. 

The oldest church now standing 
in our county is Old Donation, 
built in 1736, and from this be- 
ginning is now a modern church 
with a large congregation. 

A Chapel of Base was built on 
Ihe eastern shore of the Lynn- 
haven River in 1689. This church, 
has been re-built several times, 
and is now located on Laskin 
(Continued on Page Three )

C. E. Hobeck is one citizen of 
Virginia Beach who can remem- 
ber when the playground of the 
Atlantic didn't amount to very 
much, with dirt streets and a 
scattering of hotels and cottages 
along the waterfront, m fact, Mr. 
Hobeck has the distinction of be- 
ing Virg'nia Beach's oldest plumb- 
ing contractor, he having bought 
out a Mr. E. B. White, who oper- 
ated from his home, in 1931. Mr. 
Hobeck also at first operated from 
his home, hut in 1925 he opened 
a place of business at 17th and 
Arctic. He originally employed 
four people. However his business 
continued to expand from year to 
year and he subsequently moved 
from his original location to 24th 
Street and later to 31st Street, 
where he now employs 17 skilled 
mechanics and helpers. 

A complete stock of plumbing 
and heating equipment for both 
residential and Commercial use is 
shown in the more than 3,000 
square feet of floor space occu- 
pied by the firm. The firm's acti- 
vities cover Virginia Beach, all of 
Princess Anne County and the 
surrounding Tidewater area.

Upon the opening of the new 
main office the bank continued to 
operate the original location at 
1803 Atlantic Avenue as a branch. 
It also operates a faculty at the 
Naval Air Station. Oceana, which 
waa opened the first of April this 
year. 

The new main office of the In- 
stitution was formally opened on 
June 5 of last year and the open- 
ins of the new bank was quite 
impressive, with a targe number 
of people turning out for the af- 
fair.

• LOANS: Throughout the past 
year, there has been a substantial 
increase in our loans. Our loans 
increased from $1,847,496.95 on 
December 31. 1953. to $2,470,946.- 
12 on December 31. 1954. or an 
increase of $623,449.17. This in- 
crease is largely due to our In- 
stallment Loan Department which 
has more than doubled in sise 
during the past year. 

"DIVIDENDS: As noted above,

Virginia Beach, Va. 
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From Scattered Few in 1915, Beach Catholic Church 
Now Has 2,500 Parishioners During Summer Months 



Ltttto did the pioneers of St. 
Mary's Catholic Church of Nor- 
folk in 1W1 imagine that one of 
priests would reside »s 
In the land of the Cava- 
liers at the far-flung ocean shore 
tew than 135 years later. 

For Father Philip P. Brennan 
on his motorcycle to far- 
flntlnla Beach In IMS to at- 
to the religious needs of the 
few Catholics who had summer 
cottages there. At first he said 
pMss in one of the cottages, but 
toon a fine piece of land was ac- 
quired as a gift from Mr W. Davis 
In sight of the ocean and the Star 
of the Sea Catholic Church was 
born. 

Slow was the growth of its 
membership, but church attend- 
ance increased with the popular- 
ity of the beach resort at the end 
of the Norfolk steam trolley. The 
automobile annihilated distance 
and more families became all- 
year residents. 

Father Brennan's devotion to 
Our Lady of Lourdes inspired him 
and Mr. M. Herndon to build a 
grotto on the spacious church 
grounds while the Cashin family 
of Norfolk also erected the large 
crucifix as a memorial to Father 
Joseph Prloli, the first pastor- 
Of Father Habets while assistant 
at St. Andrew's Church in Roan- 
eke from 1919 to 1924. 

In 1926 the growth of member- 
ship called for a double size of 
the original chapel and again in 
194S the parish hall was built to 
take care of the summer season 
overflow and as a center of par- 
ish activity. However, this hall 
never appealed to the people as 
• place of worship. 

In June. 1950, Father Brennan 
asked to be transferred to Berke- 
ley Springs, W. Va., and Father 
Nicholas Habets, former pastor of 
Our Lady of Victory, Portsmouth,

became his successor. 

BeiMhtg Expanded 

A church fire in March, 1951, 
damaged the interior considerably 
and made large repairs and im- 
provements necessary. In the 
same time the project of progres- 
sive beautifiration of the church 
building and grounds began, with 
the eventual plan of a second ad- 
dition. The south wing was built 
in 1952, in architectural harmony 
with the original, by T. David 
Fitz-Oibbon, load architect. 

With the new liturgical altar, 
the golden-hued sanctuary, the 
cathedral lanterns, the antiquing 
of woodwork and pews, the dra- 
matic sculptured scenes of the 
Stations of the Cross from old St. 
Vincent's Hospital Chapel, the re- 
placement and redecoratton of 



statues and the golden symbolic 
vynl tile floor now being laid, (he 
I Star of the Sea Church la now 
a thing of beauty and we hope a 
Joy forever. 

The constant growth of church 
population rrom 25 to 500 resi- 
dential parishioners with a sum- 
mer congregation of 2,500 not 
only brought about the Increase 
of Sundays masses from one to 
five but also called for the church 
extension from 400 to over 600 
seats, in addition to the modern 
"cryroom" for mothers and their 
little ones. 

Naturally the facilities! for 
parking also became a "must" and 
the street parking problem was 
solved completely in 1954 so that 
one hundred cars are able to use 
the extensive church parking lot. 

With the improvements in 
church buildings the beautiftea- 
tion of the spacious grounds is 
keeping step. A rustic extension to 
the Lourdes grotto, an impressive 
group of our Lord's grandmother, 
St. Anne of biblical times adorns 
the lawn, while on June 27, last 
year, the Most Rev. Bishop Tre- 
ton officiated at the solemn dedi- 
cation of a statuary group of Our 
Lady of Fatima on a green knoll, 
a memorial to their parents do- 
nated by Messrs. George DeHoff 
and Joseph Oiannotti of Nor- 
folk. St. Francis of Assissi, the 
friend of birds and men, stands in 
a colorful circle of flowers. 

All this maker the Star of the 
Sea a center of attraction, of 
praise and admiration by visitors 
and tourists. 

The Tudor-styled quaint rectory 
was enlarged by a modem office 
and enclosed patio and the pre- 
liminary expense was incurred for 
the newest project of a parochial 
school by the purchase of the Wil- 
lett property on Lake Holly as an 
eventual convent for the teaching

Progress, spiritual and construc- 
tive, is the humble motto of the 
Star of the Sea Church. 



St. John's Baptist

A. W. Burfoot was pastor for 
quite some time with alternate 
Sundays at Oak Orove. In 1906 
Mr. P. Watlington of Richmond 
College came and served for two 
years. Others were W. B. Sisk, 
who stayed for four years; 
Mr. Barnes, Mr. Phil Petty, Mr. 
Mapp and Mr. Lfles. 

In 1943, the Rev. Walter John 
Meade, pastor at London Bridge, 
offered his services to the- church, 
which were gladly accepted. And 
three years ago, under his lead- 
ership (he had retired) worship 
services and Sunday School both 
were held every Sunday morning. 
Membership Growing 

Since that time, the church 
membership has grown to well 
over one hundred, and Sunday 
School enrollment now stands at 
more than 125. There are Adult 
and Young People's Training Un- 
ions which meet every Sunday 
evening at 6:30 o'clock. 

In 1952, a new wing consisting 
of two small rooms and one large 
room, which Is divided into two 
rooms for classes on Sunday 
mornings, was built by the men 
of the church. In 1953 the church 
was completely renovated, a new 
roof was installed, the exterior 
and Interior of the building re- 
painted and the floors sanded and 
finished. 

Plans are now being readied for 
an additional wing, consisting of 
class rooms, kitchen and lava- 
tories. A gratifying amount was 
contributed to the Easter Sunday 
Building Fund collection. It is 
hoped that In the near future, 
with a growing membership and 
building fund, St. John's Baptist 
Church will be able to start Its 
new building program. 



YEAR-ROUND RESORT 

Originally only a summer re- 
sort, Virginia Beach now enjoys 
a constant stream of visitors — 
spring and fall — who enjoy the 
climate, the entertainment and 
the folks who make their perman- 
ent homes here. 

Hotels that formerly closed at 
the end of the "season" stay open 
the year around, and the motels 
have a regular clientele right on 
through the winter months.

62 Additional Classrooms by End 
Of Year Now Under Construction; 
— Two More Schools Also Planned 



The earliest of the modern ele- 
Pietnary schools In Princess Anne 
County that Is still in use, Is the 
Kempsville School. This building 
was constructed in 1920 at a cost 
of $40,000. In 1041 a High School 
building was added, costing near- 
ly three times the cost of the ori- 
ginal building — $110,000. 

In the year 1049, to meet the 
ever increasing needs for facilities 
In the Kempsville area, a five- 
room addition, together with the 
enlargement of the cafeteria, and 
a gymnasium were added, these 
costing $228 000. With the needs 
still pressing', fourteen more 
classrooms were added in 1952 at 
a cost of $45,000. 

Now housing elementary stu- 
dents only, from the first thru 
seventh grades, the school has 40 
teachers and an enrollment of 
fourteen hundred pupils. 

Creeds 
The Creeds Elementary School 
was built on Highway 015 be- 
tween Back Bay and Creeds in 
1938. The cost was $80,000. Then 
in 1940 a four-room addition and 
gymnasium were added, costing 
$100,000. The facility has an au- 
ditorium, a cafeteria, gymnasium 
library and administrative of- 
fices. Now an elementary school 
exclusively, it housed, until 1954. 
a high school contingent. The 
enrollment is 280 students, taught 
by a seven-member faculty. 

Oceana 

For many years, the Oceana 
School was the alma mater of 
all Virginia Beach high school 
students. Built in 1029 at a cost 
of $100,000, the school was en- 
larged in 1945 at a cost of $120 - 
00 by the addition of ten class- 
rooms and a cafeteria. The facil- 
ity has an auditorium, cafeteria, 
library, gymnasium, and adminis- 
trative offices. In 1964, with the 
building of the Princess Anne 
High School at Thalia, the school 
became exclusively an elementary 
school. Forty-one teachers handle 
an enrollment of 1,325 first thru 
seventh grade students. 

Owrttmln 

The present school at Princess 
Anne Courthouse was erected in 
1931 at a cost of $35,000. included 
In the facilities are an auditorium, 
cafeteria and administrative of- 
fices. An enrollment of 315 pupils 
is taught by nine teachers. 

Bayside 

The year 1941 saw the construc- 
tion og the Bayside Elementary 



School. It is located on Highway 
13- Y near Little Creek Ferry and 
cost $65,000. Five rooms were add- 
ed in 1949 at a cost of $100,000, 
and still needing room, ten more 
were added in 1952, costing $325,- 
000. There are an auditorium, a 
library, a cafeteria, and admini- 
istrative offices. Nine hundrad and 
fifty pupils were enrolled last 
term. The school boasts 25 teach- 



ers. 



Seatack 



Boasting an auditorium library, 
cafeteria and administrative of- 
fices, the Seatack Elementary 
School was built in 1952 at a cost 
of $360,000. The school has an 
enrollment of 660 pupils and is 
staffed with 16 teachers. 

Little, Creek 

Twenty-seven teachers com- 
prise the staff at the Little Creek 
Elementary School, which has an 
enrollment of 995 pupils. The fa- 
cility is located on Little Creek 
Road, and has an auditorium, a 
library, cafeteria and administra- 
tive offices. It was built in 1954 
at a cost of $475,000. 

Princess Anne High School 

Partially completed for the fall 
term in 1954, the Princess Anne 
High School at Thalia on Route 
58, has an auditorium gymna- 
sium, library, cafeteria, shops, bus- 
iness and homemakiiig depart- 
ments, music room and other aux- 
iliary spaces. There are 70 teach- 
ing stations and will, when com- 
pleted, house 1.800 students. The 
construction and equipment cost 
of $3,500,000. is in part met by a 
Federal grant of one million dol- 
lars. 

Other Facilities 

Other school facilities in the 
county include the Shelton Park 
Training School 

Elementary School, the Princess 
Anne Training School and the 
Oceana Annex building. 

By the end of this year, there 
will be added 62 additional class- 
rooms: 

Now under construction, the 
Linkhorn Park Elementary School 
with 20 classrooms; the Seaboard 
Elementary School with 16 class- 
rooms; the Little Creek Elemen- 
tary School with 11 more^class- 
rooms under construction; the 
Seatack Elementary School with 
seven additional rooms being con- 
structed, and the eight room ad- 
dition to the Courthouse Elemen- 
tary School. 



Plans are also being formulated i elementary buildings to be built 
for two additional 20-*lassroom in the near future. 



The problems that have faced 
school authorties in Princess Anne 
County in recent years are the 
same that face many a commun- 
ity in our nation, hut on a much 
larger scale than Ls usually seen. 

The saying that Princess Anne 
is "Virginia's, fastest growing 
county" is no idle boast, and this 
very fact has caused the acute 
problems faced»in the recent years 
and still face county. That these 
probJems are being met. no one 
can^leny for schools and addi- 
tions to existing facilities have 
sprung up all over the area, and 
more are in the planning or ac- 
tual construction stage. 

The problem can perhaps nest 
be stated by the following figures:

Located on highway 58 at Thalia, par- 
tially completed in September of last 
year. There are a total of 70 teaching 
stations and will house 1,800 pupils. 
Cost when completed will be $3,500,- 
000, and it has auditorium, gymna- 
sium,, library, cafeteria, shops, home- 
making and business departments and 
a music room. 



COURTHOUSE ELEMENTARY 



Located at Princess Anne, was built in 
1931 at a cost of $35,000.00 It had an 
enrollment of 315 pupils last term. 

SEATACK ELEMENTARY 
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Located at Seatack, built in 1952 at a 
cost of $360,000. Has auditorium, li- 
mrary, cafeteria and administrative 
offices. The enrollment is 660. 



KEMPSVILLE ELEMENTARY 



Located at Kempsville, built in 1920 at 
a cost of $40,000. A high school build- 
ing added in 1941 cost $110,000. A 
five-room addition in 1949 cost $225,-

In IMS the PTA installed a

Organise Scouts 
Around this time the organiza- 
tion sponsored the first Boy Scout 
movement, and a flag was given 
the first troop. 

Raising money for the lunch- 
room and for a free lunch fund 
was a constant thing and dur- 
ing the early years the style was 
to present an operetta, working 
■others, teachers and children to 
ft "trassle." 

Around 1935 the PTA was fi- 
nally successful in getting the 
"Chic Sales" replaced with in- 
side lavatories. Room mothers 
were organised and music in- 
struction was obtained for the 
first time. Also an oil stove was 
purchased to heat soup at the 



school, where theretofore the 7th 
grade boys pulled a toy express 
wagon to school from a home 
where the soup was made, with 
a mother walking along side hold- 
ing the lid to steady the kettle. 

In 1938 the "Clare Tree Major" 
plays were obtained, giving ad- 
ditional culture to the children, 
and shortly thereafter a motion 
picture machine was acquired. 

$1.5©e Raised 

During 1946-48. $1,500 was 
raised by giving a carnival, and 
the tracks and curtain for the 
stage of the present auditorium 
were purchased, with the remain- 
ing money being spent for a badly 
needed refrigerator for the lunch- 
room, which had been built. 

The Town Council was most co- ! 
operative and in 1949 gave $1000 
for playground equipment that j 
was soreiy needed, fhe PTA at | 
this time bought bicycle racks, in- 
stigated the book rental system 
and procured Federal aid for the 
lunchroom. A safety program in 
the north end was inaugurated j 
by the Council. This Included a ' 
controlled speed limit and police- 
men following the school buses 
for additional safety for the chil- 
dren. 

In 1951, Miss Mary Kellam. the 
school principal for 25 years, re- 
tired and Mrs. Emily Parks came 
to the school. The PTA enrollment 
has increased from 22 in 1928 
to 931 in 1955. The pupil enroll- 
ment has increased from 54 in 
1905 to 905 in 1965. 

The School Board replaced the 
hard-earned stage curtains and 
refinished the auditorium, which 
was damaged by fire in 1953. In 
1954 they provided first aid kits 
for all the classrooms and bought 
a scale to be used in health ex- 
aminations. A new eight-room ad- 
dition was built in 1952. 

The PTA with its first man 
president gave $500 to the school 
Library for the purchase of books. 
The association has taken over 
the entire health check-up that 
was formerly done by the teach- 
ers and a dental program has ex- 
panded.

Immediately the present build- 
ing was started and the east wing 
was ready for UW 1929 graduating 
class. 

In September, 1930, Mr. John- 
son was made superintendent of 
the Princess Anne County schools 
and Prank W. Cox was made prin- 
cipal at Oceana, in 1933 Mr. Cox 
became County School' Superin- 
tendent and B. H.. Owen was en- 
gaged as principal of the school. 
Mr. Owen served as principal until 
1051, thus serving In that capa- 
city longer than any of his pre- 
decessors. It was during Mr. 
Owens' tenure of office that Oce- 
ana saw Its greatest student body 
growth.

The history of Galilee Church 
goes back to the summer of 1887 
when three men sitting on the 
porch of the old Princess Anne 
Hotel decided to build summer 
residences at Virginia Beach. 
These men were Barton Myers, 
Sr., Robert M. Hughes, Sr., and 
Frederick S. Taylor, Sr. They in- 
terested others, among them the 
Rt. Rev. Beverly D. Tucker, then 
rector of St. Paul's, Norfolk. 

Prior to this time Mr. Tucker 
had been holding services at his 
summer cottage for his family and 
friends, but now the need for a 
place of divine worship arose and 
eventually the lot on which the 
present church stands was pur- 
chased for the sum of $500, and 
on it a "Union Chapel" was built, 
the deed specifying that it was for 
the free use of all denominations. 
Services were held regularly 
during the summer months by 
visiting clergymen, usually Epis- 
copalians, there being dhe notable 
exception, the Rev. E. L. Powell, 
of the Christian Church. Among 
the Episcopal rectors was the Rev. 
Churchill Gibson, of Petersburg, 
grandfather of the Rev. Church- 
ill Gibson, rector of St. James' 
Church, Richmond. Mr. Gibson 
also held services for the colored 
servants on Sunday afternoons. 
There was no organ nor choir, 
but a small melodeon was do- 
nated and volunteer organists and 
singers, many of 
visitors, led the singing 

That the provisions of the deed 
were carried out is evidenced by 
the fact that the building was 
ased at an early hour on Sunday 
mornings by the Roman Catho- 
lics, at 11 o'clock by the Episco- 
palians, in the afternoon by the 
Baptists, and at night by the 
Methodists Later it was also used 
by the Presbyterians. 

The first regular Episcopal sup- 
ply rector was the Rev. W. V. Sa- 
vage, of Eastern Shore Chapel, 
Oceana, and the organist was 
Mrs. B. P. Holland, Sr., then Em- 
ily Gregory. 

The first permanent rector of 
Galiee Church was the Rev. Ed- 
ward Patton Miner, who served 
faithfully for more than 25 years. 
In 1923 Mr. Minor closed his pas- 
torate here and was followed by 
the Rev. John P. Millbank, an 
Englishman, from , Williamson,

Perm., who was succeeded in the 
spring of 1925 by the Rev. Thom- 
as L. Ridout, assistant rector of 
St. Paul'* Richmond. In the fall 
of 1929 Mr. Ridout accepted a 
call to St. Andrew's Church In 
them summer ! Mount Holly, N. J., and In Janu- 
ary, 1930, the vestry called the 
Rev. Reginald W. Eastman, rec- 
tor of St. Mary's, Gatesvffle. N. 
C, and adjacent missions. In 1940 
Mr. Eastman resigned to take a 
church in Sarasota, Pla., but re- 
turned to Virginia a short time 
later to accept a charge In Glou- 
cester. Va. The Rev. Stiles B. 
Lines was Galilee's next rector 
and remained with the congrega- 
tion for five years, resigning to 
accept a church at Camden, S. C, 
after which the vestry called the 
Rev. Charles W. Carnan, Jr., who 
.was succeeded by the Rev. Ed- 
Snund Berkeley, who came to the 
Virginia Beach church In May of 
1948. 

It was while Mr. Millbank was 
here that a fresn Impetus was 
given to the idea of a new church 
building, the chapel being too 
small to hold the ever-Increasing 
summer congregations, and in the 



fall of 1920 the cornerstone for 
the present building was laid with 
Masonic rites, Mr Barton Myers. 
St.. reading a history of the 
church. The chapel was moved to 
the rear of the tot and is now 
known as Tucker Hall, being used 
for the Nursery Department on 
Sundays, and by various organ- 
isations during the week. The 
new church was consecrated on 
Apjrll 14. 1940. by the Rt. Rev. 
William A. Brown, then Bishop 
of the Diocese of Southern Vir- 
ginia. Permission was given to 
call the new edifice Galilee Epis- 
copal Church, the Beverly Dand- 
rigde Tucker Memorial. At the 
inside entrance is a bronze tablet 
bearing these words: 

"This building is erected in 
loving recognition of the ser- 
vices and Godly leadership of 
our beloved Bishop, The Rt. 
Rev. Beverly Dandridge Tuck- 
er. D-D., L.L.D., 1920." 

Complementing it on the other 
side of the door is a large framed 
photograph of Bishop Tucker. 

Through the years the growth 
of Galilee has been steady, each 



rector contributing thereto. At 
the .present time, the Church 
School enrollment is 407, with a 
weekly attendance of over 350. 
Several years ago. The Haven, a 
summer cottage next door to the 
church, was purchased for use 
as a Parish House., where the 
Church School is held. The 
church Itself is inadequate to 
hold the congregations, and The 
Haven is too small for the Church 
School, and is, also, badly in 
need of repairs The original cha- 
pel is likewise giving way under 
the stress of time. In fact, all of 
the church facilities are too 
small and in most cases outmoded. 
There is seldom a day that some 
sort of meeting is not being held 
in either Tucker Hall or The Ha- 
ven, and some of the organiza- 
tions have had to seek other quar- 
ters for their meetings. The con- 
gregation is. therefore, faced with 
the necessity of building a new 
plant. A short time ago the vestry 
purchased a lot on 40th Street, 
and a highly successful cam- 
paign to raise the money for a 
new building to be erected on this 
lot has just been concluded

Plants were donated and 
distributed among residents of the 
area for beautification. 

In the third year, the Ocean 
Park Woman's club had grown 
in size, membership and in fel- 
lowship with the community. The 
meeting place was changed to the 
Club Room of the Fire Depart- 
ment, and during the year a pia- 
no, smoking stands, curtains and 
cornice's for windows, plates, ta- 
bleware for the kitchen and Bibles 
to be used by the group in Week 
Day Religious Education were fur- 
nished. Contributions were made 
to the Fire Department of Ocean 
Park and to the Red Cross, March 
of Dimes. Welfare and Chesa- 
peake Beach Fire Department. 

During this year shrubs were 
presented to the club. The Girl 
Scouts became affiliated with the 
Tidewater Council of Girl Scouts 
of Norfolk and the club became a 
member of the Virginia Confer- 
ence of Social Work. The club 
ended the year with 60 members.

MAKES BIG STRIDES IN BEAUTIFICATION 

United Efforts of City and County Women 
Make Possible Creation of Atlantic Parkway 
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The growth of Virginia Beach 
and Princess Anne County has 
been attended by corresponding 
development and change inside 
the gates of Fort Story. No record 
of our community's progress would 
be complete without a salute to 
the Cape Henry Army post which 
is 39 years old this month. 

Older residents' of this area can 
jaily remember when Port Story 
bristled with heavy armament. 

Established as a Coast Artillery 
installation to guard the southern 
entrance to Chesapeake Bay, it 
had the most lethal cannon power 
of any fort on the Atlantic coast. 
But today the batteries of six- 
inch guns, the 16-inch rifles and 
howitzers, are obsolete weapons, 
long since dismounted and cut up 
for scrap. 

Without Interruption, however, 
Port Story's communal links with 
Virginia Beach have been firm 
and friendly. Successive com- 
manding officers of the post have 
affirmed and reaffirmed a policy 
of courteous, helpful relations 
with the municipal leaders. As 
they depart for reassignment to 
other military stations, / Virginia 
Beach has grown accustomed to 
the fact that Is loses one loyal 
riend only to gain another. 

Haa Indispensable Role 

In Economic life of City 

In the city'* seasonal economic 
life Port Story plays an indis- 
pensable role. When the year's 
last beach towel or souvenir is 
sold, when the last empty bottle 
of suntan lotion bobs on the surf 
^•"•be*bf the fishing piers, when 
the shutters are secured on the 
hotels and tourist homes along 
Atlantic Avenue, the importance 
of the Cape Henry Army post to 
the business well-being of Vir- 
ginia Beach is. a pulsing reality to 
every merchant and businessman. 

"Transient" is no accurate tag 
for the officer or enlisted man at 
Port Story. He Is more likely to 
be a home-owner and taxpayer— 
at any rate a prospective resident 
who, returning to civilian life, 
will enrich the community with 
his experience in public service. 

But long before he retires from 
active duty, the career soldier fa- 
miliar to our community has be- 
come an amiable fixture on the 
local scene. He rents a house or 
apartment for his family on a 
year-long basis — a fact that for 
the property owner may spell the 
difference between annual profit 
or loss. This same soldier patron- 
izes the stiy's stores when the last 
vacationist has packed up; he

does business with our banks, he 
attends our churches. And he has 
been with us and part of us. in 
varying numbers, since World 
War I days. 

Only Amphibious Training 
Center in Nation 

That is Port Story — the miles 
of coast rounding the tip of the 
Cape. It has given not only our 
city and county, but the nation 
as well, decades of valued ser- 
vice. Maj. Oen. John Patten 
Story, the Army's Chief of Artil- 
lery in the early days of this cen- 
tury, could take pride in giving 
his name to the post. 

Many people may not know that 
Fort Story today, as a major unit 
of the Transportation Training 
Command with headquarters at 
Fort Eustis, is actually the Army's 
only amphibious training center 
in the country. The trim, durable 
DUKWs that meet the motorist's 
eye just inside the east and west 
gates of the fort are sturdy sym- 
bols of the day-to-day military 
activity conducted there. 

If war came tomorrow, such 
Army organizations as Fort 
Story's 5th Transportation Ter- 
minal Command "B" would be 
rushed into logistical support of 
America's fighting forces. No am- 
phibious operation by our troops 
anywhere in the world could dis- 
pense with the DUKWs and their 
trained, resourceful crews whose 
job would be to keep a steady 
stream of cargo flowing from 
ships offshore to beachheads and 
inland supply dumps. 

Constant Cycles of Training 

In preparation for just such an 
eventuality, the Forst Story com- 
mand conducts constant cycles of 
amphibious training. Raw young- 
sters, many of them fresh from 
the farm and new to Army ways, 
become adept at handling their 
versatile water-going trucks in 



ing is rigorous, thorough, but it 
has been planned to give the 
Transportation Corps a reservoir 
of skilled salt-water soldiers who 
take pride in their rugged work. 
And the plan has paid rich divi- 
dends. Thousands of these husky, 
self-reliant TC men at Army in- 
stallations all over the world, men 
who reminisce about Atlantic 
Avenue and the Cavalier, who 
talk about Virginia Beach as if 
they were remembering their own 
home towns. 

Deagle in Command 

For the past year the officer 
responsible for executing this plan 
has been Col. Edwin A. Deagle, 
well-known and admired in the 
Virginia Beach community. Un- 
der his guidance Fort Story has 
acquired a brisk operating effi- 
ciency and military snap. New 
units have been activated, and the 
older ones have developed the 
esprit de corps that is indispens- 
able to any healthy military 
group. The energy and organising 
ability which Colonel beagle has 
contributed to the work of local 
civic bodies in matters affecting 
the general community welfare 
have won for him respect. When 
an officer and a gentleman of his 
caliber represents an Army post 
in relations with the local com- 
munity ( the (feeling between ci- 
vilians and theVmMtary could not 
be other than cordial.- 

Colonel Deagle is not unique in 
this respect. The key officers of 
his command all share his good 
sense and civic spirit. To mention 
only a few, we think of Lt. Col. 
Frederick O. Ward, the • deputy 
terminal commander; Lieutenant 
Colonel John W. Daly, deputy post 
commander; Lieutenant Colonel 
James F. Wolaver, commanding 
the 10th Transportation Battal- 
ion, and Maj. Carl D. Reed, com- 
manding the 376th Transporta- 
tion Battalion. These and other 
officers are sincerely devoted to

Story. They are men of experience 
and integrity. 

Port Hm Changed With Times 
To look gack at the post' var- 
ied history is to realize anew how 
it has served the changing times. 
Even before its Coast Artillery 
mission expired, it became the site 
of the Convalescent Hospital 
which the Army established in 
September, 1944. Thousands of 
soldiers from the battle fronts of 
World War IT were nursed back to 
health before this hospital was 
closed in March, 1940. 

Since that year Fort Story has 
been identified with the Trans- 
portation Corps which officially 
acquired the installation in July, 
1948. In the years that have gone 
by since then, the DUKW has be- 
come almost as familiar a sight 
to Virginia Beach and Cape Hen- 
ry as an ordinary Army truck. 
Less often encountered, because 
of Its tremendous size, is the 98- 
ton BARC, the giant experimental 
amphibious carrier. The four huge 
vehicles built to date are all bas- 
ed at Fort Story, and. soon the 
first of twelve more •''§ scheduled 
to arrive. , 

The fort today bustles' with ac- 
tivity. Not far from Its east gate 
the Navy maintains a Harbor En- 
trance Control Post. A . NIKE 
guided missle installation' is man- 
ned and operated by the 3d Anti- 
aircraft Artillery Oroup, The U.S. 
Treasury Department trans the 
Cape Henry Light, and only a 
short distance from this local 
landmark is a U.S. Government 
Weather Station. 

The community has another 
reason to be gratified by the pres- 
ence of this Army post. Fort 
Story's soldiers and their fami- 
lies make "up a year-round market 
for Virginia Beach merchants, but 
the post is also an employer whose 
non-military payroll helps to keep 
the area prosperous. About 400 
civilians work side by side with 
the soldiers of Colonel Deagle's 
command. For them Fort Story is 
a livelihood. 

One thing is certain: Virginia 
Beach and Fort Story together 
furnish a brilliantly successful 
example of friendly cooperation 
and mutual goodwill. 

If the Jamestown colonists 
landed on Cape Henry today, they 
would probably never go on to 
establish their settlement else- 
where. But if they insisted on so 
doing. Colonel Deagle undoubtedly 
would put his DUKWs and his 
BARCs at their disposal — in the 
best tradition of the Army Trans- 
portation Corps.

The Council of Garden Clubs of 
Virginia Beach and Princess Anne 
County has made much progress 
in beautifkation since it was or- 
ganized on July 31. 1950. 

On April 5, 1950, the Virginia 
Beach Garden Club, of which Mrs. 
Floyd Dormire was president, call- 
ed a meeting of the executive 
boards of all garden clubs in the 
area to hear Mrs. Wright, of Mac- 
clesfield, N. C, tell of the clean- 
up campaign oenducted in her 
home town, an accomplishment 
so spectacular that the town was 
awarded the sweepstakes prize in 
a contest conducted by "Better 
Homes and Gardens." The group 
— so inspired by Mrs. Wright's 
account — formed a temporary I 
Council of Garden Clubs, consist- ; 
ing of garden club presidents. A 
clean-up campaign of Virginia | 
Beach and Princess Anne County j 
was undertaken. Trucks were se- | 
cured from the Board of Super- 
visors and the Town of Virginia 
Beach to collect trash and clean < 
up vacant lots, under the direc- 
tion of garden club members The 
results were so pleasing that the 
permanent Council of ■ Garden 
Clubs was organized on July 31, 
1950. and the charter member 
clubs were: Virginia Beach, Prin- 
cess Anne County, Bay Colony, 
Cavalier, Linkhorn Park, Bird- 
neck Point, Camellia and Ever- 
green Garden Clubs. Mrs. Floyd 
Dormire was elected chairman for 
a term of one year, Mrs. George 
T. Mullen, vice-chairman; Mrs. 
Rudolph Watson, recording sec- 
retary; Mrs. Hugh Lindsay, cor- 
responding secretary, and Mrs. C. 
W. Emanuelson, treasurer. 

Inherit $917.56 

. From a fashion show gfven by 
the temporary Council of Garden 
Clubs on June 30, 1950, at the 
Cavalier Beach and Cabana Club 
the sum of $917.56 was inherited. 
Later on, during the same year, 
the Council gave prizes to con- 
testants in a beautification cam- 
paign in an effort to stimulate 
enthusiasm and competition in a 
county-wide beautification pro- 
gram. Following this contest, to- 
gether with the clean-up drive, 
the Council felt it was on the 
right track toward its goal. Gar- 
bage and trash collections were 
secured for Seatack, Atlantic Park 
and the Great Neck sections. A 
letter was written to General An- 
derson, head of the State High- 
way Department, suggesting use 
of the abandoned right-of-way 
of the Norfolk and Southern Rail- 
road. The Council appropriated 
$100 to the Evergreen and Camel- 
lia Garden Clubs for the purpose 
of beautifying the Seatack Com- 
munity Center. The ocean end 
of 31st Street, which at the time 
was being used for commercial 
purposes, was beautified.

Oak Grove Oldest Baptist Church in Norfolk Area; 
Organized in 1762, Was First Called Pungo Baptii 



THIRD OLDEST IN OLD DOMINION; FORMED BY 
MEMBERS OF SHILO CHURCH, FIRST BUILDING BURNED 



Oak Grove Baptist Church, the 
oldest Baptist church in the Nor- 
folk area, and the third oldest 
Baptist church in Virginia, was 
organised in 1762,, and was first 
called Pungo Baptist Church, with 
a building about 400 yards south 
of the present building. This 
church was organized when 45 
members of the Shilo Baptist 
(then in Southeast Virginia, now 
a part of North Carolina) took 
their letters and started the Pun- 
go Baptist Church, which name 
is derived from the Pungo Ridge 
on which it was built. About 45 
years later the church and all re- 
cords were burned. 

The first Baptist came to Vir- 
ginia 1714-1740 and settled in 
these parts, according to Simple's 
History of Virginia Baptist, thus 
making Oak Grove one of the 
earliest Baptist churches organ- 



ized. Shilo Baptist Church, which 
is the mother church was then 
one of the oldest in Virginia, <now 
North Carolina) being organized 
in 1727. The present Oak Grove 
Baptist Church is just four miles 
from the Carolina line, and in 
those days Baptist people, because 
of religious persecution, must go 
far to find a place of worship. 
Hence Baptist here preferred to 
go down to Shilo to church rather 
than dare to erect a house here. 
(See Howells History, pp 32-33). 
Earliest Record 1837 

The earliest records of Oak 
Grove are from about 1837 and 
are in bad shape up to 1845. from 
then on the records being in good 
condition. 

The original building was built 
jut before the War Between the 
States and was used by Federal 
troops during that time. In 1902 



the building was remodeled and 
in 1921 under the leadership of 
the Rev. E. J. Harrell two wings 
were added. In 1948 an education- 
al building was ac'ded to the fa- 
cilities and the church was com- 
pletely remodeled. 

Sunday School In 1885 
The first Sunday School of 
which records exist is in March, 
1885. and was known as the 
Church School. At the present 
time there are over 300 on roll of 
the Sunday School and Curtis J.

B. P. Holland, Town 9 s First Mayor, in 1906 
Pointed to Need for Alleviating Molestation 



Kempsville Mosquito Control District Began 
In May, 1943, in E.Ocean View and Expanded 



Area Enlarged in November, 1948, 
Assumed Present Boundaries in '54 



On May 24, 1948, a group of ci- 
zens from Cast Ocean View ap- 
peared before the regular meeting 
of the Princess Anne County 
Board of Supervisors and request- 
ed that a mosquito control dis- 
trict be created in their vicinity. 
At the next meeting of the board, 
on June 28, after a public hearing, 
the mosquito control district was 
created. The board appointed E. 
B. McCoy and I. A. Johnson as 
commissioners to serve without 
pay. Dr. L. J. Roper, State Health 
Commissioner, deputized R. C. 
Dorer to serve on the commis- 
sion. 

Inasmuch as the budget for the 
county had already been adopted 
and the tax rate set, it was not 
possible to secure any tax funds 
with which to start work. The 
citizens of the district raised sev- 
eral hundred dollars by popular 
subscription and a crew of men 
were hired to spray. Equipment 
was borrowed from the State 
Health Department which con- 
sisted of U. S. Public Health Ser- 
vice trucks and sprayers on loan 
to the state. The entire area was 



mapped with all known mosquito 
breeding places designated. A 
crew of one foreman and two la- 
borers worked one day a week 
from June through September in- 
specting and treating such mos- 
quito breeding places as were dis- 
covered. 

This limited program was very 
successful in giving an indica- 
tion of the good that could be 
done. In fact the results were so 
promising that the citizens of 
Chesapeake Beach and Ocean 
Park requested that their areas 
be taken into the district, and on 
November 22, 1948, the Board of 
Supervisors extended the bound- 
aries of the district to include 
these sections and changed the 
name from the East Ocean View 
to the Kempsville Mosquito Con- 
trol District. On February 3, 1949, 
I. A. Johnson, who had served 
with distinction, resigned from 
the commission and the Board of 
Supervisors appointed George 
Lyon of Ocean Park to take his 
place. 

Edward L. Cooper was appoint- 
ed by the commission to serve as

the secretary and treasurer, and 
also serves without pay. In April, 
1950, after Mr. Cooper resigned, 
E.' R. Hines became secretary- 
treasurer. 

The commission operated a pro- 
gram from Apnl to October each 
year from 1949 to 1953. All the 
ditches in the district were clean- 
ed each spring and all places 
known to be breeding mosquitoes 
Were sprayed each week during 
the wanner months. 

On April 4, 1952, the commis- 
sion purchased a Jeep from sur- 
plus property and bought a TIPA 
fog machine. Since that time the 
area has been fogged during sum- 
mer evenings whenever mosquito 
annoyance warrants it. 

It became evident that the work 
of secretary-treasurer had become 
time-consuming and burdensome 
and it was decided to hire a suit- 
able person on a part time basis. 
Mrs. W. B. Meekins of Chesa- 
peake Beach was appointed in 
May, 1953. 

On July 1, 1954, the district was 
expanded by the Board of Super- 
visors to Include Bel Air, Roose- 
velt Gardens, Camellia Shores, 
Diamond Spring Homes, Lake 
Shores and Lake Terrace, Hewitt 
Farms, Tarrallton Homes, Larry- 



more Acres, Meadowbrook Forrest 
and Lakeland Homes. 

With this additional territory, 
it became necessary to hire a full 
time crew to work the year round. 
A yard and garage has been rent- 
ed to house the commission equip- 
ment. 

Beginning with the first of this 
month, the district was again ex- 
panded, this time to Include the 
Village of Kempsville, Olenrock 
and Bayville Park. Again the 
equipment and personnel had to 
be expanded. At present the com- 
mission has eight employees, two 
trucks and two jeeps equipped 
with foggers. 

. There has been a great deal of 
work accomplished by this com- 
mission with a small amount of 
funds. Up until 1954 the annual 
budget never amounted to over 
$5,000, and 25% of this total was 
secured as a contribution from 
the state. 

It Is only fitting that Messrs. 
McCoy, Lyon, Johnson, Cooper 
and Hines, who have served so 
faithfully with personal sacrifice, 
distinction, and withot recom- 
pense, should receive the thanks 
and appreciation of all the citi- 
zens whom this work has bene- 
fitted. 



When Virginia Beach first be- 
came a town, at the first town 
council meeting, in the mayor's 
first message to the Town Coun- 
cil, he stressed the importance of 
controlling mosquitoes as a pre- 
requisite to the health and eco- 
nomic welfare of the seashore re- 
sort. The wisdom of his wise 
counsel, 50 years ago, has been 
proven, and it must give the Hon- 
orable B. P. Holland (he still lives 
at Virginia Beach >, first mayor 
of Virginia Beach, much pride 
when he realizes the progress that 
has been made. 

Problem Was Large 

In /those days Virginia Beach 
was a small place and the mos- 
quito problem was large.

Around 1930 
some of the far-sighted men at 
the Beach realized that major ef- 
forts were necessary. The late 
Judge James 8. Barron and Mrs. 
Barron, along with L. H. Wind- 
holtz, W. H. Moher and C. L. 
Fisher sought the advice of the 
U. S. Public Health Service and 
the Stale Health Department. 
Doctor L. L. Williams of the U. S. 
C. Riggin, local health officer. 



and Richard Messer. State Sani- 
tary Engineer, were some who 
gave freely of their advice in 
those early days. 

Funds were collected by sub- 
scription and a field force under 
R. E. Dorer, of the Virginia State 
Health Department, and R. H. 
Baillo, were put into the field. 
The various relief agencies. C. 
W. A.. E. R. A., and W. P. A, 
were used to install many thous- 
ands of feet of ditching UAthe 
salt marsh as well as / *f»M2pla: 
It has been estimated^ that necei 
sary ditching worfcn over $200,000 
was installed under the various 
relief programs. 

Citizens' Committee Named 

Realizing that federal expendi- 
tures would be eliminated and 
that funds raised by local sub- 
scription were not sure, suffi- 
cient or equable, in the summer 
of 1939 a citizens' committee was 
appointed to work out more per- 
manent plans.

FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH ONE OF OLDEST 
IN VIRGINIA BEACH; ORGANIZED IN 1908 



The First Baptist Chuch of Vir- 
ginia Beach is one of the oldest 
In our city. Several years before 
the first building was erected 
meetings had been held. In 1908 
the Rev. N. Richards gathered to- 
gether the Baptists in the com- 
munity and organized a church. 
He labored for several years, giv- 
ing of his time, means and ability 
until his death. It was mainly due 
to his efforts that the first church 
building on the corner of 17th 
and Arctic was erected. In 1915, 
during his minstry, the records 
show a membership of 71. Today 
there are over 700 members. 

After Mr. Richards' death there 
was no full time pastor. For some 
time the church united with the 
Raleigh Heights church in calling 
the Rev. Thomas E. Boorde, who 
served several years. 

The first full-time pastor call- 
ed was the Rev. A. C. Cheatham 
of Yonkers. N. Y, who served 
three years. Dr. A. A. Stanley, 
the Rev. J. B. Sawyer, the Rev. 
A. L. Shumate, the Rev. L. W. 
Meachum, the Rev. Koy Peterson 
and Dr. Ira D. S. Knight served 
the church in the order named. 

During the minstry of the Rev. 
Mr. Meachum Sunday School 
rooms were added to the building. 
During the ministry of the Rev. 
Mr. Peterson plans were started 
to purchase tots for a larger build- 
ing and parsonage. The parsonage 
was completed under the ministry

of Dr. Knight. He and his wife 
were the first occupants. Plans 
for the new church were drawn 
under his leadership. The church 
plant was built almost completely 
without a pastor. 

Dr. W. G. Bond, from Boone. 
N. C, came as pastor in April, 
1958, and on June 15, 1952, the 
first service was held in the pres- 
ent building. On November 4, 



1952* the present building was de- 
dicated. 

The program of the First Bap- 
tist Church divides itself natural- 
ly into certain phases of the life 
of the church. 

Reaching the people, finding 
them and enlisting their capaci- 
ties for the Kingdom of God is 
the purpose for which the Bap- 
tists believe the church was es- 
tablished. 

Through the various Suuday 
School classes active prospect 
lists are contiually worked to en- 
list the people in Bible study. 
Training courses are held both in 
the local church and in the Nor- 
folk Association to which the peo- 
ple are urged to go that they may 
be more effective in reaching peo- 
ple for Bible study. Units for Bible 
study are purposely kept small 
that the individual may receive 
the most help. 

An active Sunday evening ser- 
vice is maintained through the 
Baptist Training Union and in 
the evening worship program. 

The various Training Unions 
are provided for every member of 
the family. They provide fellow- 
ship in the various age groups as 
well as Christian training in the 
faith which enables the individ- 
ual to express himself. Social ac- 
tivities are encouraged both for 
the total group and the indivdual 
Unions to develop the best fellow- 
ship possible. 



Sunday evening worship en- 
courages the various choirs to 
■sing. The church employs a min- 
ister of music who gives much of 
his time to develop these choirs 
for the various age groups. Reli- 
gious films are often shown. Spe- 
cial emphasis on the home, youth 
and their vocations, missions 
round the world, etc., enliven the 
interest. 

In order to let the people of the 
church study what is happening 
in the world, women and children 
are organized into the Woman's 
Missionary Union. There are Ro- 
yal Ambassadors for the boys, 
Girls Auxiliary for the girls, Sun- 
beams for the children under 9, 
and Young Woman's Auxiliary for 
girls 16 to 18. 

Cub Scouts and Boy Scouts are 
enjoyed by the youth of the 
church. 

i The men have . a fellowship 
meeting to which speakers of mer- 
it make contributions. 

The church strives to make 
prayer the heart of its program. 
Each Wednesday evening prayer 
services are enjoyed by those who 
attend. 

The first unit of an extensive* 
building program was completed 
three years ago. Still to be built 
are additional educational space 
and the main sanctuary of the 
church. A planning committee has 
been appointed to consider pos- 
sible expansion.

Kempsville Baptists Boast 
Proud Record Since 1914 



History speaks of the events 
and deeds in the lives of great 
men, men who dare and men who 
succeed. The Kempsville Baptist 
Church has a right to boast of 
her history, for on April 30, 1814, 
a small group of independent 
thinkers from the London Bridge 
Baptist Church separated them- 
selves from that church and, call- 
ing a meeting at Moseley's Meet- 
ing House, established a church. 
The first presbytery was: James 
Mitchell, Smith Sherwood, W. P. 
Blddle and George Norris. 

John Williamson was treasurer; 
Henry Mackey, clerk, and James 
Norris and John Williamson were 
deacons. In addition to serving 
In this capacity, they also preach- 
ed often for they had no pastor 
to lead them. Samuel Brown and 
Henry Keeling were also In the 
number of these dauntless Chris- 
tian adventurers. At the end of 
a six-year period, the church had 
40 members. 

In 1821 this group had one of 
its own members for their first 
pastor. Smith Sherwood was the

honored man. 

There was then a series of pas- 
tors down through the years. 

During the War Between the 
States the Federal troops took 
over and used the building as a 
school for negroes. In spite of this 
obstacle they labored on meeting 
elsewhere in a spirit of dedica- 
tion to their cause. 

In 1879 on the 23rd day of Sep- 
tember the Portsmouth Associa- 
tion met with this church for the 
first time. 

The Rev. John J. Wicker, Sr., 
long-time president of the Fork 
Union Military Academy, was one 
of the early pastors. 

Lights Installed 

The first pastor to live in the 
field was the Rev. M. M. Jamer- 
son, whom the church ordained 
in February. 1919. It was during 
his pastorate that the parsonage 
was put in use and electric lights 
were installed in the church. 

In 1930 after a succession of 
pastors the Rev. John S. Garten- 
ton was pastor. During his pas- 
torate the first Sunday School 
rooms and auditorium addition 
was built. Mr. Garrenton is now 
Lieutenant Colonel Garrenton, 
seating as a chaplain in North 
Africa. 

The Rev. Arnold B. Blount, the 
present pastor, came to the 
church in July, 1945. During the 
ten years Mr. Blount has been 
pastor an addition to the old 
Sunday School department has 
been made and a new Sunday 
School plant has been built. 

The church now has a member- 
ship of 630 members. 

A B. T. U.. a completely organ- 
ized Woman's Missionary Un- 
ion, a full graded Sunday School, 
Junior, Youth and Adult choirs, 
all make up the church organi- 
zation. 

" The years and God have been 
good to Kempusville Church, and 
as history states, but for the 
courage of those who dared, where 
would we be?" a spokesman said 
reverently.

Under the leadership of Mr. 
Mowry and the committee, a bill 
was introduced in the 1840 State 
Legislature providing for the cre- 
ation of Mosquito Control Dis- 
tricts. Sponsors of the bill were: 
the Honorable H. B. Davis, Bald- 
win, Robertson, Breeden and Ruf- 
fin. The act as passed allowed a 
district to be formed including a 
city, town or county or any com- 
bination of portions thereof. The 
local governing body could set the 
boundaries, and appoint two mem- 
bers to a commission who were 
to serve without pay and were re- 
sponsible for carrying out the 
work. The third member to the 
commission was the State Health 
Commissioner or his deputy. Un- 
der the bill, funds with which to 
operate could come from a spe- 
cial tax or direct local appro- 
priation. In addition the state 
was empowered to contribute 
25% of the funds collected lo- 
cally. 

The Board of Supervisors and 
the Town Council held a public 
hearing in the Virginia Beach 
school. Ovei- one hundred attend- 
ed and voiced unanimous approval 
of the idea of creating a district. 
On July 1, 1940. the first Mos- 
quito Control District came into 
being. (There are now 14 such 
districts in the state). Doctor I. 
C. Riggan, then State Health 



Commissioner, deputized R. K J 
Dorer, who had been associated 
with the problem since 1889, as 
his representative on the commis- 
sion and ex officio chairman. The 
Town appointed B. O. Porter and 
the County appointed W. PeytOtf 
May. R. H. Baillo was appointed 
as superintendent. The district 
consisted of the Town of fir* 
ginia Beach, Birdneck Porn*, 
Linkhorn Park, Bay Colony til 
North Virginia Beach. 

Since the commission was first 
organized, Dorer and 
served continuously. la 1848 
O. Porter, who also served as 
retary-treasurer, resigned. 
O. T. Forrester was 
commissioner and served until 
death. Mr. Kessler has served 
the commission since 1881. H 
ton Holland served as 
treasurer from July 1, 1848. 
June 30, 1982, at which tune 
resegned and Al Mailhes was ap* 
pointed. Baillo resigned as super- 
intendent on June 80. 1848, and 
R. O. Carter was appointed 88 
fill his place and has been on the 
job ever since. 

In 1947 the district was ex- 
panded by tiie Princess Ann* 
County Board of Supervisors to 
include the area immediately west • 
of the town. Later, in 1888, tt* 
area around Lynnhaven Inlet and , 
Alanton was voted into the the- ' 
trict, and in 1853. Ocean* and 
vicinity became a part of the dis- 
trict. 
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Four mosquito light traps are operated in the district 
each night throughout the warmer weather to deter* 
mine the kind of mosquitoes present and to indicate § 
how effective control measures are.

The trend toward establishing 
retail furniture stores away from 
downtown business areas ha* be- 
come quite popular in recent 
years, a development that has 
been hastened by the parking 
problems that beset many cities, 
large and small. Sometimes them 
suburban stores are mere branch- 
es of a downtown store, but be- 
yond the city limits of Norfolk, 
Va , to a relatively new store of 
unusual beauty which those who 
have visited It rank as one of the 
finest furniture stores in the 
United States, a shopper's dream. 

It is the Willis Wayside Store 
owned by the Willis Furniture 
Co., Norfolk, Va., which had one 
of the largest downtown stores 
in this Virginia city, a business 
that is 59 yean old. The Wayside 
Store is situated on the Virginia 
Beach Highway, 10 miles South 
of Norfolk and midway between 
this city and Virginia Beach, a 
resort of wide reputation In the 
South. The Wayside Store not 
only draws business from Norfolk 
and Virginia Beach, but from 
scores of other towns within 100 
miles or more. The dual highway 
which passes the Wayside Store 
carries an enormous volume of 
traffic, resulting in many visits 
from motorists who are attracted 
by the striking architectural ap- 
pearance of the store, a Virginia 
Colonial mansion set well back 
from the highway amid 19 acres 
of land acquired with the build- 
ing. 

This elegant store was built as 
a tuberculosis hospital prior to 
World War n. When it turned 
out to be in-adapted for that sort 
of institution it served as offi- 
cers' quarters for a prtsoner-of 
war camp during World War XI. 
After the way it was put up for 
sale. Benjamin 3. Willis and his 
associates, Grayson Willis, and 
John Willis saw the possibilities 
of the place as a site for a furni- 
ture store of unique distinction. 

There were two buildings, now 
Joined together, making a floor 
area of 12,000 square feet, divided 
into 10 rooms, in which furniture 
and accessories are displayed in 
room settings. The effect has 
been described by many custo- 
mers as being like visiting an old 
Virginia mansion. All of the 
rooms have been carefully design- 
ed and laid out by the store's

store. Encouraged by this cueceas,

There are no bargain sales or 
"specials." Comparison is made 
daily with offerings by stores to 
New York and other large metro- 
politan areas and these prices are 
shaded by 10 to IS per cent ex- 
cept of course on Pair-Trade 1- 
tems. Prices are mentioned in ad- 
vertising, but not on a "bargain" 
or "sale" basis. Only furniture, 
accessories and carpeting are car- 
ried—no appliances or television. 

Advertising is done mainly to 
the Norfolk morning newspaper 
and its appeal is largely Institu- 
tional, stressing the advantage of

With three runtime decorators. 
the store does a thriving decorat- 
ing business, bat makes no cur- 
tains, chair covers Or other tex- 
tile furnishings, placing such work 
outside, but it plana on having 
its own w o r kr oom when the store 
to enlarged. The decorators make 
up black and white or color sket- 
ches without charge provided 
there to to be an expenditure of 
at least $500 per room; if not. 
the charge to $50 for each room 
sketched. 

In the Wayside Store there are 
twelve sales persons, five of whom 
are women. One of the things that 
struck tins visitor to the fact that 
at the Winht store there to an 
information desk with a woman 
attendant near the front entrance. 
An too often, ft has been ob- 
served, customers wander into a 
furniture store and most seek 
attention if sales people are en- 
gaged- It to part of the duties 
of the receptionist at the Willis 
store to know where sales persons 
are to be found so that a custo- 
mer who asks for one by name 
can be quickly directed. 

One of the sales problems that 
arose when the Wayside Store 
was opened was to the staggering 
of working hours of sales peo- 
ple. When a customer has driven 
a considerable distance it is dis- 
couraging to be told that the 
salesman asked for is out to din- 
ner. This frequently happend with 
a staggered working system. To 
overcome this situation, the store 
to open two evenings a week, 
Mondays and Friday, until 9:00 
o'clock. However, the store closes 
on these nights at 5:30 to re-open 
at 7:00 o'clock so that all em- 
ployees are out at the same time. 
The store operates six days a 
week from 9:00 to 5:30. , 

The evening hours are the 
store's busiest periods. Many ser- 
ious shoppers make an evening of 
It by dining at a restaurant with- 
in a stone's throw.

During Cleveland's administra- 
tion, and two years before Teddy 
Roosevelt's rough riders charged 
up San Juan Hill, three confi- 
dent, visionary men — L. O. Mill- 

, W. 8. Rhoads arid W. O. 
Swarts — recognised the inflnilte 
possibilities in Iforfolk and select- 
ed that city In which to^eataWish 
a new business enterprise. 

In the early spring of IN* a 
building was acquired at IM to 
203 on the north side of Main 
Street near Oranby, and in May 
the Miller, Rhoads company first 
opened its doors as a merchan- 
tile establishment. 

The firm was new . . . not only 
as a business enterprise, but also 
in its policies and methods of do- 
ing business. A pioneer in the 
"Better Business" movement, it 
boldly announced to the public 
through the newspapers of Nor- 
folk that the store was strictly a 
one-price establishment, with an 
the merchandise marked in plain, 
easily readable figures, and sold 
at such prices. 

Within four years growth had 
been so rapid that larger and 
more extensive quarters were ne- 
cessary, and in 1900, a substantial 
building was acquired on Main 
Street at the head of Commercial 
Place and near the Confederate 
Monument, which was the hub of 
Norfolk's business district. The 
additional floor space of 45,000 
square feet made possible the in- 
troduction of many new and va- 
ried lines of merchandise, and 
the creation of additional depart- 
ments. At this time the store was 
operating as Miller, Rhoads and 
Swartz. | 

Under the capable leadership 
of its founders, popularity grew, 
and in 1007 expansion was im- 
perative. In order to better serve 
the people in Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth, a large modern building 
was erected on the corner of 
Bank and Plume Streets, adding 
85,000 square feet of floor space 
and bringing the total area to 
130,000 square feet. 

Thousands of people in Norfolk 
still recall the Grand Opening, 
which was a gala and impressive 
affair . . . hailed as a conspicu- 
ous milestone in the progress of 

Norfolk as a retail trading cen- 
ter. x 
Improvements and innovations 



appeared rapidly. Perhaps one of 
the moat outstanding was the In- 
stallation of a modern dining 
room serving excellent cuisine in 
a delightful atmosphere of soft 
dinner music. Later, because of 
many requests, a private dining 
room was added which was known 
as the "Blue Room," where nu- 
merous organisations have dined 
and held meetings. 

Through the years, weddings, 
dinner and birthday parties, along 
with many other 
have taken place within 
rooms. 

In 1037. Mr. Swarts acquired 
the Interest of L. O. Miller and 
W. S. Rhoads, and since that time 
the firm has operated under the 
name of W. O. SwarU Company, 
Inc. However, it was a change of 
name only, for the original ad- 
mirable policies have carefully 
been followed. *

Through the untiring efforts of 
Mr. Swarts, better working con- 
ditions for store employees were 
inaugurated, which included a 
shorter working day, Saturday 
afternoon closing during the sum- 
mer months, a tradition still ob- 
served today. 

Mr. Swarts served as president 
until his death on December 31, 
1*95. His broad intellectual grasp 
of the affairs of the organisation 
and p roblems of merchandising 
made him a prominent merchant, 
beloved and respected by em- 
ployees, patrons and business as- 
sociates. 

Since Mr. Swarts's death the 
store has operated under the di- 
rection of W. O. Swartz, presl- 
dent; John A. Watts, in. first 
vice president, and T. W. Derry, 
second vice president. Under the 
leadership of these officers, and 
following the policies of the 
founder, W. O. Swarts Company. 
Inc., has continued to progress, 
and is recognized as one of the 
Smith's leading department stores. 



in the early 40s most of the 
concrete used on construction pro- 
jects was mixed either in pavers 
or small one and two bag mixers.

VIRGINIA PILOTS ASSOCIATION HAS 
LONG, COLORFUL HISTORY FROM 1865 



It probably is significant that 
it was not until the organization 
of the Chamber of Commerce that 
Virginia Beach gained national 
recognition as a seashore play- 
ground. 

True the town was incorporat- 
ed in 1906 with the first mayor, 
B. P. Holland, still here to attest 
that fact, but the resort didn't 
sain real stature until after the 
inception in 1936 of the com- 
merce organization which has 
been the cohesive force in the 
community during the ensuing 
years. 

As far back as the middle 1880's 
certain discerning nearby resi- 
dents began to recognize the ad- 
vantage of vacationing here, fol- 
lowing which railroad and invest- 
ment interests combined to erect 
a hotel at the south end of the 
resort, primarily for visitors from 
northern cities. 

The early decades of the pres- 
ent century saw an increasing 
number of year-around residents 
and summer visitors, but it was 
not a spectacular growth. 

Prior to the organization of the 
Chamber, the erection in 1926 of 
the Cavalier Hotel, now the Ca- 
valier Club, gave the resort its 
biggest boost, but again it was 
largely railroad, steamship and 
other transportation interests who 
were responsible for focussing at- 
tention on the emerging resort 
area. 

Two leading citizens, Sidney 
1 Banks and James Guzzy, both re- 
presentatives of the hotel indus- 
try, appear to have been the 
guiding force behind the Cham- 
ber in the early years. 

Guzzy. who took up residence 
here during the winter of 1934, 



The Virginia Pilot Association, 
whose members have been re- 
sponsible for the safe passage of 
billions of dollars worth of com- 
merce through the territorial wa- 
ters of the commonwealth since 
1865, was taken over by the 
Coast Guard arm on December 9, 
1942. All members of the cooper- 
ative association were commis- 
sioned as lieutenant commanders, 
and their work increased to many 
times its peacetime volume. 

The Virginia Pilot Association 
Was born of war, when, following 
the War Between the States, a 
crowd of unscrupulous fishermen 
from New England saw an oppor- 
tunity to make some easy money 
by muscling in on the Virginia pi- 
lotage business. They came down 
to the Capes in their little boats 
and haggled with incoming ves- 
sels for the pob of "piloting" them 
through waters which they were 
little more familiar with than 
the ships' masters. Virginians who 
had been making their living as 
pilots were hard pressed to meet 
competition, and suffered when 
the reputations of all pilots be- 
gan to be ruined by wrecks and 
delays in service. 

Capt. Samuel Wood, of Hamp- 
ton, called the Virginians together 
and suggested the formation of 
an association. The pilots, acting 
together, presented their case to 
the General Assembly „nd influ- 
enced the adoption of legislation 



which excluded the non-commis- 
sioned element. Captain Wood 
continued as nominal head of the 
association until his death in 1874, 
although he never was elected, 
president He acted as business 
agent, collecting all fees and pay- 
ing the associated pilots their 
shares out of pocket. 

The old pilots were a hardy and 
picturesque crew, all men of the 
highest ability in their vocation, 
who insisted on a rigorous ap- 
prenticeship training for all young 
men aspiring to commissions. 

Some of these men are still re- 
membered by older members of 
the association who gained their 
training under them, including 
Richard Bully, George Tompkins, 
Sam Drummond, James Minson, 
William Parrish, Charles Top- 
ping. William Face, Richard S. 
Taylor, George Wright. Robert 
Montgomery, Joseph Brough, Os- 
car E. Edwards, James E. Turner, 
Thomas Cunningham, Hezekiah 
Williams, James Cunningham, J. 
Mallory King, Joseph W. Scott, 
Thmoas Stanworth, Andrew Bus- 
by, James H. Skinner and Frank 
W. Guy. 

Upon the death of Captain 
Wood, the association elected its 
first president, Capt. Oscar E. 
Edwards, in 1875. He was a man 
of strong personality who knew 
people of influence all over Vir- 
ginia and numbered his friends 
by the thousands, a circumstance

fic into the busy harbors of Hampton Roads. 



which made it possible for him to 
lead the association through trou- 
blesome times and several crises 
in the legislature. He was grand- 
father of Capt. £. D. Edwards, 
now on the active list. 

When Captain Edwards died in 
1906 after 31 years of service In 
office, he was succeeded by Capt. 
W. R. Boutwell, who served an 
even longer time before he, too, 
was followed by a younger man in 
1939. Captain Boutwells name 
was synonymous with piloting in 
Virginia during the lifetime of 
the present generation. He im- 
proved the equipment and organ- 
ization of the association, and 
saw that it kept firmly in its po- 
sition as a quasi-public institu- 
tion of service to the world's com- 
merce and the development of 
port service in Virginia. 

Capt. Milton B. Edmunds was 
elected to succeed Captain Bout- 
well in 1939. Captain Edmonds 
died suddenly on May 28, 1943. 
Captain G. A. Massenburg was 
elected to fill the vacancy. 



recalls his amazement upon learn- 
ing that the then budding resort 
community was without a Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

He credits Banks with being 
one of the first to agree with him 
that a Chamber should be organ- 
ized. Among others who encour- 
aged him in his crusade were Roy 
Smith, first president; Vivian 
Hodson. Wade Carnegie and C. T. 
Whitehead. Guzzy was elected 
vice president at the organization 
meeting and later served a term 
as president, in 1945-56. 

It was during Ouzzy's regime 
that the advertising program, 
which this year finds the city 
spending approximately $33,000, 
largely in metropolitan newspa- 
pers, was launched. 

Guzzy. the first chairman of 
the advertising committee, said 
some $15,000 was spent during the 
first year to recapture the big 
following that foresook the pleas- 
ures of the Beach during World 
War H. 

R. B. Taylor, who succeeded 
Guzzy as Chamber president in 
1946. faced a formidable task in 
stepping up the organizational' 
program to meet the demands of 
peacetime years. 

That he — and those who suc- 
ceeded him — did their part in 
the ascendancy of Virginia Beach 
to its present prominence, goes 
without saying. 

The late Lester B. Shelly, who 
served as president in 1948-49, 
left his impact on the commerce 
body, as did W. W. McClanan. 
Jr., who held the office from 1949 
to 1952, when John H. Bell took 
over. Claiborne Bryant served 
next, and, in turn, was succeeded 
by James L. Kitchlh. whose term 



will expire this fall. 

Under the leadership of Bry- 
ant, Bell and McClanan. the 
Chamber program has been ex- 
panded to the point that it is 
doubtful any other community of 
similar size can equal the diversity 
of its undertakings. 

A gradual increase in budgetary 
items has marked tne recent his- 
tory of the commerce organiza- 
tion which, under Kitchin's re- 
gime, represents annual expendi- 
tures in excess of $100,000. 

The regular budget, as prepar- 
ed by the finance committee of 
which Rhae Adams is chairman, 
calls for an outlay of $26,299.20 
from membership funds and ser- 
vices, not including, of course, the 
$33,000 advertising appropriation 
from the city which is handled in 
part by the Chamber. 

A Chamber-backed event — the 
third annual Virginia Beach Open 
Golf Tournament — for which B. 
M. Stanton was general chairman, 
involved a $35,000 program, while 
other self-sustaniing items will 
result in the expenditure of an- 
other $10,000. 

It is well to note that individ- 
ual hotels spend an aggregate of 
$100,000 independently for adver- 
tising and promotional purposes. 

Many other influential men 
have assumed the responsibility 
of the office of the Chamber pres- 
ident. Those who held the post in 
the earlier years included W. P. 
Crockett, 1939-40; E. M. Hardy. 
1938-39; and R. Lee Page, 1944- 
45. R. B. Taylor, who was one of 
the post-war presidents, also held 
the office from 1940 to 1944. 

Three past presidents — W. W. 
McClanan, Jr., Claiborne R. Bry- 
ant and John H. Bell — are on 



BUSY HIGHWAY GOES FOUR-LANE 



The Pilot Law of Virginia pro- 
vides that before anyone may un- 
dertake to conduct a vessel of 
any class to or from a port of the 
Commonwealth, he shall have de- 
voted five years to the business 
under the tuition of those al- 
ready trained in the work. He 
then has to pass an examination 
before a Board of Pilot Commis- 
sioners authorized by State law 
and appointed by the courts of 
Norfolk and Newport News. Ap- 
prenticeship of a fledgling pilot 
begins when he is shipped to sea 
aboard the school ship, where he 
learns the art of sailing from the 
deck up. 

The Virginia Pilot Association 
has four excellent vessels. Pilots 
have won unstinted praise from 
the Commandant of the Fifth Na- 
val District for their excellent ser- 
vice in keeping port movements 
going at top speed under often- 
times grueling conditions, such as 
those experienced during World 
War H. 



Lifeguards at Beach Have 
Enviable Record for Safety 



Four businessmen head the or- 
ganization of lifeguards who keep 
Virginia Beach safe for the thous- 
ands upon thousands of visitors 
who annually fill the beachfront 
here during the summer months. 

The professional success of the 
highly-trained, highly-skilled life- 
guard patrol here is indicated by 
their lack of heroic deeds to their 
credit and with less notoriety the 
more pleased these young men are 
— for then it means that the 
beach is safe for swimmers. 

The lifeguards are stationed 
practically one block apart along 
the ocean front and their organ- 
ization was not an overnight hap- 
penstance. Thirty years ago the 
safety of those who found surf 
bathing salubrious was left to 
primal instincts of their fellow- 
man. 

* Gradually a few hotels realized 
that the preservation of their pa- 
tronage was, among other things, 
good business, and contracted 



with local ambitious youths to 
keep an eye on their guests for a 
small remuneration. 

The more enterprising of the 
group took to renting umbrellas 
for the comfort of their charges 
and so, in brief, developed one of 
the most efficiently organized 
groups of men Of which any re- 
sort community can boast. 

It was twenty y&rs ago that 
the Virginia Beach patrol official- 
ly came into being and four men 
behind the operation were Gra- 
ham "Dusty" Hinnant, Hugh Kit- 
chin, John B. Smith and George 
R. "Buddy" Guy. These four men 
weer partners in the overall life- 
guard patrol for many years and 
Just a few years ago they divided 
the beach at 26th Street. 

Today Hinnant and Kitchin su- 
pervise the lifeguard patrol from 
26th Street south and Smith and 
Guy operate the patrol from 26th 
Street north.

The widening of a 3.4-mile 
stretch of the Military Highway 
is all that remains to complete 
a four-lane highway from the 
Naval Shipyard at Portsmouth to 
the Naval Air Station, and E. H. 
Orange, resident engineer for the 
State Highway Department, re- 
ports that work' of adding two 
extra lanes from the Lansdale 
traffic circle to the Little Creek 
Road is progressing satisfactorily 
and should be ready by early fall. 
T. E. Ritter of Norfolk is the con- 
tractor, and it is estimated that 
his work will be completed about 
October 1. 

J. T. Timmons, managing di- 
rector of the Tidewater Automo- 
bile Association, declares that the 
present two-lane strip has been 
clocked as handling 13.699 ve- 
hicles a day during the year end- 
ing June 30. 1954. and says it has 
undoubtedly increased by at least 
ten per cent since then. It is, he 
declares, the busiest two-lane 
section of highway in Virginia. 

This section of the highway 
feeds into another portion of the 
Military Highway, from Taussig 
Boulevard to Little Creek Road, 
the second most heavily traveled 
four-lane strtch of highway in the 
State. About 27,000 vehicles use 
this highway daily. 

Timmons reported that the 
completion of the four-lane pro- 
ject, largely brought about by 
the building of numerous new 
subdivisions served by the motor 
artery, will leave the Association 
free to seek similar widening of 
Little Creek Road, now the sec- 
ond most heavily traveled . two- 
lane highway in the State. 

The Association director said no 
final decision has as yet been 
reached as to how the cost of 
the project will be divided, but 
declared that the Federal gov- 
ernment has a decided responsi- 
bility, considering the proximity 
ofthe rapidly expanding amphi- 
bious base operations. 

Illustrating the increased need 
for widening and improving the 
highway, he said, is the increased 
amount of traffic at the Lansdale 
traffic circle, resulting from the 
outlying housing and commercial 
developments near by. The traf- 
fic count at the circle has increas-

Back tai 1927 the Roland Thea- 
tre, located on 17th Street, was 
opened by William P. Crockett. 
At this time the shopping cen- 
ter of Virginia Beach was con- 
fined to only one block on 17th 
Street. 

In 1933 the Bayne Theatre was 
built and opened. This was the 
most impressive commercial build- 
ing in the Town of Virginia Beach 
and the theatre boasted the larg- 
est screen in the South. 

In 1937 David Pender was tak- 
en in as a partner, as at that 
time he owned the Roland Thea- 
tre Building. 

Kerry Crockett, the present 
general manager of Crockett- 
Pender Theatres, started as an 
usher in the Bayne Theatre in 
1935, and has been active with 
the theatres until the present 
time, except for the war years. 

Bill Crockett, during the war 
years, headed up the Motion Pic- 
ture Division in a number of the 
War Loan drives, and it is said 
that during that time he was bet- 
ter known throughout the United 
States than he was in his home 
town. 

The Beach Theatre, a dream 
of Bill Crockett's since before the 
war, did not become a reality un- 
til 1947. His dream was to have 
a theatre equally as good, if not 



better, than that found in the 
home town of any visitor who 
came to Virginia Beach. He want- 
ed a theatre in which a person 
could stand in the air conditioned 
lobby, and, with a slight turn of 
the head, be able to view the sce- 
nic grandeur of the Atlantic 
Ocean, for which Virginia Beach 
is famous. 

Mr. Crockett was president of 
the Virginia Motion Picture As- 
sociation for 15 years, but all of 
his energies were not confined to 
his theatres. He served on the 
City Council of Virginia Beach, 
was president of the Rotary Club, 
president of the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce, and took 
a very active part in all civic af- 
fairs, both In the Town of Vir- 
ginia Beach and in the State of 
Virginia. 

In 1963 new processes came out, 
among them being stereophonic 
sound, and cinemascope, which 
called for expenditures of $90,000.

The much-maligned weather- 
man, whose timely forecasts have 
saved many a farmer's crop, may 
also save the farmer and his fa- 
mily if the bombs start falling. 

Working with local civil defense 
organizations, the weather scien- 
tist is a key man .in providing 
rural areas downwind from tar- 
get cities with vital information 
on which way and how far to run 
to escape deadly radioactive fall- 
out from bombed cities. 

Since June 1, the Weather Bu- 
reau, in cooperation with the 
Federal Civil Defense Adminis- 
tration, has included a special 
section of its regular weather re- 
port on wind direction and esti- 



mated time and place where fall- 
out would come to earth. 

If any of 92 critical target ci- 
ties were hit by atom or hydro- 
gen bombs, FCDA and state and 
local civil defense organizations 
could quickly plot what direction 
the radioactive particles from the 
blast would go. and on what area 
they would land. Inhabitants 
could be given up to several hours 
warning to get animals fed and 
under cover, and either get in 
shelters themselves or leave the 
area. 

FCDA regional offices are al- 
ready preparing such plots daily 
for critical target cities in their 
areas. Many state and local civil 



defense organizations are follow- 
ing suit, and FCDA has requested 
all of them to do so. 

The FCDA- Weather Bureau fall- 
out warning program has both a 
short-range and long-range ob- 
jective, as follows: 

1. The twice daily non-aecret 
coded reports of wind direction 
and speed at 3:30 a. m. and p. 
m , EST, are assembled from 350 
weather reporting stations thru- 
out the nation. The complete re- 
port is then sent back over the 
Weather Bureau's 30.000 mile tel- 
etype system to each station. 

This is used in plotting the so- 
called "isochrones," or imaginary

Atomic Fallout 

(Continued from Page One) 

lines of constant time which link 
up the points where fallout at 
various altitudes is expected to 
land at successive hours after the 
attack. When the "isochrones" 
are plotted on a map. they give a 
graphic picture of the areas from 
which people should flee or take 
cover. For a detailed explanation, 
see photo map above. 

These "isochrones" however, do 
not tell the intensity of radio-ac- 
tive fallout. Wliich is dependent 
mostly on the yield of the bomb. 
Nor is there necessarily just one 
direction of fallout from an atom- 
blasted city (as in the above map) 
because high-level winds often 
blow in different directions from 
those at low altitudes and create 
their own separate fallout pat- 
tern. 

2. The long-range program of 
fallout warning, which the Wea- 
ther Bureau calls its "climatolo- 
gical" program, is the plotting 
from wind averages of the most 
likely fallout areas from critical 
target cities so that vital indus- 
tries, control centers, etc.. can be 
located out of those sectors. 

It is a calculated gamble, based 
on the average daily direction and 
speed of the winds up to 80.000 
feet over the past five years. In- 
formation on low-altitude winds 
comes from the regular public 
weather reports; ( that for high- 
altitude wind is obtained from 
recorded radar-wind observations 
at 30,000 and 80,000 feet which 
were originally started to aid jet

Diagnosis of Plant Disease Needs 
Proper Specimens to Analyze

If you want to be sure of an 
accurate diagnosis, and control 
recommendations, for plant ills, 
be sure ycu collect and mail spe- 
cimens correctly. 

Many farmers and home own- 
ers send diseased specimens to 
VPI laboratories for information. 
Keen observation and prompt ac- 
tion on the part of farmers often 
results in the finding of new and 
dangerous diseases and help 
keep pathologist informed on 
current problems, as well as help- 
ing in their control. 

The pathologist depends on 
good plant specimens from an ac- 
rurate diagnosis, so it is impor- 
tant to follow certain procedures 
1 in sending them in. 

Collect the whole diseased plant 
I if practical. Wrap green or ten- 
i der plants in moist paper, or 
' cloth, place them inside a paper 
i box. and mail at once. Write your 
name and address on and within 
the package. If large leaves, such 
as those of tobacco, are to be 
mailed, first press them and then 
lay them between pieces of card- 
hoard, an old magazine, or other 
stiff material, for mailing:. 
For trees and shrubs, since it 



is not practical to send the 
plant, send some of the 
leaves and branches; but 

the entire plant for ohter 
cations of disease. If . 
are found on other parts of the% 
plant, report them, and if prae- , 
tical. send specimens. In the case ' 
of wilts, such as maple wilt, 
Dutch elm disease, or oak wilt. It * 
is necessary to send small length* 
of living diseased wood. Green 
wood that shows dark discolor*- • 
tion underneath the bark should | 
be selected. Dead wood is not - 
suitable for making a proper diag- 
nosis Usually about half a doaen 
such small branches, about one- 
half inch in diameter, and about 
six inches Ion?, are enough. 

In an accompanying letter, de- 
scribe the symptoms of the trou- 
ble as accurately as possible, con- 
trasting these plants with healthy 
ones as to size, shape, and color. 
State the extent of injury in the 
fi"-ld. Name the variety of the crop 
and state whether or not the seed 
was treated. Give as much addi- 
tional history of the case as 
seems pertinent.

The Intercontinental Missile 

Scientists are generally agreed that the first na- 
tion which produces an intercontinental rocket missile 
of the required accuracy will gain a tremendous ad- 
vantage in the present weapons race. That advantage 
might be great enough to decide the issue of victory 
or defeat, if the rocket missiles can be produced in 
quantity and if they constitute a monopoly for the 
country first using them. 

The Nazis, of course, were the first to use 
rockets in World War II and had a rocket missile they' 
used successfully to bombard London in the last 
stages of that conflict. Although this did not bring 
the Germans victory, this does not mean that an- 
other rocket missile will not prove of greater effec- 
tiveness. 

Actually, the Germans never got into full opera- 
tion with their V-2 rockets. The first launching sites 
they so painstakingly built were captured in France 
before the first V-2 was fired. Thus the Allied invas- 
ion came just in time. 

Shortly after the invasion (June 6, 1944), the 
Nazis fired off the first V-2 rockets from Holland, 
hese rockets carried a TNT warhead, or more than 
ivalent, and often wiped out most of a city block 
>ndon when they landed. They traveled at great 
_ T d, thousands of rrtiles an hour (estimated 5,000) 
and\ ascended scores of miles into the upper gas 
layers around the earth before turning and falling 
on England. ** 

At the present time, the race between Russian, 
U. S. and British scientists is to perfect a rocket which 
could travel greater distances. To do this, it is esti- 
mated that the intercontinental rockets would have 
to attain speeds of at least 1 5,000 miles an hour - 
possibly more. 

This conclusion is a recent one. It brings about a 
problem of preventing the rocket missile from dis- 
integrating when it falls into the heavy layer of gases 
which surround the area just above the earth's sur- 
face. As yet— so far as is known— this problem has not 
been solved. 

Yet it has been over ten years since the Ger- 
mans actually used rockets which traveled several 
hundred miles. Both the United States and Russia now 
have German scientists, who helped perfect the 
Nazi rockets, working on rocket projects of greater 
scope. •••^ifll 

There fs no way to tell which country is ahead 
in this — the most important weapons race of the era. 
The new rockets would presumably carry atomic 
warheads and if they could be accurately controlled,

Reminds Farmers 
To Sow Sudan 

Farmers who haven't seeded 
sweet Sudan grass as "drouth in- 
surance" this summer can still 
do so if they rush a bit. 

The deadline is fast approach- 
ing for Sudan seedings this year, 
and farmers who ignore it may 
find themselves in double trouble 
of 1055 turns out to be another 
drouth year.

will provide greatly needed basic 
information for the solution of 
salt water intrusion problems of 
the east coast, the Truck Sta- 
tion will provide office and lab- 
oratory and field research facili- 
ties. 

Mr. Gallatin comes to Norfolk 
to begin this specialized work 
after many years' experience in 
this and related fields. For six 
years, he was stationed at Tela, 
Honduras, employed by the Un- 
ited Fruit Company in soil survey 
and irrigation work. From 1936 
to 1938 he was employed by the 
Soil Conservation Service in soil 
survey work, principally in Geor- 
gia and Tennessee. 

Following his B. S. degree in 
soil science, conferred in 1939 by 
the University of Wisconsin, Mr. 
Gallatin was employed by the 
University of Tennessee until 
1940, when he re-entered the Soil 
Conservation Service and was sta- 
tioned in Florida in soil survey 
work connected with the Ever- 
glades Project. 

It was in 1945 that he was as- 
signed to a research program in 
Florida involving a study of ir- 
rigation, drainage, and salt water 
Intrusion. In 1953 he transferred 
to the Soil and Water Conserva- 
tion Research Branch of the 
U. S. D. A. 

During the ten years in Florida 
working on problems similar to,

Homemakers who purchase 
blouses and other garments 
which are resin treated to make 
them crease resistant will be wise 
to take a tip from their local 
laundryman. Some of these resins 
will, when put into water Con- 
taining bleach, produce destruc- 
tive chlorine containing combin- 
ations. The laundryman'a itip: 
"Be careful with your bleach I j Use 
none or as little as possible ft

mostly on dyed fabrics. Colored 
garments usually aren't bleached. 
New, however, some white, fab- 
rics -with chlorine retentive resin 
finishes are appearing. 

Finish en fabrics which is 
chlorine retentive picks up, bui, 
does not release all the bleach 
no matter after how many rinses. 
After even one washing quite a 
bit of the chemical is retained in 
an inactive state. High pressing 
temperatures set it to work, tech- 
nicians at American Institute of 
Laundering have found. 

A hand iron used to press out 
wrinkles won't usually get the 
temperature up high enough to 
get the fabric bone-dry. A hot 
hand iron will cause the chlorine

One of the new laws author- 
ises the Veterans Administration 
to guarantee or insure loans for 
fsrm housing under the seme 
terms as apply to residential 
housing. The other new law ap- 
plies to those areas where private 
OI loan financing is not avail- 
able and will permit a veteran to 
get a direct loan from the VA to 
buy a farm with an existing 
farmhouse which he intends to 
occupy as his own home, or In 
alter, improve or rspair the home. 

In general these two new laws 
now make OI loans available if 
the proceeds are to be used for 
any of the following purposes: 

1. To purchase a farm on 
which there is a farm residence 
to be occupied by the veteran as 
his heme. 

2. To construct on land owned 
by the veteran a farm residence 
to he occupied by him as his 
home. If there is an indebtedness 
secured by a lien against the land 
owned by the veteran, the pro- 
ceeds of a loan for the construc- 
tion of a farm residence on the 
land may be used to liquidate that 
lien if the indebtedness does not 
exceed the reasonable value of 
the land. * 

3. To repair, alter, or improve 
a farm residence owned by the 
veteran and occupied by him as 
his home. Any repairs, alterations 
and improvements must protect 
or improve the basic living quali- 
ties or utility of the farm resi- 
dence. 

The two new amendments are 
intended to broaden the OI loan 
program to cover the housing 
needs of veterans who live on 
farms on an equality with vet- 
erans who have bought or built 
non-farm homes. No change has 
been made in the basic require- 
ments that <1) the veteran must 
be a satisfactory credit risk, (2) 
his present and anticipated in- 
come must be satisfactory, and 
<3> the heme must meet the ap- 
praisal requirements and mini- 
mum construction standards.

If there is nothing out sand a f 
the site, e x pe rie nce has shown 
that clay should be brought in 
and spread over the area to a 
depth of two to three inches. This 
stabilises the sand below and aids 
in retaining moisture from ratal 
and watering. 

On top of the clay should be 
spread top soil. For best results. 
five to six inches is required. But, 
since top soil is expansive, then 
It can be reduced to three to four 
Inches. Too little top soil will pro- 
duce a shallow-rooted stand of 
gram that will be killed back by 
hot summer sun. 

By definition top soil has hu- 
mus or organic matter in it and it 
is that material that keeps the 
soil porus yet spongy so that 
moisure is retained longer. And of 
course, top soil can be expected 
to have a small amount of plant 
food available. Therefore the 
more top soft the better to about 
six inches — then increases in 
top soil depth give diminishing 
returns. 

Lime Needed 

Ume is needed for practically 
all lawn jobs. R is a characteristic 
of soil in the eastern part of the 
United States to be acetic, and 
since grass does better in an al- 
kaline soil, lime should be used 
when the soil is being prepared 
and should also be used each fall 
and spring as part of the main- 
tenance program. 

Fertilizer is also very benefi- 
cial. A garden type should be used 
—the most common strengths are 
10-6-4 and 6-10-5. The new 
pelletized 8-8-8 is very convenient 
to use and quite satisfactory. We 
do not recommend manure unless 
it has been wied and pulverized 
because the fresh, manure can be 
strong enough to burn end be- 
cause it nearly always contains 
undesirable weed seeds. . 
Bermuda Grass Best 

For the average sunny lawn, 
Bermuda grass is the best for this 
area.

Rye will 
aot live over severs! weeks hi our 
summer neat but it serves its pur- 
pose. 

One big disadvantage of Ber- 
muda to many property owners is 
that it requires nearly full sun 
for best results, so that a satis- 
factory stand cannot be- achieved 
in the shade or semi-shade. In 
fact, much of the property in the 
Bay Colony and Birqneck Point 
areas is too shady for "even the 
so-called "shady" grass seeds. In 
such locations, however, rye grass 
will give a beautiful turf in the 
fan, winter and spring, particu- 
larly if limed and fertilized. 

One important point in lawn 
Cfire; Water is required. After 
seeding, the ground should be 
watered every day until the grass 
is up, and for best results, tho- 
rough watering should be a prac- 
:ice when rainfall is lacking. 



Asparagus Enjoys 
Longer Season 

Fresh asparagus is a seasonal 
treat, in contrast to the many 
other fresh vegetables that now- 
adays are on the market the year 
around. The asparagus season, 
however, Is considerably longer 
than when families had only lo- 
cal supplies. Prom mill- February, 
when the early California crop is 
ready, the season extends Into 
July When the crop comes in f rum 
northern states. The peak supply 
comes in May or June, according 
to the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. The leading producing 
states are California, New Jersey 
and Washington, all furnishing 
asparagus for fresh market and 
for canning or freezing. 

The earliest California crop us- 
ually brings good prices at fresh 
market because of its earliness. 
As the harvest becomes heavier, 
processors purchase. Massachu- 
setts produces a Sizeable late crop 
for fresh market. 

For top quality, asparagus ought i 
to be fresh, tender and firm — 
with close, compact tips. A ten- 
der stalk win be brittle when it 
is broken or easily punctured with 
a fork. The whole stalk, except 
for an inch or two at the base, 
should be tender. Wilted stalks 
or spreading tips often indicate 
that asparagus has been cut too 
long. Angular stalks are likely to 
be tough and saringy. 

Because the tender tips of as- 
paragus need less cooking than 
the stem, cookery specialists sug- 
gest tying the bunches so they 
can stand upright in a deep pan. 
Then, stems can boil in lightly 
salted water while the tips cook 
in a steam. Some homemakers 
use a double boiler for asparagus, 
inverting the upper part over the 
tips to hold in steam. Or, cut as- 
paragus in one-inch lengths and 
cook until almost tender in boil- 



ing water and then put in the tips. 
Allow 10 to 30 minutes to boil as- 
paragus, depending on tenderness. 
To be sure of serving gritless as- 
paragus, strip the small, close 
leaves from the stalk before wash- 
ing. Sand may be hidden under- 
neath. Serve asparagus with melt- 
ed butter, possibly with a few 
drops of lemon juice added. Or 
serve pieces of asparagus cream- 
ed. 

This soring vegetable, related 
to the l}ly of the valley, was re- 
lished by the ancient Greeks and 
Romans, and was called "soerage" 
in the 16th century in England, 
where, according to one writer, 
it was liked raw with "oyl and 
vinegar."

Investments in improvement 
am} construction of new travel ac- 
commodations in Virginia during 
the fiscal year which ended June 
3« equalled or exceeded $25,000 - 
000. the Virginia Travel Councii 
estimates. The Council says that 
daring the last seven years more 
than $100 million in accommo- 
dations and food facilities in Vir- 
ginia have been made to serve 
Virginia's ever-expanding travel 
industry. 

Managing Director Robert P. 
Nelson reported that construction 
under way In Virginia, or an- 
nounced for completion during 
the next 12 months, already ex- 
ceeds SS million, and that indi- 
cations point to at least 112 mil- 
lion m new and improved facili- 
ties during fiscal ltftS-M. 

"Today the majority of Vir- 
ginia's hotels have been com- 
pletely renovated or are in the 
final stages of renovation," the 
Council reports. "New motel con- 
struction has been almost 100% 
construction of the most modern 
and convenient type. Aside, from 
actual construction costs, the 
largest single item of outlay ap- 
pears to have been air condition- 
ing, and the general trend in all 
new construction is to make tele- 
vision sets available on an indi- 
vidual room basis. Where this is 
Impractical, television Is still to 
be had In almost all establish- 
ments through special television 
rooms cr lcbi>y theatres." 

The Council states that millions 
are being poured into retentional 
type facilities throughout the Old 
Dominion, with approximately 100 
swimming-pools having been built 
during the last two years, pri-; 
madly in motels along the high- 
ways or at mountain or beach re- 
sorts. Hundreds of facilities, such 



as shuffleboard, putting greens, 
small game facilities, children's 
playgrounds and golf privileges 
extended guests have been added. 
One major development is the ad- 
dition, almost everywhere it is 
possible to supply them, of spe- 
cial parking lot and garaging for 
hotel guests.

AZALEAS Or TOMORROW 

A GROUP OP MINIATURE AZA- 
LEA PLANTS in one of the U. I 
8. Department of Agriculture's 
research greenhouses at B«lts- | 
»ille. Md., may — in the future — 
mean that nurseries will be able 
to offer these very popular flow- 
ering shrubs Bleed to suit land- 
scaping around low houses or for 
rock gardens. These compact lit- 
tle awrteas. non= more than 8 to 
12 inches high and with a spread 
of only a few inches, look like 
youngsters compared to the big- 
Momed. 5-fo6ttrs growing nearby. 
However, the small azaleas are 9 
or 10 years okl while their large 
neighbors are only about half that 
age. 

The miniature azaleas are • true 
genetic dVawrfs." according to 8. 
L. Emsweller, who is in charge of 
this work of the Agricultural Re- 
search Service. As vet. no true 
dwarf azaleas have been on the 
market, but the unique collection 
at Beltsville mak»s this a likely 
possibility a few years hence. Co- 
lors of the flowers of these little 
plants range from white and va- 
rious pinks to orange-red, and 
from lavendtr to purplish. 

In the course of the depart- 
ment's azalea-"breeding work, Ro- 
bert Pryor became interested in 



tiny sc idlings that occasionally 
aopearcd. instead of discarding 
what might bs considered "runts" 
ameng shrubs generally admired 
for *lze as well as color, he sav- : 
ed and began breeding them. One j 
very interesting specimen Is a > 
dwarf creeping azalea which loots 
promising, especially for rock gar- 
dens. 

These asateas are to bs tested 
for hardiness in various parts of 
the country. When they measure j 
up to standards set for them, nur- 
serymen will be offered cuttings. 
Then the propagation and dis- 
tribution will bs done commer- 
cially, and perhaps a new "chap- 
ter in the history of' one of the 
most beautiful spring-flowering 

shrubs will be recorded.

SPRING GREENS 

GREEN VEGETABLES are im- 
portant in meals because of the 
nutrients they contribute — par- 
ticularly vitamin A value and vi- 
tamin C. the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture suggests to the fa- 
mily food shopper.

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# The 4-H market hog show 
, and sale program in Virginia 
la being revised. 

Beginning this rail all hogs will 
toe graded by a representative of 
the State Division of Markets. 
This falls in line with the new 
hog-grading system initiated by 
the Richmond market this spring. 

All hogs will be graded upon 
arrival on the grounds into four 
grades: US. No. 1. U.S. No. 2, 
VS. No. 3, ' and medium. Only 
VS. No. 1 and 2 will be allowed 
to show. Emphasis will be on 
quality, in order that the produc- 
er of meat-type hogs will be paid 
accordingly. Over-fat hogs will 
face a discount, both in the show 
arid sale. 

fey "meat-type" it means that 
a hog will yield a high percentage 
of his live weight in lean meat 
cuts. Two-thirds of the prize mo- 
ney will be paid to U.S. No. 1 
classes. The remainder will go to 
VB. No. 2. Both singles and pens 
of three will be shown, but all 
hogs must grade the same to be 
shown in a pen of three. After the 
show all hogs will be sold in 
groups according to grade. 

The first show will b* held at 
Front Royal August 11; Bristol, 
September 14; Orange September 
6; Richmond September 30. in 
connection with the Atlantic Ru- 
ral Exposition. Four more shows 
will be held next spring. 

In the production of hogs for 
the 4-H program, club members 
should have animals on feed now 
and weighing 80 to 80 pounds. 
This office can give details. Feed- 
ing and management from now on 
will play a big part in what sort 
of hogs any individual club mem- 
ber will have to show and sell. 
Although breeding plays a big 
ptfrt in production of meat-type 
hogs, many can be "fed into" high 
grades. 



Call Beef Cows Naw 
Say* Lrrrstork Expert 

# Rigid culling of all beef cow 
herds is in order now. 

Beef cattlemen generally find 
this time of year the best time in 
which to do their first culling. 
Cows usually bring their best pri- 
ces, and. coming off spring grass, 
are usually in good condition. 
Soon afterward, pastures start to 
weaken and farmers find it best 
to get rid of their undesirables 
and save their grass for the cat- 
tle to be carried through until 
fall. 

The first cows to bt singled out 
for market should he those which 
failed to calve. Any commercial 
beef cow which does not produce 
a living calf should be sent to 
market and replaced with a hei- 
fer. The first time a commercial 
cow fails to calve should be her 
last time. 

The next kind of cows singled 
out for culling should be the poor 
milkers — cows which do a poor 
job of raising their calves. Sev- 
eral years ago a cow.which milk- 
ed poorly and raised a light 
weight calf could make money, 
but now, she will be little more 
than paying for her feed. It is 
better to replace her with a hei- 
fer whic hcan be expected to be 
a better producer. 

This is also a good time to get 
rid of those cows of nondescript 
breeding. The market demand 
now is for a well-bred calf which 
has no traces whatsoever-of scrub 
or dairy breeding. Calves produc- 
ed by low quality cows grade low 
and sell at a discount. It costs no 
more to care for and feed a good 
cow in the herd than it does a 
good one. 

Over-age cows also should be 
culled. When a cow reaches a 
point where her calves are not as 
heavy as they once were because 
of declining milk supply, or she 
is getting hard to winter, it's time 
to exchange her for a young ani- 
mal. 

Cows which need to be culled 
for other reasons, but do have 
calves at side which will develop 
into high quality, well-grown 
feeder calves this fall, should be 
culled after the calves are wean- 
ed in October.

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of the beetle have been reported 
from nearby Tennessee, and from 
one county in North Carolina In 
Virginia this year it has been 
found in Mecklenburg county corn. 
The last recorded severe damage 
done by the sugarcane beetle in 
Virginia was in 1914. Control re- 
commendations are forthcoming. 
Fringed White Beetle 

Entomologists are also on the 
alert for the white fringed beetle, 
an insect not yet reported in Vir- 
ginia, but likely present. It is 
known to be at Rocky Mount. N. 
C . and it's doubtful if Virginia 
can get by much longer without 
reported infestations. The quick- 
er the infestation is spotted, the 
easier will be the control. The 
beetle seriously damages many 
fields and garden crops, orna- 
mentals and wild plants. If infes- 
tations are found, state and fed- 
eral quarantine personnel will 
take over direction of the control 
measures. 

June beetle adults are attack- 
ing corn in the Tidewater area. 
Infestations are medium and spot- 
ted in the entire area. Adults only 
have been found. No controls are 
advised. 

, A bright spot is the appearance 
of the beneficial ground beetle 
in alfalfa fields in a few areas of 
the state. Reports and specimens 
have been received from Pittsyl- 
vania, Spotsylvania and Cumber- 
land. 

The first general infestation of 
Japanese bettles so far this year 
is reported from Princess Anne 
County. Norfolk is also having 
trouble. 



Pine Beetle Endangers 
Some Stands In Virginia 

9 Some of Virginia's stands of 
pine trees are suffering from 
a hurricane hangover. Dr. J. o. 
Rowell, entomologist at VPI. de- 
clares that many of the trees 
blown down during Hurricane Ha- 
zel lodged against standing trees. 
An insect called the pine engraver 
beetle, or IPS beetle, attacks the 
blown-over trees, then travels to 



the healthy trees where the two 
are in contact. In this way, he 
explains, a large Insect popula- 
tion can be built up which can 
destroy all the trees in the stand. 

Reports are coming in from 
North Carolina and other south- 
ern states that there is an out- 
break of the pine engraver beetle 
which has reached epidemic pro- 
portions. It can easily happen in 
Virginia* 

Many forest landowners have 
already cut down and salvaged 
these blown-over pine trees. If 
they can be salvaged— fine. If 
they can't, they still should be 
cut down and any part of the cut 
tree removed from contact with 
the living healthy trees. The da- 
maged trees, if removed now, can 
be cut into the same products 
they normally would be in a re- 
gular logging operation. The own- 
er should see the pulpwood buyer 
or sawmill operator before he cuts 
them into any particular product. 



MOURNING DOVES 
POPULATION DECLINES 

According to C. P. Phelps, chief 
of the game division of the Com- 
mission of Game and Inland Fish- 
eries, a recent morning "call 
count" of mourning doves showed 
a decrease in the number of these 
game birds as compared to last 
year. Phelps says that this cen- 
sus may have little significance, 
however, as the sample taken was 
too small to be definitive. 

Observations by laymen and re- 
presentatives of the field staff of 
the game commission indicate a 
considerably greater number than 
at this time in 1954. It is believ- 
ed, therefore, accsording to Mr. 
Phelps, that if conditions contin- 
ue normally, there will be a big 
crop of doves next September.

The Commission of Game and 
Inland Fisheries has just com- 
pleted a study of the effects of 
high tides in May and June on 
the clapper rail population of the 
Eastern Shore of Virginia. It was 
found that during mid-May high 
tides destroyed numerous nests of 
this game bird which builds in the 
tidal marches. On June 8 and 9, 
not only a considerable number 
of nests, but also many young 
birds weer victims of the high 
tides.

Princess Anne County continues 
to lead all other political subdi- 
visions in this area in new resi- 
dential construction during the 
first half of the year, according 
to figures compiled and released 
by the Builders and Contractors 
Exchange. 

Permits that totaled $11,002,300 
were issued in residential con- 
struction in Princess Anne County 
from January 1, 1955 through 
June 30, 1955. This represents an 
increase of $5,218,000 over the 
same period in 1954. 

Norfolk County ranks second to 
Princess Anne, but is far behind 
with $5,797,265 worth of con- 
struction. This reflects an in- 
crease in construction, however. 

Norfolk City residential con^ 
struction was also on the rise, 
probohly due in part to the ac- 
quisition of the Tanner's Creek 
District. Permits for $3,114,145 
were issued in Norfolk City.

Nature Lovers from All Over U.S. 
Expected for Week - long Festival 



Nature lovers from far and 
wide will be very much in evi- 
dence here this week conincident 
with the blooming of the wild 
American yellow lotus in a large 
major growth, perhaps the last 
in the country, a few miles south 
of this resort. 

A week-long festival, in honor 
of the occasion, will get under 
way Friday with the climaxing 
event being the coronation ball, at 
which the Lotus Queen will be 
crowned, July 28 at the Surf 
Beach Club. 

The Cape Henry Woman's Club 
is sponsoring the festival, which 
the members are using as a 
springboard to call attention to 
the rare growth of a typical Am- 
erican plant, and to take such 
steps as may be deemed neces- 
sary to preserve it for posterity. 

Already alerted to the threat of 
the disappearing lotus is the State 
Conservation and Development 
Commission, which, at the insis- 
tence of the club, made the first 
transplanting last Spring to the 
Fairystone State Park in western 
Virginia, A number of nationally- 
known botanical experts are 
looking for other areas conducive 
to the growth of the lotus. 

The main objective of the Lotus 
Festival is to induce nature lov- 
ers to see the thousands of plants 
during their annual blooming 
season, now under way and con- 
tinuing through early August. 

Resort officials, particularly 
those in the Chamber of Com- 
merce and other business groups, 
are unanimous in their agreement 
that the influx of holiday seekers 
thus far in July has never been 
excelled in any past season. 

What's more encouraging is the 
safety record that has been es- 
tablished, particularly over the 
teeming Fourth of July week-end 
which saw no untoward happen- 
ings to bring out police and fire 
contingents and the resort's own 
Rescue Squad, a unique organiza- 
tion of volunteers which is trained 
to render a wide variety of service 
and meet practically any emer- 
gency. 

To this historical region. ■ vir- 
tually in the shadow of the sand 
dunes of Cape Henry where the 
first English settlers landed 348 
years ago. the, lotus is much more 
than an attractive marsh flower. 

In 1607 when the first colonists 
landed here, the native wild Am- 
erican yellow lotus was found 



growing profusely in water gar- 
dens tended by Indians, who used 
the starch tubers and seeds for 
food. Since the colonists depended 
on the food supplies brought 
from England, or upon the grain 
and vegetables they could barter 
from the Indians, it is believed 
they likewise got to know the 
value of the lotus for its edible 
parts. 

While there are lotus still to 
be seen in isolated spots from On- 
tario -eastward and south to Flo- 
rida, and west to Michigan, Illi- 
nois, and Nebraska, only at near- 
by Sand Bridge is it known to 
flourish in any quantity. In sea- 
son, the lotus blooms cover more 
than a mile of marshland. 

It is an impressive scene. Pale 
golden yellow in color, the many 
petaled flower broadens out to 
from four to 10 inches when open. 
It stands from two to four feet 
above the water's surface. The 
leaves, of a blue-green hue, vary 
in diameter up to 24 inches.

Right in Nor- 
folk the present clerk of the city's corporation and 
Circuit courts were appointed by judges. Also the 
present Commonwealth's Attorney in Norfolk and the 
City tergeent were appointed by city judges. 

H can also be pointed out that in recent months 
in cities and in counties the electorial boards have 
bean appointed by the courts and in Nbrfolk City 
•van the justices of the peace are appointed. In some 
cities an appointment may be made through agree- 
ment among several judges. 

Wa are not critical of the editorial nor are we 
arguing the question of appointments but we do 
wish to point out that this appointive power is not 
restricted to "counties but is aiso employed by city 
judges as well.

The Hoover Commission says 
that adoption of its 362 economy 
proposals would save the govern- 
ment many billions of dollars — 
enough to balance the budget and 
reduce ta»c». 

It says that these savings could 
bp nude without cutting the na- 
tion's military strength and the 
Public Work* Program and with- 
out impairing Health. Education 
and Welfare Programs. 

Estimates vary as to the total 
savings. However, it to generally 
estimated that the amount could 
reach $8 billion a year. 

Another $10 billion could be ob- 
tained by the government if it re- 
covered funds tied up in various 
federal agencies. 

Despite What these savings 
would mean to the taxpayer, eco- 
nomy advocates are disturbed by 
the public apathy. Those clamor- 
ing for more spending are making 
the most noise. 

The Hoover Commission has 
raised Hhese important questions: 
How much federal government 
should there be? Should the. gov- 
ernment engage in the nursery 
business? Should it manufacture 
crates and wooden boxes when 
private facilities are available to 
do so at less cost to the taxpayer? 
Should it continue to manufacture 
paint? 

These and many other ques- 
tions should be answered — and 
many activities should be return- 
ed to private tax-paying enter- 
prises as soon as possible. 

Here are some examples of big 
government found by task forces 
of the Hoover group: 

The federal government em- 
ploys 2.3 million civilians and has 
an annual payroll of approxi- 
mately 19 billion. 

The government has 250,000 
full-time employees, at a total cost 
of $4 billion a year, to create and 
handle some 25,000,000,000 pieces 
of paper annually (exclusive of 
the tons used in printing manuals, 
pamphlets, periodicals, etc.). 

Twenty-six federal departments 
and agencies engage in one or 
more health activities at an esti- 
mated cost of over $4 billion. 

There are 104 agencies, instru- 
mentalities or entities of the fed- 
eral government engaged in lend- 
ing, guaranteeing or insuring ac- 
tivities. They employ about forty 
thousand. The government has an 
investment of about $16.9 billion 
in these organizations and they 
are authorized to borrow $14.1 
billion of additional funds from 
the Treasury.

SPHAGNUM MOSS 

Imagine sowing annual 
and growing the plants w a u« 
Inches in height, planting some in 
the garden this year and holding 
the rest until next year without 
their growing one inch. This can 
and is frequently done with 
sphagnum moss. 

Sphagnum (pronounced spag'- 
num) moss is a rather unusual 
type of material- In its natural 
state, the moss is found in bogs 
of the colder climates and fre- 
quently in lakes, ponds and in 
swamps. Sphagnum bogs are very 
common in Canada and in Labra- 
dor, where we have observed the 
living moss bogs to be greenish- 
yellow in appearance. The plants 
grow and mat together as the 
long fiber-like stems develop and" 
eventually choke over the entire 
water surface. 

As the plants get older the 
moss becomes thicker and deeper 
and the lower, older plants die, 
fall to the bottoms of the bogs 
and ponds where they decompose 
to form peat moss, a well-known 
gardening aid. 

commercially sphagnum moss 
Is valued for its ability to retain 
tremendous amounts of water and 
other liquids. It will hold thir- 
teen times its own weight in wa- 
ter! This is the type of packing 
material that is valued by mail 
order nurseries and wholesale 
growers to wrap dormant plants 
in to keep them damp during 
transportation. During the early 
wars, the moss was frequently 
Wrapped in cloth to be used as 
a compress for absorbing blood. 

Another horticultural use of 
sphagnum moss is for propaga- 
tion by Chinese air layering of 
plants. This is done by wounding 
the plant stem either by twist- 
ing, girdling or notching and then 
wrapping the wound with damp 
sphagnum. The moss is In turn 
covered with polythene plastic and 
tied in place. The plastic pre- 
vents the escape of moisture and 
in time the plant will initiate 
roots at the wound and establish 
itself in tile moss. The new paint 
may then be separated from Its 
parent by cutting the stein below 
the moss ball. Rhodedendrdhs are 



frequently handled in this man- 
ner as are rubber plants; however, 
it will work on many others. 



If dried sphagnum is shredded 
through a '/«-inch mesh wire, the 
moss may then be dampened and 
placed m a flat or flower pot. 
Tamp it lightly and sow your 
flower seeds over the top. Cover 
larger seeds with from % to Vt 
inch of shredded moss and place 
a pane of glass over the container. 
As the seedlings germinate, give 
them more and more ventilation 
until the glass is removed entire- 
ly. Keep them watered and as 
they get larger, a little soluble 
fertilizer will stimulate additional 
growth. Wherf large enough, the 
seedlings may be planted in your 
flower border. If you withhold the 
nutrient solution to the plants 
left in the moss, they will stop 
growing larger and simply remain 
in an arrested stage of develop- 
ment. Many plants may be kept 
in this manner for over a year 
and then planted where you want 
them to grow. Keep them watered, 
and they will remain a source of 
supply for later blooms.

HARVEST, rLANTWO, BOTH 
UNDERWAY IN JULY 

The home gardener hp* dou- 
ble trouble this month. Har- 
vesting the sprint? garden and 
planting the fall garden should 
both be underway. 

Here are a few harvesting tips 
on various vegetables: 

Harvest sweet earn when the 
kernels are in the milky stage and 
before the contents become of a 
doughy feel. When at the right 
stage, moderate pressure from 
the thumbnail should break the 
kernel. Make the test only a few 
times to test your judgment, as 
pulling down the husk may re- 
duce quality. Learn to judge the 
maturity by feeling the ear. The 
husk should be tight and the silk 
brown. 

One of the vegetables hardest 
to harvest at the right time is 
watermelon. The old "thumping" 
test may help those with a keen 
ear and considerable experience. 
Thump the melon and if it is 
green, you may hear a metallic 
ring. If ripe, the sound will be 
muffled and dead. An easier way, 
although not always definite, is 
to examine the rind where it 
touches the ground. The melon is 
usually ripe when this area has 
turned from white to pale yellow.

Crook neck squash should be four 
to five inches long. White bush or 
Patty Pan squash, sometimes 
called eymbUngs. should be no 
more than two or three inches 
across. The IUllan narrow type, 
which is shaped somewhat like • 
cucumber, should be from six 
to seven inches long. 

OsJsns are usually mature when 
about one-half the tops bend over 
and turn brown. These should be 
cured in a dry, well ventilated 
space. 

For home use, f ssaa fsra should 
always be vine-ripened, unless 
there is danger of frost. Color is, 
of course, the easiest way to judge 
the maturity stage of a tomato. 
Color is especially important if 
the tomato is to be canned. 

tmatmv the PaR Garden 

m Several vegetables must be 
planted again this month to 
maintain a continuous supply. In 
this month plant for sweet corn 
and possibly tomatoes. Almost 
any time this month, plant snap 
beans, radishes, broccoli, collards, 
and cabbage. Later plant kale, 
mustard, turnip greens and spin- 
ach. Virginia Savoy spinach will 
probably produce better If planted 
In August or early Sep tember, but 
July is a good time to plant the 
new variety of broccoli, Waltham 
29. 

Work old plant residue into the 
soil, or place it in a compost pile. 
If plants are heavily diseased, 
burn them. The seedbed should 
be well prepared and smooth, but 
It should be worked shallow to 
prevent loss of moisture in what

jmay be a dry season. A 5-10-5 or 
5-10-10 commercial fertiliser may 
be broadcast and worked Into the 
soil. There will probably be some 
fertiliser left in the soil from the 
spring garden, so reduce the 
amount for the fall garden. The 
amount to use will depend some- 
what on how the previous crop 
grew. The recommendation for 
the spring garden is 25 to 30 
pounds of commercial fertilizer 
per 1.000 square feet. The amount 
possibly can be reduced to 10 off 



15 pounds per 1,000 square feet 
for the fall garden. 

1 July is generally a hot, dry 
month, so make every effort pos- 
sible to conserve Mil moisture. 
Plant seed a little deeper to take 
advantage of the lower level soil 
moisture. After the seed has been 
covered and the soil gently press- 
ed over them, a layer of about Vt 
Inch of sawdust over the row will 
help conserve moisture and pre- 
vent a crust. . i

USS'Forestal, Largest Warship, 
Will Be Commissioned October I 



The USS Porestal, the world's 
largest warship and first of a 
new class of attack aircraft car- 
riers, will be commissioned Sat- 
urday, October 1, at the Norfolk 
Naval Shipyard, Portsmouth. Va., 
the Navy announced today. 

Rear Admiral I. N. Kiland. 
USN. Commandant of the Fifth 
Naval District, will read the com- 
missioning directive placing the 
Forrestal in active service. Sev- 
eral thousand crewmembers and 
guests, including many high rank- 
ing military officials, are expected 
to be present. 

Prior to the actual delivery of 
the vessel to the Navy, the For- 
restal wul undergo builder's and 
Navy acceptance trials. The New- 
port News Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Co. will take the carrier to 
sea on August 16, and 17, for tests. 
On August 20, and September 1, 
the Forrestal will again go to sea, 
this time with a Navy inspection 
team on board. 

On September 29, two days be- 
fore the commissioning ceremon- 
ies,' the Forrestal will be moved 
from Newport News construction 
docks to the Naval Shipyard in 
Portsmouth. There the Navy will 
take delivery of the vessel.

Johnson, prospective commanding 
officer of the Forrestal. plans for 



Vaccine Developed 
To Control Disease 

A new type vaccine, which has' 
proved effective against both the 
carrier and the clinical stage of 
bovine leptospirosis, has been de- 
veloped at VP1 by two Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station veteri- 
nary scientists. 

The two scientists, Dr. W. O. 
Hoag and Dr. W B. Bell, explain 
that the disease costs TJ..S. live- 
stock raisers many thousands of 
dollars daily. 

The American Veterinary Med- 
ical Association, which made the 
initial announcement of the new 
vaccine, explains that the losses 
from the disease come chiefly 
from abortions, lowered milk pro- 
duction, sterility, loss of weight, 
and deaths. Symptoms may be 
confused with those of other live- 
stock diseases — emphasizing the 
need for accurate veterinary diag- 
nosis. 

Futher studies are underway to 
determine the duration of the ef- 
fectiveness of the vaccine, the best 
age to vaccinate, the storage qual- 
ities of the vaccine, and other 
factors.

The commissioning is the cli- 
max of over three years of con- 
struction work on the new car- 
rier. Her keel was laid in July. 
1952, and the ship was launched 
last December. 

Since that time the 1.036 foot 
long aircraft carrier has been 
berthed at a fitting out pier in 
Newport News, where catapult, 
electronic, and other types of 
equipment were installed. The 
dock trial test of her engines was 
successfully held in June. 

Nearly 60,000 tons of metal have 
gone into the construction of the 
Forrestal. Her width of 252 feet 
is enough to hold the liners Un- 
ited States and America side by 
side. 

Three sisterships are presently 
under construction. They are the 
Saratoga, Ranger and Indepen- 
dence. 

The Forrestal class of carrier is 
the latest development of a long 
line of airqraft carriers beginning 
with the USS Langley, a convert- 
ed collier commissioned in 1922. 

A crew of 3.500 men will man 
the ship. Many of the officers and 
men have already gathered at 
Newport News and at the Nor- 
folk Naval Base for training pur- 
poses and to become familiar with 
"their" ship. 

Following commissioning the 
Forrestal will stay at the Norfolk 
Naval Shipyard for 60 days for 
outfitting purposes. The new air- 
craft carrier will later join the 
U. S. Atlantic Fleet for shake- 
down cruise training.

Keep Your Child Safe 

Virginia has made remarkable 
strides in lowering the commun- 
icable disease rate among chil- 
dren, but deaths caused by acci- 
dents are still appalling. 

Miss Amilia Puller, home eco- 
nomics specialist at VPI. points 
out that more Virginia children 
die from accidental causes than 
from diarrhea, measules, liptheria, 
menegitis, poliomyelitis, whoop- 
ing cough, scarlet fever and tu- 
berculosis combined. 

High on the list of accidents to 
babies and children are burns. A 
practice which freqnently endan- 
gers the young child is the mo- 
ther's thoughtless habit of leav- 
ing handles of pots on the stove 
turned so the child can grasp 
them and turn the contents over. 
If young children cannot be kept 
out of the kitchen, .keep them in 
a pen out of reach of the stove or 
hot appliance. 

In 1953 (the last year for which 
figures are available) home fires 
and explosions took the lives of 
45 children under the age of 15. 
In most cases these could be trac- 
ed to unsafe habits. Some fires. 
were started by children who had 
not been taught that matches are 
dangerous. Some were innocent 
victims of a parent's folly In 
starting a fire with kerosene, gas- 
oline or other solvent. 

Suffocation accounted for the 
deaths of 48 children. Almost halt 
of these suffocated in their beds. 
Others swallowed or Inhaled ob- 
jects which prevented breathing. 
Even Aspirin Dangerous 
Leaving poisonous substances 
within reach of young hands was 
the cause of death for five other 
children. Often the materials were 
unlabeled and not considered poi- 
sonous. Kerosene, cleaning com- 
pounds, insecticides, medicine — 
even aspirin — may be dangerous. 
In fact, anything a child can 
swallow, which is not food, may 
foe unsafe. 

Miss Fuller points out that safe- 
ty begins in the home — it's a 
family matter. Younger members, 
of the family must be protected 
until they are old enough to be 
taught safety habits. However,

There is » current wave of re- 
llcious Interest in the United 
State*. Of that there can be no 
question. Does this religious in- 
terest constitute a religious re- 
vival? 

Church attendance to up ev- 
erywhere. Crowded churches are 
not Qw exception; they are the 
rule. The President sets the na- 
tion an example in piety by regu- 
larly attending services. There Is 
a disposition to open public 
events, even football games, with 
prayer. Church going is now so 
general that we are apt to look 
askance at a neighbor who never 
attends. "I guess he's all right," 
wo may say dubiously, "but he 
never goes to church." 

Is all of this the indication of a 
real religious revival? I suggest 
five criteria by which it may be 
tested: 1. What is the object of 
its worship? 2. Does it call men 
to r ep ent e ncc rather than to self- 
approval? 3. Is it producing the 
moral and ethical fruits of Chris- 
faith? 4. Is it true to the 



spirit of the New Testament? 5. 
Is it God-given rather than man- 
engineered? 

Judge foe Youvself . 

Each reader may make his own 
judgment. My own answer, after 
close and careful consideration, is 
that the current return to reli- 
gion is not a genuine religious re- 
vival. I cannot in this space give 
a complete appraisal, but let me 
call attention briefly to the third 
consideration only. We know that 
a real revival of religion should 
improve the moral tone. The Wes- 
leyon revival did this in Eng- 
land. The revival led by Savona- 
rola changed the moral life of 
Florence and, indeed, of all Italy. 
The Lutheran Reformation bore 
fruit in improved moral standards 
in northern Europe. The Moody 
revivals, and even those of Billy 
Sunday, produced similar results 
if on a more modest scale. 

A genuine religious revival 
would lift the moral tone of Am- 
erica. This is not happening. A 
revival of religion would reduce 
the crime rate; instead the crime 
rate is rising. Last year the crime

Libel Suits Filed 



Heat Brings No Complaints From 
Businessmen; Vacationists Throng

Are Dismissed 

Libel charges against Altoin R. 
Mailhes, general manager of the 
Sun-News, were dismissed on two 
charges made by James E. Heath, 
defeated candidate for common- 
wealth's attorney hi the Jjly 12 
Primary, in the Princess Anne 
County Trial Justice Court last 
Friday. 

After hearing brief testimony by 
Heath and after 'cross examina- 
tion of two witnesses. Trial Jus- 
tice Judge J. Davis Reed, Jr., 
said "I can see no crime com- 
mitted by Mr. Mailhes on the evi- 
dence presented." 

Mailhes' attorney, Richard B. 
Rellam, introduced two abstracts 
of convictions in Heath's name 
covering the dates in 1900 and 
1952 that Heath had contended 
made the Sun-News manager 
guilty of lrbel. 

Heath told the court that he 
could not remember one of the 
county contained in the abstracts. 
Judge Reed ruled that the infor- 
mation as published was done so 
in good faith. 

Judge* Reed dismissed both 
charges made by Heath, one per- 
taining to the wording of a paid 
political • advertisement and the 
other pertaining to the wordage 
in an editorial appearing in a 
pre-election special edition of the 
Bun-News.

Chrysler Unveils 
Body Plant 

A revolutionary new automo- 
bile body assembly and painting 
operation which sets a new In- 
dustry standard to exterior auto 
finishes was shown newsmen last 
week at Chrysler Division's newly 
completed 920,000,000 body plant 
on East Jefferson Avenue in De- 
troit. 

Never before used to the mass 
producing of automobiles to the 
United States, the new body as- 
sembly and painting technique is 
another Chrysler "first" to qual- 
ity production pioneering, offlcals 
of the company declare. 

The hew process, which Involves 
assembling hood bonnet, fenders, 
deck lids and body prior to metal 
finishing and painting, is only 
one of the many new methods in 
auto manufacturing to be used in 
the new plant, which adds 667.000 
square feet of floor space to the 
Chrysler Division's already exten- 
sive faculties. It includes a 14- 
mile long continuous conveyor 
system, longest in the industry, 
which moves through three plants 
and spans nine-lane Jefferson 
Avenue on a conveyor bridge. 

When in full production on *S6 
cars the new plant will provide a 
40% increase in production of 
Chrysler and Imperial cars, to a 
maximum of 1,200 units per day. 

The new painting system em- 
bodies the latest automatic equip- 
ment in the industry. "In the past, 
fenders, hoods and bodies thru- 
out the industry have been fin- 
ished and painted in separate de- 
partments and assembled later," 
said E. c. Quinn, president of the 
Chrysler Division. "Our as-a-unit 
painting technique in the new 
plant is possible because we are 
set up for assembly of fenders, 
hoods and deck lids to bodies pri- 
or to metal finishing and paint- 
ing."

'"Traffic signs mre signs of Me. 
Know them and obey them." 

Chief Reeves E. Johnson of the 
Virginia Beach Police Department 
gave that advice to motorists this 
week as he urged them to support 
the "Agns Of Life" program of 
Che Virginia Beach police and the 
Governor's Highway Safety Com- 
mittee. 

This program is designed to 
promote better knowledge of traf- 
fic signs and signals and to en- 
courage strict obedience to them, 
'•Traffic sign locations are de- 
termined by careful engineering 
studies." Chief Johnson said. 
"Whenever you see one there'* a 
sound reason for its presence, and 
It's to your advantage to cbey it." 

Chief Johnson emphasized that 
traffic signs, signals and pave- 
ment markings for both motorists 
and pedestrians should be given 
the same obedience accorded a 
traffic officer. 

Learn by Shape 

He advised motorists to learn 
the "Signs of Life" by shape so 
that they may be recognized on 
sight. Due to recent revisions in 
the manual on uniform traffic 
control devices, he said, vacation- 
ing motorists may see signs of 
unfamiliar shape and color. The 
manual now recommends that the 



octagonal stop sign be red Instead 
of yellow, ft also recommends the 
use of a "YieW Right of Way" 
sign, triangular in shape and yel- 
low in color. In Virginia, the 
former is replacing the Old yel- 
low sign end the latter is uni- 
versally in use. This brings the 
number of basic sign shapes to 
six. Chief Johnson listed them as 
follows: 

^fight-sided: yeUow or red. 
This sign means STOP — one 
message, one requirement. Never 
anything else. 

2— Diamond, yellow: This sign 
indicates danger ahead, carrying 
such messages as "Slow." "Mar- 
row Bridge," "School." "Ken 
Working," or the directional sym- 
bols describing curves, intersec- 
tions, side roads, etc. It means to 
slow down, be alert. ' 

3— Rectangles, white: Tens of 
speed limits, marks no passing 
zones, gives other regulatory in- 
formation such as parking rules. 
Obey its message. 

4— Triangular, yellow: This sign 
is the "Yield Right of Way." ft 
tells the motorist to defer to the 
driver on the intersecting street. 
However, he need not come to a 
fun stop except when necessary 
to avoid traffic on the intersect- 
ing street.

August I Set 

As Deadline For 
'56 Allocations 



A date of August 1, 1956. has 
been established as the final date 
on which the county Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
committee may accept requests 
for new 1*56 wheat allotments, W. 
F. Hunger, chairman of the Prin- 
cess Anne County A8C has an- 
nounced. * 

Under the wheat allotment pro- 
gram a "new farm" is one on 
which no wheat was seeded in 
any of the years 19M. 1964 and 
1966. To apply for an allotment 
the farm operator must fie an 
application with the county ASC 
office. Blank application forms 
are available for use in filing the 
requests. 

To be considered for a new farm 
allotment, farmers will be re- 
quired to furnish certain informa- 
tion for the consideration of the 
county committee. Such infor- 
mation would include the reason 
for requesting an allotment, why 
wheat should be produced rather 
than some other small gram, and 
why no wheat was seeded during 
the past three years, and an ex- 
planation of the crop rotation 
system. Also the operator must 
expect to derive at least half of 
his livelihood from the farm. 

Mr. Hunger explained that any 
wheat allotments granted to new 
farms must come out of a small 
reserve which the county com- 
mittee will establish for that pur- 
pose. 

"This reserve naturally win not 
be large, since any wheat allot- 
ment acreage set aside for new 
, farms must reduce the total al- 
lotment for old established wheat 
farms by that amount," the chair- 
man declared. 



Forest Products 
Tax Returns 
At New Low 



Forest products tax returns for 
the fiscal year 1954-55, according 
to returns posted by the State De- 
partment of Taxation, showed a 
drop of 6 out of 8 categories and 
resulted in the lowest total col- 
lected for a full year since the tax 
was imposed in 1948. Total tax 
collected was $104,367.88— a 6% 
drop of $5,749.26 from last year's 
report. 

Returns from sawmills for lum- 
ber they manufactured dropped 
to $45,026.45, the lowest ever. It 
represented a decrease of 12%. 
Returns for logs was $8,389.23, 
7% less; for railroad crossties, $1,- 
583.83, a drop of 33% ; for mine 
props, etc., $426.68, a decline of 
38%; for cooperage stock, $1,700.-

Lawn Care 

Frequent kgnt applications of 
fertiliser, particularly a high ni- 
trogen fertiliser, will make your 
grass have the dark green color 
that is so desireo. Use 8-8-S or a 
similar strength about every two 
weeks. Sprinklers are on the mar- 
ket now that have a provision 
for inserting s cartridge of high- 
ly concentrated fertiliser. The ma- 
terial slowly dissolves as the de- 
vice Is used so that a lawn can be 
easily fertilised and watered at 
the same time. 

During the summer lawns 
should not be out as short as dur- 
ing the cooler months.

Carelessness Makes 
Home DangereeB Mae* 

# Carelessness in the rural 
heme made it a dangerous 
place to be in '954. 

Statistics now available from 
the Virginia Rural Safety Coun- 
cil show the rural home was the 
scene of 297 accidental (non- 
transport) deaths in 1954— up 31 
from the year before. 

Overall accidental deaths in 
rural Virginia mounted to 557, an 
increase of 47 over 1953. 

Death played a heavier hand on 
the farm and in public places, too. 
Twenty more farmers died acci- 
dentally than in 1953; and 17 
more met their deaths in public 
places Only classification showing 
a deficit was "unspecified places." 

Fires and explosions nosed to 
the tap as cause of deaths, ac- 
counting for 137 of the total. 
Falls, 1953's leading eane, was 
relegated to second place. Bat It 
wasn't a big drop — down only 
three. 

The ten leading causes were the 
same as the year before, with 
some minor Juggling in-4hejr place 
on the list. In order for 19o4>they 
were: fires and explosions, 137; 
falls, 132; drownings. 82; fire- 



. 33; machinery. 7$; inhala- 
tion of food. etc.. 20, suffocation 
in bed, 19; other mechanical suf- 
focation, 14; blows from falling 
objects, 13. and poisoning, 13. 

Most of the increase ui deaths 
occurred among adults 2d to 86 
years of age, and in the group 
designated as "old age"— 85 years 
and over.

Top was Aecomac, with 28, 
followed by Fairfax with 22. and 
Norfolk with 21. Other counties 
with ten or over- were Albemarle, 
Caroline, Chesterfield, Halifax.

out that day temperatures rise 
higher than brooding tempera- 
tures at times, making the Job of 
keeping poults comfortable one 
of keeping them cooler rather 
than warmer. At the same time, 
night temperatures usually drop 
below brooding temperature, so 
some heat is required. 

These varying temperatures 
pose a different problem than 
during the cool weather when the 
temperature is always lower than 
brooding temperature.

Summer brooding requires more 
room than cool weather brooding.

The two most critical periods 
in the life of growing turkeys are 
just after they are hatched and 
when they are put on range. Both 
periods are marked by severe and 
abrupt changes in environment. 



and both periods are the times of 
greatest mortality. A poult that 
dies when several days old means 
a loss of 50 to 90 cento. A turkey 
that dies when 8 to 10 weeks old 
has eaten some feed and repre- 
sents a cash loss of 80 cents to 
$1.40. 

There are several ways to 
ease the change from 
house to range. The 
be ctardened ofi by 
ry increasing the amownt Of 
ventilation, always having a 
comfortably warm place far the 
pawns, and at the same thaw 
keeping room 'temperature as 
tow as passible. 

Placing range feeders and wa- 
terers in the brooder house or on 
the sunporch helps the poults be- 
come accustomed to the new equip- 
ment. Then when the poults are 
first on the range, a few of the 
smaller brooder house feeders and 
waterers may save some of the 
more timid birds. Hand feeding a 
grazing crop in the brooder house 
teaches the poults what it Is and 
they will graze immediately when 
placed on range. A sunporch adds 
extra floor space at a low cost 
and lets the poults get used to the 
wind, rain and direct sun. 



Between 14.00A and 15,000 farm 
residents will be killed In acci- 
dents this year if the 1955 death 
rate conforms with that of pre- 
vious years. Another 1.200.000 or 
more may be injured. 

According to the National Safe- 
ty Council, which with the De- 
partment of Agriculture is co- 
sponsoring National Farm Safety 
Week this week, farming to the 
nation's third most hazardous in- 
dustry. Mining and construction 
have a higher rata of work deaths 
per 100,000 workers, but agricul- 
ture has the highest number of 
accidental work deaths.

You 
ehould Have * ctosef for all clean- 
ing «<|uipment. Use a market teas- 
Ice^ to hoHT s!hatt pieces of equip- 
ment and supplies and carry from 
room to room. 

Hard surfaced walks or paths 
hetp keep dirt out of the house. 
Mats and scrapers placed near en- 
trances serve as reminders. Keep 
walks, steps and porches clean, 
and have a place near the en- 
trance for toots and rubbers. 

The amount of cleaning may 
lie reduced by adequate stor- 
age. Rave shelves or racks for 
magazines, waste baskets in 
•very room, hampers for soil- 
ed clothes, a storage place for 
personal possessions, and one 
for toys i you have children. 

Certain finishes can be cleaned 
more easily than others. Consid- 
er washable paint, hard-surfaced 
floors. 

Use long-handled brushes for 
cleaning walls and high surfaces, 
and sturdy step ladders with at- 
tached shelf to hold containers of 
water. 

Cleaning involves muscular ac- 



tivity, learn how to lift heavy db- 
Jeets with a minimum of etfort. 
Squatting rather than bending 
when dusting or washing bass 
boards relieves strain on the back 
muscles, maintains good posture. 
Comfortable shoes and clothes aid 
in reducing fatigue. Take fre- 
quent, short rest periods. 

When cleaning walls and 
cellings,«remove dust with a 
soft brush or cloth, using light 
even strokes. Begin at the 
top and work from side to 
side. Painted or glazed plaster 
surfaces finished with a wash- 
able paint may be washed 
with a mild solution or a syn- 
thetic detergent prepared es- 
pecially for painted surfaces.

or dry map. Start at the top and 
brush down. Rlmdve any cobwfebs 
by a lifting stroke, since they are 
greasy and may streak the wan. 

White spots on wood sur- 
faces caused by hot dishes or 
liquids may be rem-ved if 
they are new or only slight. 
Ifoisten a cloth, add ammon- 
ia, and ruft. Polish with all. 
On waxed surfaces use tur- 
pentine instead of ammonia. 
Or coyer spot with salt, pour 
on as much olive oil as salt 
will take up and leave on ov- 
ernight. Wtxt morning remove 
and rub with olive oil. 

Chamois wet in clear water and 
squeezed as dry as possible may 
to used for both washing and 
polishing glass surfaces. Soft but 
linUess cloth or paper is satis- 
factory for drying. Robber squee- 
gees save time and labor in dry- 
ing. For very soiled windows, wipe 
off some of the dirt with a damp 
cloth, wash with one of the fol- 
lowing: 1 tablespoon ammonia 
to 1 quart of water: 1 tablespoon 
vinegar to 1 quart of water; or 
3 tablespoons denatured alcohol 
to 1 quart warm water.

GETTING READY 
FOR PALL CLEANINQ 

s|R Better, faster and easier ways 
to clean — that's what many 
families are Interested In, especial- 
ly now as fall cleaning time ap- 
proaches. Though the housewife 
may be most concerned, cleaning 
in many households Is a coopera- 
tive affair in which older chil- 
dren lend a hand and the men- 
folks often help with particularly 
heavy work. State surveys of 
time spent on housework have in- 
dicated that cleaning often takes 
a considerable slice of the house- 
wife'3 time and indicate also that 
both time and labor could be par- 
ed down by more efficient organ- 
ization, methods and utensils. 

A first step in this direction 
might be a convenient "clean- 
ing closet" with utensils and 
supplies assembled near where 
they are most frequently used 
and placed bo that they are 
easy to get out for use and 
put away. 

A study by the California Ex- 
periment Station showed that a 
closet for cleaning supplies should 
to located near the place where 
cleaning usually begins and near 
the area which has the most traf- 
fic and needs cleaning most often. 
In many farm homes this may be 
the kitchen. In homes with young 
children it may to the room 
where the children play. Other 
specialists suggest having clean- 
ing equipment both upstairs and 
down to save stair-climbing. Some 
advise that in new homes the 
utility room may to the tost lo- 
cation for the cleaning closet, or 
that the vacuum cleaner and the 
dusting materials to stored near 
the living area of the house, while

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VINEGAR 

AND SALAD DRESSINGS 

fjR Vinegar has been used from 
ancient times to preserve 
foods — in fact, was one of the 
first adds used for this purpose. 
Today it Is prised chiefly for the 
specific flavor it imparts. The 
oldest known vinegar was made 
from grapes, and the ward itself 
derives from the French "vin ai- 
gre," meaning sour wine. The 
Biblical term was "wine gone 
soar." Today cider vinegar is most 
widely used, although vinegar still 
is made from grapes and also may 
be made from oranges, bananas, 
dates, raisins, pears, apricots, ho- 
ney, peaches, pineapple, sugar Or 
molasses and grains — as in malt 
Infusion. 

These are some of the back- 
ground facts in a report on 
vinegars and salad dressings 
from the Missouri Experiment 
Station as part of a project 
of studies on utilization of 
processed food. 

Probably the most universal use 
of vinegar today is in salad dress- 
ings, the station says. Some of its 
recipes for uncooked dressings are 
especially welcome for summer- 
time salads: 

Sour Cream Dressing- 
Ingredients: 1 cup cream; 2 
tablespoons vinegar and 1 tea- 
spoon salt. To make: Mix the dry 
Ingredients and add the acid. 
Store 111 refrigerator. 

Bacon Dressing— 

Ingredients: 2 slices of bacon; 
fat from bacon; V* cup vinegar; 
2 tablespoons sugar, If desired; Jj 
teaspoon salt. To make: Pry the 
bacon until crisp and crumbly. In- 
to the same pan with the fat add 
the vinegar, sugar and salt. Stir 
and pour hot over greens or salad. 
Finely chopped onion often Is 
added to this type of dressing. 

Thick trench Dressing — 

This type dressing will not se- 
parate. Ingredients: H cup sugar; 
I package prepared pectin: 1 tea- 
spoon paprika; 1 teaspoon dry 
mustard; 2 teaspoons salt; about 
'/• cup vinegar (to taste); 1V5 
cups salad oil; 1 teaspoon Wor- 
cestershire sauce; 1 teaspoon 
minced onion; 1 can tomato soup; 
1 dove garlic, if desired, to make: 
mix all ingredients and beat with 
egg beater. Keep in refrigerator. 
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Tours and leetaures of interest 
to the gardener will to conducted ;

as competent and efficient as they 
can. They should try to cultivate 
the same Kind of hard-realism 
that is so often exhibited by oth- 
ers. 

Good people should also be 
practical people. They should not 
regard themselves as too good to 
get in there and work for what 
they believe in. Henry Adams 
spent 30 years lamenting in . his 
beautiful prose the fact that a 
man like himself who had been 
trained and groomed for govern- 
ment service, could not possiMy 
get elected by popular vote. The 
trouble with Henry Adams was 
that he thought he was too good 
to be a ward heeler. 

What It, Takes 

Many problems require for their 
solution not only bright idealism 
but also calculating realism. The 
international situation is for ex- 
ample. Whom should we have as 
the architect of our foreign pol- 
icy? if I had to choose between a 
calculating cynic and a starry- 
eyed dreamer, that would be a 
difficult choice. But I think I 
would choose the cynic. Pure 
idealism and international politics 
don't mix.
